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ORGANIZATION  OF  CITY  GOVERNMENT. 


Keene,  Tuesday,  January  2,  1912. 
The  members  of  the  city  government  for  the  municipal 
year  of  1912,  having  met  for  organization,  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  the  city  charter,  the  convention  v^as  called  to 
order  by  Hon.  Martin  Y.  B.  Clark,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon. The  oath  of  office  by  lav^  prescribed  was  administered 
to  the  mayor-elect,  Charles  G.  Shedd,  by  Hon.  Martin  V.  B. 
Clark,  who  then  introduced  him  to  the  aldermen  and  council- 
men  present.  After  roll-call  by  the  clerk,  His  Honor  Mayor 
Shedd  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  the  following  named 
members  of  the  boards  of  aldermen  and  councilmen,  to  wit:

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THE  MAYOR^S  ADDRESS^ 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 

In  beginning  the  work  of  a  new  year  in  our  several  posi- 
tions custom  demands  that  the  mayor  should  lay  before  your 
two  boards  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  city,  and  present 
to  you  his  recommendations. 

It  is  a  com'mon  saying  that  w/e  take  up  the  management  of 
municipal  affairs  in  the  same  manner  as  should  a  board  of 
directors  of  any  corporation,  and  that  we  should  conduct 
things  during  the  coming  year  accordingly. 

To  my  mind  this  is  an  erroneous  assumption.  We  know 
that  practically  all  business  corporations  are  managed  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  making  a  financial  return,  in  the  shape  of  divi- 
dends, to  the  stockholders,  and  we  also  know  or  should  know 
that  city  affairs  cannot  be  conducted  on  any  such  narrow  basis. 
We  must  make  a  suitable  return  to  our  taxpayers  for  their 
money  expended,  but  we  must  also  furnish  them  with  many 
things  which  corporations  Would  never  include  in  their  esti- 
mates or  expenses.  We  must  provide  ample  protection  to  all 
as  regards  ''life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness."  We 
must  furnish  safeguards  to  property  from  fire  and  theft ;  must 
maintain  good  streets,  sidewalks,  sewers,  drains  and  lights; 
must  carefully  watch  sanitary  conditions;  must  furnish  an 
abundance  of  good  water;  provide  parks  for  recreation,  libra- 
ries for  instruction  and  maintain  the  best  of  schools  so  that 
every  child  may  have  an  equal  chance  to  acquire  education, 
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which  is  the  foundation  and  salvation  of  our  republican  form 
of  government.  Bearing  all  these  and  many  other  require- 
ments in  mind,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  municipal  government  of 
the  present  date  occupies  a  far  higher  plane,  and  must  neces- 
sarily greatly  exceed  the  powers  and  duties  of  a  mere  business 
corporation,  and  demands  from  you  a  constant  watchfulness 
to  conscientiously  discharge  your  duties  as  the  representatives 
of  our  citizens  selected  by  them  to  administer  their  affairs  for 
the  year  1912. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  greatly  interested  in  inter- 
viewing many  of  our  people  as  to  their  understanding  of  muni- 
cipal conditions  and  I  find  that  many  mistaken  ideas  exist 
among  those  who  have  not  taken  the  trouble  to  inform  them- 
selves. 

Let  me  mention  taxation  as  an  example:  We  raised  last 
year  about  $136,000  by  taxation  and  I  have  found  many  tax- 
payers with  the  idea  that  nearly  all  of  this  was  used  in  carry- 
ing on  the  city.  The  facts  are  that  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
took  $18,375  of  this  in  the  state  tax;  the  county  of  Cheshire 
took  $20,163.19  in  the  county  tax;  Union  school  district  took 
$37,367.50  and  the  city  of  Keene  had  what  remained,  or  about 
$60,000.  So  you  will  note  that  13.5  per  cent  went  to  state,  15 
per  cent  to  county,  27.5  per  cent  to  schools  and  44  per  cent  for 
municipal  expenses.  In  other  words  out  of  every  $1.70  raised 
by  taxation  only  0.748  remains  for  you  to  use.  It  is  interesting 
to  carry  this  table  still  further  and  show  the  proportion  of  the 
.748  which  is  used  by  the  various  departments.  On  the  basis 
of  an  expenditure  of  $66,000  divided  as  averaged  for  the  past 
few  years,  the  .748  will  be  divided  approximately  as  follows :

This  year  on  account  of  our  increased  valuation,  our  pro- 
portion of  the  state  tax  has  been  slightly  raised,  so  that  for 
every  thousand  dollars  levied  we  shall  pay  $26.87,  and  this, 
with  the  heavy  state  tax  required  of  $800,000  will  require  us 
to  raise  $21,496  toward  state  expenses.  And  as  we  pay  a  large 
part  of  the  county  tax,  the  court  house  improvements  will  also 
bear  heavily  upon  our  finances. 

The  ordinary  city  charges  have  been  increased  the  past 
year,  owing  to  the  establishment  in  1910  of  a  new  board  of 
assessors  of  five  members,  instead  of  three,  as  formerly,  and 
the  large  expense  connected  with  the  revaluation  of  property 
for  taxable  purposes.  This  has  taken  about  $1,000  more  than 
was  formerly  required,  and  while  the  new  valuation  has  re- 
sulted in  a  large  increase  in  taxable  property,  sufficient  per- 
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haps  to  justify  the  expense,  it  is  a  question  to  consider  whether 
such  a  large  board  is  absolutely  necessary  to  continue  that  de- 
partment permanently.  Probably  no  complete  revaluation  will 
be  made  for  several  years  on  the  present  figures  and  whether 
a  board  of  assessors  composed  of  three  is  sufficient  to  maintain 
this  work,  with  justice  to  all,  it  is  a  matter  for  you  to  carefully 
consider. 

In  the  support  of  the  poor,  the  sick  and  the  destitute  we 
are  particularly  fortunate  as  compared  with  other  cities,  our 
expenses  in  this  department  being  very  small,  while  all  the 
aid  w^hich  is  required  is  freely  furnished  so  far  as  the  law  and 
good  judgment  permits. 

The  joint  standing  committee  on  street  lights  have  labored 
for  the  last  two  years  upon  the  new  system  of  lighting.  The 
result  seems  to  speak  well  for  their  efforts  and  the  effect  is 
satisfactory  to  nearly  everyone.  A  large  expense  has  been 
demanded  to  meet  the  plan  of  changing  over  the  system  and 
with  this  account  settled  it  would  appear  that  possibly  more 
lights  may  be  added  the  coming  year  out  of  the  same  appro- 
priation. 

By  far  the  most  important  of  our  departments  is  that  of 
streets  and  highways,  over  30  per  cent  of  our  expenditures 
being  taken  up  in  this  way.  It  is  the  most  vital  question  at 
present  facing  the  state,  the  county  and  the  towns  and  cities. 
I  find  upon  observation  and  inquiry  that  every  town  is  getting 
into  practically  the  same  condition.  That  about  the  same 
amount  of  money  is  raised,  annually,  for  construction  and 
maintenance  of  highways  and  that  from  this  sum  each  town 
tries  to  build  one  good  piece  of  expensive  permanent  road, 
which  requires  such  a  large  amount  of  the  total  sum  that  there 
is  not  enough  left  to  properly  maintain  the  balance  of  the 
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general  system,  consequently  the  mileage,  as  a  whole,  has  to 
be  neglected.  We  have  in  our  borders  one  hundred  miles  of 
roads  and  streets,  and  while  there  is  alwiays  some  complaint 
and  while  we  know  there  are  some  bad  places,  still  I  am  ready 
to  affirm  that  compared  with  any  other  cities  in  the  state  our 
system  as  a  whole  will  rank  favorably. 

I  know  of  no  way  you  can  gain  on  the  present  method  of 
construction  and  repair  unless  you  take  one  year  to  rebuild 
and  repair  all  of  your  city  streets  and  outlying  roads. 

If  you  should  raise  $100,000  in  bonds,  payable  $5,000  yearly, 
and  with  this  amount  should  make  one  tremendous  season  of 
road  building,  picking  up,  resurfacing,  regrading  and  rolling 
all  the  streets  within  the  city  limits  which  need  it  and  com- 
pleting the  outlying  roads,  you  would,  after  paying  your  in- 
terest and  one  bond  each  year  have  left  the  sum  of  $11,500  the 
first  year,  increased,  by  about  $175  annually,  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  new  roads.  This  is  providing  that  the  annual  ap- 
propriation should  be  kept  at  the  sum  now  raised,  or  $20,000. 

Good  roads  are  now  the  chief  advertisement  of  any  town 
or  city  and  you  must  have  them  to  attract  business,  not  princi- 
pally for  the  automobile  travel,  but  just  as  much  for  the  farmer 
and  teamster  to  transport  produce  from  the  farms  and  lumber 
for  the  mills. 

While  I  am  well  aware  that  the  policy  of  this  city  has  al- 
ways been  to  avoid  bond  issues  and  pay  as  you  go,  still  I  leave 
you  to  think  over  this  proposition  to  see  if  it  appeals  to  you 
in  any  w'ay. 

The  patrol  system  of  caring  for  roads  will  unquestionably 
in  the  near  future  come  into  use.  By  that  I  mean  the  regular 
trip  over  each  road ;  the  filling  of  every  little  depression  at  its 
first  appearance;  the  regular  cleaning  of  drains  and  gutters; 
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the  use  of  the  drag  on  earth  roads  and  the  constant  watchful- 
ness of  one  man  over  a  certain  section  of  road.  The  entire 
problem  of  road  construction  and  care  has  completely  changed 
within  five  years.  The  rapidly  increasing  use  of  the  automobile 
for  business  and  pleasure,  the  great  increase  in  the  weights, 
horse  power  and  speed  of  the  same,  the  appearance  of  the  pow- 
erful heavy  motor  truck  are  present  new  conditions  which 
must  be  met  in  the  immediate  future  and  demand  an  exercise 
of  all  the  knowledge  we  can  obtain  upon  this  important  subject. 

The  fire  department  is  in  its  usual  good  condition.  Yoa 
will  notice  from  the  report  of  the  chief  engineer  that  an  auto- 
mobile fire  truck  is  recommended  by  him.  Undoubtedly  this 
should  be  the  next  piece  of  apparatus  for  the  city  to  own  as 
it  Would  furnish  protection  to  the  farmers  and  others  living 
outside  the  thickly  settled  parts.  But  I  should  not  advise  the 
purchase  of  this  until  you  have  provided  some  place  to  keep 
the  same.  During  the  past  year  we  have  endeavored  to  arrive 
at  some  definite  idea  as  to  the  purchase  of  suitable  land  for 
the  city  for  storage  purposes  for  the  highway  department  and 
the  water  works  department.  But  as  yet  have  reached  no 
decision;  nor  can  we  until  we  find  out  whether  anything  is  to 
come  from  the  proposition  advanced  by  many  citizens  to  take 
additional  land  for  schoolhouse  purposes  and  then  request  an 
act  of  the  legislature  to  allow  the  district  to  sell  the  Coolidge 
lot  back  to  the  city.  If  such  action  is  not  taken  it  will  be 
necessary  for  you  to  move  at  once  in  the  matter  of  acquiring 
a  suitable  piece  of  real  estate  for  city  purposes. 

Under  the  head  of  fire  department,  allow  me  to  recommend 
that  you  discard  the  present  gravity  system  of  batteries  and 
install  an  up-to-date  storage  battery  system,  which  in  a  very 
few  years,  will  more  than  pay  for  itself  in  maintenance,  besides 
furnishing  a  more  reliable  protection. 
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The  police  department  is  outside  your  jurisdiction  except 
as  to  the  settlement  of  the  bills  of  the  same.  A  great  interest 
and  excitement  seems  to  prevail  in  the  community  over  this 
department,  which  is  really  one  of  your  smallest  and  least 
expensive  divisions.  If  I  wias  to  suggest  any  change  in  the 
management  of  this  department  I  should  recommend  the  abol- 
ishment of  any  police  commission,  which  I  think  is  unnecessary, 
thereby  saving  $100  annually,  making  the  mayor  chief  of 
police,  responsible  for  the  enforcing  of  all  laws,  with  an  execu- 
tive officer  as  city  marshal  elected  by  the  city  government  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  head  of  any  department.  And  I  can 
see  no  reason  why  there  should  be  any  more  excitement  or 
politics  over  the  election  of  this  officer  than  over  that  of  any 
superintendent. 

The  water  works  constitute  one  of  our  largest  assets.  We 
now  have  an  abundance  of  pure  water  at  Echo  lake,  with 
probably  no  danger  of  shortage,  especially  none  if  conservative 
use  is  practiced  and  prodigal  waste  discontinued.  Nothing  but 
the  introduction  of  the  meter  will  ever  place  this  department 
upon  a  fair  basis.  The  general  introduction  of  the  meter  sys- 
tem will  equalize  rates,  lessen  waste,  prevent  the  necessity  of 
additional  dams  or  reservoirs,  relieve  the  sewer  system  of  an 
enormous  crowding  and  eliminate  the  use  of  water  from 
''Goose  pond"  or  Sylvan  lake. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  added  a  tract  of  about  140 
acres,  including  an  old  granite  quarry,  to  the  watershed.  This 
has  been  a  valuable  addition  to  the  sanitary  protection  of  the 
supply  and  should  be  followed  by  the  purchase  of  the  Nye  lot 
and  the  Phillips  farm  during  the  coming  year.  You  will  find, 
upon  study  and  investigation,  that  cities  are  daily  waking  up 
to  the  value  of  owning  and  caring  for  their  watersheds.  We 
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now  own  over  1300  acres  in  the  adjoining  town  of  Roxbury, 
which  should  be  taken  in  hand  and  treated  systematically  by 
thinning  and  reforesting,  with  an  eye  to  an  immensely  valuable 
return  in  the  future. 

The  state  forester  of  Massachusetts,  in  an  exhaustive  study 
of  watershed  areas,  has  shown  that  at  present  prices,  pine 
planted  now  will  in  50  years  return  a  profit  of  $295  an  acre. 
One  town  in  Massachusetts,  with  a  basin  of  942  acres,  has  taken 
the  matter  up  and  with  conservative  figuring  foresees  a  profit 
from  that  area  of  $140,000.  But  this  can  not  compare  with  the 
city  of  San  Diego,  California,  which  owns  7000  acres  of  land, 
up  to  now  unproductive.  This  tract  has  been  set  out  with  over 
forty  thousand  eucalyptus  trees  the  present  year,  as  a  start  in 
the  direction  of  practical  forestry.  This  is  a  very  rapid  grow- 
ing tree  in  that  section,  and  from  a  careful  study  of  results 
in  growth  and  profits  from  adjoining  tracts,  which  are  facts 
and  not  theories,  San  Diego  claims  that  in  twenty-five  years 
they  will  be  enjoying  an  annual  harvest  from  their  municipal 
lands  of  $1,225,000,  which,  after  deducting  all  expense  and 
interest,  will  provide  them  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  do  away 
with  all  taxes.  We  have  now  in  our  possession  land  which  if 
treated  in  the  same  way,  would  in  fifty  years  be  as  valuable  as 
the  entire  water  works  system  is  at  present. 

The  Cass  quarry,  which  was  sold  at  auction,  we  have  not 
been  able  to  obtain  from  the  present  owner  up  to  this  time,  but 
I  am  convinced  that  this  piece  of  property  is  indispensable  to 
the  city  of  Keene. 

I  recommend  that  during  the  coming  year  you  instruct  the 
joint  standing  committee  on  water  works  to  have  made  a  work- 
ing forest  map  of  the  watershed,  showing  what  parts  can  be 
profitably  cut  and  what  areas  should  be  reforested,  and  that 
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a  gradual  clearing  up  of  the  whole  surface  be  attempted,  re- 
moving all  decaying  limbs  and  stumps,  so  that  from  the  lower 
reservoir  to  Echo  lake  we  may  at  all  times  be  assured  of  a 
clean,  well  protected  area  covered  with  growing  timber. 

The  past  year  has  seen  many  new  servers  and  drains  added 
to  our  system,  and  I  hope  that  the  coming  year  may  see  every 
open  ditch  or  drain  replaced  with  a  sanitarj^  tile  drain. 

•  A  few  weeks  will  see  the  library  building  provided  with  a 
modem  fire-proof  bookstack,  with  sufficient  equipment  to  pro- 
vide for  its  necessities  for  many  years.  This  is  an  improvement 
which  has  long  been  requested  by  the  trustees  and  one  wihich 
I  am  sure  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  all  users  of  the  library. 

Our  park  system  has  been  kept  attractive  the  past  year  and 
Ik  much  used  by  the  public.  There  is  a  chance  for  you  during 
the  coming  year,  to  add  to  it  the  famous  "Horatian  park"  on 
Beech  hill.  This  tract  of  seventy-five  acres  was  purchased  at 
auction  by  a  syndicate  of  citizens  to  preserve  it  from  destruc- 
tion, and  there  is  an  insistent  demand  from  many  people  that 
this  should  become  the  property  of  the  city  and  be  added  to 
our  parks.  The  lot  was  sold  for  $3,150  and  the  city  can  acquire 
it  for  the  same  price,  plus  interest,  upon  easy  terms.  I  suggest 
to  you  that  with  an  eye  to  the  future  you  will  make  no  mistake 
if  you  take  steps  at  once  to  secure  this  beautiful  and  sightly 
park. 

We  shall  probably  have  sufficient  water  during  the  coming 
summer  to  sprinkle  the  streets  unless  the  people  prefer  the 
oiling  system.  Several  kinds  of  oil  were  tried  last  season  and 
the  principal  difficulty  appeared  to  be  the  damage  done  to  tires. 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  coat  of  light  asphalt  oil  applied  early 
in  the  season  before  the  extremely  hot  weather  and  properly 
put  on  would  do  away  with  most  of  the  objections  raised  and 
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provide  dustless  streets  for  the  season.  "When  yon  consider 
the  enormous  amount  of  water  used  in  sprinkling,  from  90,000 
to  120,000  gallons  daily  and  think  of  the  amount  of  surface 
washed  off  the  streets  by  its  application  it  seems  time  to  try 
and  replace  this  method  by  some  way  which  will  not  only  pre- 
vent dust  but  keep  the  top  surface  on  the  streets  as  well.  Oil 
is  more  expensive  than  water  but  not  so  if  you  place  any  value 
on  the  amount  of  water  used. 

Each  session  of  the  state  legislature  adds  new  duties  to 
the  labors  of  the  board  of  health.  The  time  will  arrive  very 
soon  when  this  city  should  have  a  health  officer  working  under 
the  direction  of  the  board,  whose  duties  should  be  to  attend 
to  all  quarantining,  disinfecting,  milk  supply  and  food  inspec- 
tion, factory  and  shop  inspection  and  all  such  questions  affect- 
ing the  public  health.  Arrangements  should  be  made  w'ith  the 
board  of  education  so  that  such  officer  could  have  the  use  of  a 
well  equipped  laboratory  in  the  new  high  school  building  and 
that  all  the  bacteriological  examinations  for  typhoid,  malaria, 
diphtheria,  etc.,  could  be  performed  here,  making  a  great  sav- 
ing in  time  to  the  local  physicians  in  diagnosing  contagious  and 
infectious  diseases.  Medical  inspection  in  the  public  schools 
which  I  recommended  last  year  has  not  been  accomplished,  the 
board  of  health  not  considering  they  had  power  to  perform  the 
same. 

I  am  still  convinced  that  the  scholars  for  whom  we  expend 
such  a  large  percentage  of  our  taxes  are  entitled  to  every  pro- 
tection from  many  conditions  easily  avoidable  and  that  a 
simple  examination  of  eyes  and  throats  with  a  reference  of 
any  necessary  cases  to  their  family  physician  could  not  but 
result  in  good  to  many  pupils.  Let  us  hope  that  the  board  of 
education  and  board  of  health  may  be  able  together  to  accom- 
plish something  along  these  lines. 


ANNUAL  REPORT. 
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The  Keene  Commercial  Club  is  about  to  start  a  new  year 
uuder  the  direction  of  a  secretary  w^ho  will  devote  his  entire 
time  to  the  interests  of  the  city  commercially.  The  generous 
subscriptions  by  our  merchants,  manufacturers  and  others  in- 
terested in  the  material  growth  and  prosperity  of  Keene  have 
rendered  this  work  possible,  and  there  should  exist  between 
club  and  city  a  hearty  spirit  of  co-operation.  I  think  it  will  be 
advisable  during  the  coming  year  to  appoint  a  committee  of 
your  two  bodies  to  act  with  and  assist  in  any  way  the  officers 
of  the  Commercial  Club. 

A  constitutional  convention  will  be  held  this  year  in  June. 
To  select  delegates  to  this  it  will  be  necessary  to  hold  a  special 
election  in  March,  on  the  regular  day  of  town  meetings.  Many 
very  important  measures  concerning  state  legislation,  will  be 
brought  out  at  this  convention.  I  am  mentioning  this  to  you 
so  that  through  this  notice  the  voters  may  have  ample  time  to 
be  making  choice  of  delegates. 

A  special  committee  appointed  under  authority  of  an  act 
of  the  last  legislature  regarding  the  question  of  a  new  charter 
for  the  city  has  filed  their  report  with  the  secretary  of  state, 
with  the  finding  that  they  are  unable  to  find  any  public  demand 
at  present  for  a  change  in  the  form  of  government  and  prefer 
not  to  recommend  a  change  until  more  definite  sentiment  to- 
wards it  prevails.  In  its  study  of  present  conditions  the  com- 
mittee finds  that  Keene  now  has  the  smallest  bonded  debt  and 
the  lowest  tax  rate  of  any  city  in  the  state.  There  seems  to  be 
no  charge  of  extravagance  or  incompetence  in  the  management 
of  municipal  affairs  and  until  such  conditions  exist  the  com- 
mittee believe  that  it  is  a  good  plan  to  let  well  enough  alone 
until  you  are  assured  of  a  great  improvement  rather  than  to 
attempt  experiments. 
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Gentlemen,  we  will  now  proceed  with  the  usual  steps  to- 
wards completing  our  organization  by  the  election  of  a  city 
clerk  and  city  messenger  at  this  time  and  the  election  of  the 
other  city  officials  this  evening.  I  trust  that  in  these  elections 
you  will  exercise  your  own  good  judgment  and  that  all  our 
acts  for  the  coming  year  may  be  harmonious  and  result  in  good 
for  all  who  dwell  within  our  community.

VISIT  OF  PRESIDENT  TAFT. 


On  the  tenth  day  of  October,  1912,  Ilis  Excellency  William 
Howard  Taft,  President  of  the  United  States,  honored  Keenc 
with  a  brief  visit.  It  was  the  first  time  that  any  person,  while 
holding  that  high  office,  had  been  formally  received  by  the 
citizens  of  this  municipality.  Franklin  Pierce  had  been  several 
times  in  Keene  before  his  assumption  of  that  office,  and  once 
certainly  after  he  had  completed  his  term  of  service.  James 
Abram  Garfield  w*as  present  at  the  dedication  of  our  soldiers' 
monument,  and  delivered  the  principal  address  upon  that  oc- 
casion. He  was  accompanied  by  his  honored  mother  and,  with 
her,  made  a  visit  to  the  latter 's  birth-place  in  Richmond.  No 
other  person  who  has  been  the  chief  magistrate  of  our  nation 
has  visited  Keene. 

President  Taft  had  been  making  a  brief  tour  through  por- 
tions of  Massachusetts,  Vermont  and  New  Hampshire,  from  his 
summer  home  at  Beverly,  Mass.  He  was  accompanied  by  Mrs. 
Taft;  Miss  Mabel  Boardman,  a  sister  of  the  wife  of  Senator 
Crane  of  Massachusetts ;  his  military  aide,  Major  Rhoades ;  and 
four  secret  service  men,  besides  reporters  and  servants. 

On  his  way  to  Keene,  that  day,  the  President  was  greeted 
all  along  the  route  by  sympathetic  crowds  who  gathered  in  the 
various  villages  through  which  he  passed.  He  briefly  ad- 
dressed a  large  gathering  at  Newport.  In  this  county,  he  was 
given  a  hearty  welcome,  in  every  town  through  which  he 
passed,  by  large  crowds  of  citizens  assembled  upon  the  village 
streets.  At  Marlow,  he  was  greeted  by  about  two  hundred, 
who  had  waited  long  and  anxiously  for  his  arrival,  including 
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the  school- children,  who  carried  flags.  He  briefly  addressed 
them  from  his  automobile.  At  Gilsum,  at  least  a  hundred  were 
waiting  to  receive  him,  although  some  of  the  school-children, 
owing  to  the  lateness  of  his  arrival,  were  obliged  to  go  to  their 
homes.  Bonfires  were  lighted,  flags  were  flying,  and  he  was 
most  cordially  and  enthusiastically  welcomed,  and  he  briefly 
addressed  the  crowd  from  his  car. 

In  Keene,  a  concourse  of  nearly  eight  thousand  persons  was 
gathered  on  Main  street,  in  front  of  the  Cheshire  House,  from 
the  balcony  of  which  the  President  was  to  speak.  Many  of 
these  people  had  been  standing  there  for  four  or  five  hours, 
anxiously  awaiting  his  arrival.  They  had  assembled  not  only 
from  Keene,  but  from  several  of  the  adjoining  towns.  The 
best  of  precautions  had  been  taken  for  police  service,  but  no 
disturbance  of  any  kind  marred  the  festal  occasion.  The  an- 
nual firemen's  inspection  had  taken  place  that  day,  a  circum- 
stance which  may  have  served  to  augment  somewhat  the  size 
of  the  crowd,  as  w'ell  as  to  call  it  together  at  an  early  hour. 
The  fact  that  thousands  remained  so  long  and  so  quietly  stand- 
ing upon  the  street,  and  without  their  suppers,  was  a  striking 
demonstration  of  the  admiration  felt  by  the  people  for  the 
chief  executive  of  the  nation. 

It  had  been  expected  that  the  President  would  arrive  be- 
tween four  and  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Between  New- 
port and  Marlow,  approaching  a  section  of  the  state  road  that 
had  recently  been  repaired,  and  observing  a  sign,  "Road 
Closed,"  which  had  been  incautiously  left  in  place  after  the 
repairs  were  concluded,  the  presidential  party  turned  its  car 
into  another  road  and  went  to  South  Ac  worth.  The  discovery 
of  the  mistake  and  the  return  to  the  right  road  consumed  about 
two  hours  of  the  time  of  an  already  belated  party. 

It  Was  ten  minutes  before  seven  when  the  President's  car 
entered  Central  Square.  The  multitude  of  people  cheered  long 
and  loudly,  giving  no  uncertain  proof  of  their  loyalty.  The 
President  acknowledged  this  splendid  ovation  by  rising  in  his 
ear,  removing  his  hat,  and  repeatedly  bowing. 
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Arriving  at  the  Cheshire  House,  he  was  met  by  His  Honor 
^Tayor  Charles  Gale  Shedd,  Secretary  MaeVeagh  of  his  cabinet, 
and  members  of  the  reception  committee  by  whom  he  was  es- 
corted into  the  hotel  and  to  private  apartments  specially  pre- 
pared for  his  reception.  Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour, 
there  was  no  special,  formal  reception  in  the  parlors  for  the 
invited  guests.  City  officials  and  members  of  the  city  and 
county  Republican  committees,  and  local  clergymen  and  their 
wives,  were  informally  introduced. 

As  soon  as  the  President  had  rested  a  little,  accompanied 
by  the  ladies  of  his  party  and  his  military  aide,  he  was  escorted 
by  Mayor  Shedd  to  the  balcony  over  the  entrance  to  the  Chesh- 
ire House.  The  Mayor,  standing  at  the  left  of  the  President,  in- 
troduced His  Excellency  in  the  following  words : 
"Ladies  and  Gentlemen: — 

''You  have  waited  a  long  time  and  I  shall  take  just  one 
moment.  You  are  here  tonight  as  citizens  of  Keene  anil 
Cheshire  county  to  pay  your  respects  to  the  chief  magistrate 
of  our  nation  and  to  the  lady  of  the  White  House.  Without 
further  words  it  gives  me  one  of  the  greatest  pleasures  of  my 
life  to  present  to  you  William  Howard  Taft,  President  of  the 
United  States." 

The  President  stood  beneath  a  strong  electric  light,  Mrs. 
Taft  at  his  right,  and  his  military  aide  behind  Mrs.  Taft.  The 
stenographer  of  the  court,  which  was  sitting  that  week  in 
Keene,  stood  near  and  carefully  took  every  work  spoken  by 
the  President.  The  latter  spoke  in  a  remarkably  clear  and 
loud  tone,  being  distinctly  heard  by  all,  even  as  far  as  the 
railway  station.  His  address  was  as  follows : 
''Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  Keene,  My  Fellow  Citizens: — 

"In  the  first  place  I  must  make  an  apology  for  failing  to 
keep  my  engagement.  We  got  to  the  top  of  a  hill  on  the  state 
road  and  we  found  a  sign  some  25  miles  away  from  Keene  that 
the  state  road  was  obstructed  and  we  must  take  another,  and 
we  have  been  taking  that  other  ever  since.  (Applause).  It 
has  been  hard  on  you,  but  it  has  increased  our  information 
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about  New  Hampshire  a  great  deal.  (Applause).  It  is  great 
pleasure,  my  friends,  to  receive  this  cordial  welcome.  This 
trip  of  Mrs.  Taft  and  myself  is  a  trip  of  pleasure.  It  does  not 
concern  business  or  politics.  (Applause).  But  I  find  that  the 
President  of  the  United  States  cannot  travel  incognito  in  this 
country  anywhere,  especially  when  he  bears  certain  marks  of 
identification  that  I  do.  (Laughter).  And  therefore  the  good 
people  of  i\lassachusetts,  of  Vermont  and  of  New  Hampshire 
have  kindly  testified  their  loyalty  to  the  ofiice  which  I  bear 
temporarily,  by  giving  me  a  greeting  that  has  warmed  the 
cockles  of  my  heart.  (Applause).  I  am  glad  to  stand  in  Keene 
and  realize  it  is  one  of  the  most  enterprising  and  intelligent 
cities  in  New  Hampshire  and  I  could  not  say  anything  more 
superlative  than  that.  You  are  sharing  a  general  prosperity 
that  is  now  upon  us.  Our  foreign  business  ending  on  the  30th 
of  June  last,  including  the  business  with  the  dependencies,  the 
Philippines,  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico,  amounted  to  more  than  ever 
before  in  our  history — to  four  billion  of  dollars, — and  the  bal- 
ance of  trade  on  our  part  was  something  near  five  hundred 
millions  of  dollars.  Our  crops  are  bumper  crops ;  the  car  sup- 
ply of  the  railroads  is  rapidly  being  exhausted — all  these  are 
symptoms  of  an  existing  and  a  continued  prosperity,  upon 
which  I  congratulate  you  because  with  your  manufacturing 
industries  and  with  your  profitable  farming  community,  you 
will  certainly  share  that  prosperity  in  the  full. 

"And  now,  my  friends,  I  am  not  here  to  detain  you  by  a 
disquisition  either  on  foreign  trade  or  on  politics,  I  only  want 
to  testify  to  you  the  profound  feeling  of  gratitude  that  I  have 
for  this  manifestation  of  your  loyalty  to  the  existing  head  of 
the  government  and  your  kindly  courtesy  to  the  man.  Good- 
bye." 

The  arrangements  made  by  the  City  Council  for  the  recep- 
tion of  President  Taft  were  perfect  in  every  respect.  There 
was  an  ample  police  protection ;  the  great  crowd  was  jolly  and 
good-natured,  and  nothing  occurred  to  disturb  the  pleasure 
that  the  occasion  called  forth.    The  two  companies  of  the  local 
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militia  were  detailed  to  preserve  order,  and,  as  the  President 
approached  the  city,  they  were  drawn  up  in  two  lines,  near  the 
Cheshire  House  and  held  back  the  crowd  while  the  President's 
car  passed  between  the  two  lines.  Officers  of  the  regiment  not 
belonging  to  the  companies,  as  Well  as  some  of  the  officers  of 
the  companies,  were  ranged  on  the  two  sides  of  the  entrance 
to  the  hotel,  to  guard  the  President  as  he  ascended  the  steps, 
and  as  he  passed  out  to  his  car  at  the  conclusion  of  the  recep- 
tion. 

Specially  invited  guests,  including  city  officials,  members 
of  the  various  Republican  committees,  clergymen,  and  a  few 
prominent  out-of-town  Republicans  were  admitted  to  the  hotel 
by  special  tickets.  It  had  been  intended  to  formally  present 
the  President  to  each  one,  but  time  forbade. 

During  the  long  and  tedious  wait  for  the  President,  the 
city  band  discoursed  excellent  music  upon  the  band-stand. 
They  deserve  unstinted  praise  for  their  kindness  in  playing 
so  many  pieces,  delightfully  entertaining  a  vast  audience  whose 
patience,  tried  severely  as  it  was,  would  otherwise  have  been 
practically  exhausted. 

From  Keene,  President  Taft  proceeded  to  Dublin.  In  pass- 
ing through  Marlborough,  he  was  greeted  by  seven  or  eight 
hundred  people  who  had  collected  upon  the  main  thoroughfare, 
and  were  burning  red  fire  and  waving  flags,  while  little  girls 
in  w^hite  were  prepared  to  throw  flowers.  The  President  was 
deeply  touched  by  this  heartfelt  tribute  of  the  citizens,  and 
halted  for  a  few'  moments  and  addressed  them  from  the  car. 

At  Dublin,  he  was  entertained  at  the  summer  home  of  Hon. 
Franklin  MacYeagh,  his  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  On  the 
following  morning  (Friday),  at  about  ten  o'clock,  he  addressed 
a  crowded  house  at  the  Dublin  Town  Hall.  At  Peterborough, 
he  was  welcomed  by  another  great  concourse  of  people  which 
filled  the  streets.  He  spoke  to  the  throng  from  the  balcony 
in  front  of  the  entrance  to  the  Town  Hall. 
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His  whole  journey,  from  start  to  finish,  was  one  triumphal 
tour.  The  reception  given  to  him  in  Keene  was  one  of  which 
the  citizens  may  well  feel  proud,  and  one  which  surely  gave 
great  satisfaction  to  the  honored  guest.  It  was  a  day  which 
will  never  be  forgotten  by  anybody  who  was  present.

An  assistant  assessor 
shall  be  elected  by  said  councils  in  the  above  named  .manner 
in  the  month  of  JMarch,  provided  such  assistant  is  needed. 
The  members  of  the  first  board  of  assessors  chosen  under  this 
act,  shall  be  elected  one  for  the  term  of  three  years,  one  for 
the  term  of  two  years  and  the  third  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  by  expiration  of 
the  term  of  any  member  of  said  board  a  new  member  shall 
be  elected  for  the  term  of  three  years  and  whenever  a  vacancy 
shall  occur  by  reason  of  death,  resignation,  removal  from 
office,  or  other  cause,  a  new  member  shall  be  elected  for  said 
unexpired  term.  The  removal  of  an  assessor  from  one  ward 
to  another  shall  not  affect  his  right  to  hold  office  for  the  full 
length  of  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sect.  3.  That  part  of  the  city  of  Keene  which  is  comprised 
of  the  properties  lying  adjacent  to  Main  street  and  on  either 
side  of  the  same  from  Emerald  street  to  Central  Square ;  adja- 
cent to  and  on  either  side  of  West  street  from  St.  James 
street  to  said  square;  adjacent  to  and  on  the  east  side  of  Court 
street  from  the  Baptist  church  to  said  square;  adjacent  to  and 
on  the  west  side  of  Washington  street  from  Vernon  street  to 
said  square;  adjacent  to  and  on  either  side  of  Roxbury  street 
from  the  Odd  Fellows'  building  to  said  square;  adjacent  to 
and  on  either  side  of  Church  street  from  W^ells  street  to  said 
Main  street;  adjacent  to  and  on  either  side  of  Railroad  street 
from  93d  street  to  said  Main  street ;  between  said  St.  James 
street  and  said  Main  street  and  on  all  sides  of  said  Central 
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Square  is  for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  designated  as  the 
business  district  of  said  city. 

Sect.  4.  Said  board  of  assessors  shall  annually,  before  the 
first  day  of  December,  make  a  report  to  the  board  of  mayor 
and  aldermen  showing  the  total  appraised  valuation  of  all  the 
real  estate  in  the  city  assessed  for  the  purpose  of  taxation, 
the  total  appraised  valuation  of  all  the  personal  property  in 
the  city  so  assessed,  the  taxes  assessed  thereon,  the  real  estate 
and  other  property  in  the  city  which  escapes  taxation  by  rea- 
son of  exemption,  the  real  estate  within  the  city  limits  ow'ned 
by  the,  city  and  the  value  of  the  same,  and  any  other  informa- 
tion which  they  deem  of  interest  to  the  people  of  Keene. 

Said  board  in  said  report  shall  also  state  in  detail  the 
amount  for  which  each  parcel  of  real  estate  in  said  business 
district  is  appraised,  the  area  of  said  parcel,  and  tlie  separate 
value  placed  by  them  upon  the  land  and  upon  the  buildings 
thereon  in  fixing  said  appraisal.  They  shall  give  also  the  same 
information  with  reference  to  each  manufacturing  plant  in  the 
city,  and  with  referc'nce  to  any  other  real  estate  which  in  their 
opinion  should  be  covered  in  the  same  manner. 

Said  board  shall  likewise  state  in  said  report  the  appraised 
value  of  the  machinery  and  stock  in  trade  of  each  mamifac- 
turing  establishment  and  business  concern  in  the  city  when 
such  appraised  value  exceeds  $1000  in  amount. 

Said  board  shall  also  state  in  said  report  what  abatement 
of  taxes  upon  property  or  polls  have  been  made  by  them  since 
the  date  of  their  last  report  or  the  date  of  the  creation  of  said 
board  and  briefly  indicate  their  reasons  therefor. 

Said  report  of  said  board  of  assessors  shall  be  printed  in 
the  annual  report  of  the  city  of  Keene. 

Sect.  5.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  receive  a  salary 
of  $250  per  annum  in  full  payment  for  their  services,  or  at  that 
rate  for  such  time  as  they  shall  hold  office.  Said  salary  shail 
be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year  after  the 
services  are  performed.

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The  extreme  cold  weather  of  1911-1912  and  the  high  cost 
of  labor  greatly  increased  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  con- 
struction. The  mains  and  services  in  several  streets  have  been 
lowered  and  a  number  of  catch  basins  built. 

Sylvan  lake  is  full,  and  there  is  8  feet  and  8  inches  at  Echo 
lake. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend: 

That  the  cement  lined  pipe  in  Court  street  be  relaid  with 
cast  iron  pipe  as  far  as  the  old  cemetery  ;  several  leaks  have 
been  mended  in  this  line  the  past  season. 

That  an  eight  inch  pipe  be  laid  in  Grove  street  from  Water 
to  Marlboro  street. 

At  present  there  is  a  four  inch  pipe  from  Water  to  Myrtle 
street  and  a  two  inch  from  Myrtle  to  Marlboro  street. 

That  a  six  inch  pipe  be  laid  in  Foster  street  from  Grove 
to  Myrtle  street.  The  present  pipe  is  two  inch.  The  pipe  in 
Grove  and  Foster  streets  has  been  in  about  thirty  years. 

That  a  pipe  drain  be  laid  in  Church  street  from  Carpenter 
street  to  Beaver  brook;  this  would  eliminate  a  long  open 
ditch.

STREET  SPRINKLING,  DUST  LAYERS  AND  ROAD 

BINDERS. 

In  the  sprinkling  district  nearly  two  car  loads  of  calcium 
chloride  w^ere  used  and  one  tank  car  of  tasscoil.  The  cost  of 
these  materials  is  about  the  same  for  one  application,  averag- 
ing .017  per  square  yard.  On  account  of  wet  weather  the  past 
fall,  one  application  was  sufficient  for  the  season.  The  streets 
not  treated  with  dust  layers  were  watered. 

One  tank  car  of  tasscoil  was  bought  with  the  highway 
money  and  was  used  on  Arch  street  from  Park  avenue  to  Wil- 
son's mills,  on  Main  street  from  E.  F.  Lane's  to  the  Swanzey 
line,  and  on  Marlboro  street  from  Willow  street  to  Eastern 
avenue,  and  was  found  to  give  much  better  results  on  gravel 
roads  than  it  did  on  macadam  roads.  One  car  of  tarvia  B,  (80 
barrels)  was  purchased;  55  barrels  were  used  on  upper  Court 
street.  One  car  of  Bermudez  road  asphalt  was  ordered  for  use 
on  Federal  and  Lamson  streets,  but  owing  to  the  changes  con- 
templated around  the  postoffice  lot  and  the  excavations  for 
water,  sewer  and  gas  pipes,  it  was  thought  b.^st  not  to  build 
these  .  streets  this  season. 

Enough  asphalt  was  used  on  Roxbury  street  to  resurface 
the  tarvia  road  and  also  about  20  barrels  were  used  to  com- 
plete covering  the  section  of  the  Marlboro  road  built  last 
season.

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A  macadam  road  was  built  on  Water  street  from  Main  to 
Willow  street,  which  completes  the  street  as  far  east  as  the 
railroad  crossing.  Beyond  this,  the  street  is  very  sandy  and 
in  bad  condition.  I  would  recommend  that  the  sand  be  re- 
moved and  used  for  filling  on  the  new  street  running  to  the 
stone  sheds,  an  extension  of  Valley  street,  and  then  complete 
Water  street  with  gravel  or  crushed  stone  to  Eastern  avenue. 

Island  street  was  macadamized  from  West  street  to  the 
railroad  crossing;  from  there  to  the  bridge  the  road  is  low 
and  very  uneven  and  would  recommend  tha,t  next  year  the 
street  be  completed. 

Washington  street,  Winchester  street  and  Main  street  from 
Hotel  Ellis  to  the  corner  of  Winchester  street,  being  a  part  of 
the  trunk  line,  ought  to  receive  some  permanent  repairs  the 
coming  year. 


BRIDGES. 

The  wooden  bridge  over  Beaver  brook  on  Marlboro  street, 
I  would  recommend  be  replaced  by  one  of  concrete.  The 
Island  street  bridge  is  rather  light  for  the  travel  now  going 
over  it,  and  as  the  old  wooden  bridge  on  Appleton  street  is  not 
suitable  for  the  travel  it  now  receives,  would,  suggest  consid- 
eration of  the  idea  of  moving  the  Island  street  bridge  to  Apple- 
ton  street,  and  replacing  same  with  a  heavier  bridge,  with 
concrete  floor  and  two  sidewalks.

JOINT  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  STREETS 
RELATING  TO  WEST  SIDE  ROAD  IN  KEENE* 


To  the  City  Councils : 

The  West  side  trunk  line  between  Keene  and  Gilsum,  on 
which  work  was  commenced  in  the  spring  of  1911,  has  been 
completed  at  a  total  expense  of  $19,025.40  for  about  3^  miles. 
This  covers  the  entire  cost  to  the  city  for  labor,  tools,  materials, 
engineering,  culverts,  bridges,  and  all  incidentals. 

This  section  completes  Iveene's  part  of  the  trunk  line  over 
the  route  laid  out  by  the  state  from  the  Swanzey  line  on  Win- 
chester street  to  the  Gilsum  line  via  Washington  street.

The  Winchester  street  section,  of  about  1-J  miles,  was  built 
in  1910,  for  $7,898.67.  including  land  damages;  and  two  bridges 
for  $11,636.26. 
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The  total  cost  to  the  city  of  Keene  of  the  trunk  line  there- 
fore, covering  the  three  years  it  has  been  in  process  of  con- 
struction, is  $38,560.33. 

The  bridges,  which  constitute  a  considerable  part  of  this 
expense,  should  not  properly  be  considered  as  a  trunk  line 
item  alone,  as  they  would  have  had  to  have  been  replaced,  in 
any  event,  with  permanent  structures.  The  maintenance  of 
this  highway  will  be  taken  care  of  by  a  patrol  system  under 
the  direction  of  the  state  highway  department.  This  system 
will  be  financed  by  the  city  and  state,  averaging  to  cost  Keene 
about  $50.00  a  mile  per  annum.

LADIES^  WILDWOOD  PARK  ASSOCIATION. 


To  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Keene : 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  deed  of  gift  of  AVild- 
wood  park  to  the  city,  its  control  after  May  18  is  to  be  under 
the  personal  supervision  of  a  commission  of  three  persons  con- 
sisting of  the  mayor,  an  alderman,  and  a  lady  who  shall  be  an 
original  donor  or  a  descendant  of  one.  The  Wildwood  Park 
association  will  in  due  course  recommend  such  a  lady  to  be 
selected  for  the  commission. 

The  association  has  adopted  plans  for  the  expenditure  of  ' 
the  balance  of  the  legacy  under  Mrs.  Thayer's  will  given  to  it 
to  use  for  the  improvement  of  the  park.  These  plans  include 
among  other  things  the  filling  of  the  depression  near  Arch 
street,  the  erection  of  some  concrete  benches  and  a  drinking 
fountain,  and  the  installation  of  some  boulders  with  an  inscrip- 
tion showing  the  establishment  of  the  park.  The  boulders  have 
already  been  erected  or  practically  so,  the  filling  of  the  de- 
pression has  been  contracted  and  the  other  matters  are  under 
way. 

The  completion  of  these  improvements  cannot  of  course  be 
accomplished  by  May  18. 

The  work,  however,  will  not  interfere  with  the  change  in 
supervision  and  the  association  believes  that  all  of  the  improve- 
ments will  meet  the  approval  of  all  citizens,  being  confident 
that  it  has  made  a  wise  and  excellent  use  of  Mrs.  Thayer's 
bequest,  in  addition  to  what  has  heretofore  been  done  with  a 
portion  of  it. 
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The  filling  of  the  depression  is  considered  particularly  de- 
sirable. Efforts  were  made  for  a  long  time  to  develop  a  pond 
out  of  it,  but  conditions  have  been  and  always  will  be  such, 
as  to  make  efforts  in  this  direction  entirely  futile.  The  de- 
pression collects  only  surface  water  and  whenever  there  is  a 
dry  season,  it  becomes  an  unsanitary  and  unsightly  spot,  of 
w^hich  mud  is  the  chief  feature.

Gentlemen : — On  this  date  the  Wildwood  Park  association 
of  Keene  is  dissolved  and,  according  to  the  terms  of  Miss 
IngersoU's  bequest,  its  affairs  are  now  turned  over  to  the  city 
for  its  care  and  maintenance.  All  indebtednesses  are  now 
wiped  out  and  the  balance  in  the  treasury  of  the  association 
($245.85  and  interest  on  two  certificates  of  deposit)  now  be- 
longs to  the  city  to  be  put  with  the  accruing  interest  of  Miss 
IngersoU's  legacy  and  to  be  used  in  the  future  care  of  the 
property. 

The  committee  has  not  been  able  to  remove  the  havoc  of 
a  recent  wind  storm;  otherwise  the  park  is  in  good  condition. 
To  Dr.  H.  K.  Faulkner's  entire  care  and  oversight,  I  would 
draw  especial  attention.  He  has  worked  continuously  for  the 
welfare  of  the  park  since  becoming  a  member  of  the  board  of 
trustees ;  and  to  him  I  wish  to  pay  very  just  tribute  for  all  the 
work  accomplished  of  late.  There  are  in  existence  ten  or  a 
dozen  chestnut  posts  to  replace  any  which  may  yield  to  the 
wear  of  time  and  weather  and  are  stored  in  the  barn  of  H.  L. 
Fisher,  Park  avenue. 

It  may  be  a  matter  of  historic  interest  to  note  that  of  the 
original  72  women  donors,  23  only  are  still  living;  and  of  the 
27  men  donors,  17  are  now  living  at  this  date.

To  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Keene : 

There  have  been  an  unusual  number  of  contagious  diseases, 
within  the  city,  during  the  past  year,  which  have  been  reported 
to  this  board  as  follows:  Scarlet  fever,  6  cases;  typhoid  fever, 
3  cases ;  diphtheria,  2  cases ;  measles,  358  cases ;  making  the 
number  in  all,  369. 

Of  these  cases  there  have  been  four  deaths,  one  from  each 
disease.  We  are  confident  that  there  have  been  several  cases 
of  measles  which  were  not  reported,  as  the  .disease  was,  on  the 
whole,  of  a  mild  character,  in  many  cases  not  requiring  the 
attendance  of  a  physician. 

And  although  it  is  the  duty  of  every  one,  whose  family  may 
be  suffering  from  any  contagious  disease,  such  as  the  fore- 
going and  some  others,  to  report  the  same  to  the  local  board 
of  health,  yet  there  may  have  been  instances  where  this  has 
not  been  done.  The  number  of  cases  of  measles  was  an  un- 
usually large  number  for  one  year,  but  the  deaths  resulting 
therefrom  was  only  one,  and  that  a  very  young  child. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  three  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
in  the  city  reported  to  this  board. 

There  have  been  the  usual  sewer  connections  made  where 
sewers  have  been  recently  constructed,  and  such  other  matters 
have  been  attended  to,  which  have  been  brought  to  our  notice, 
requiring  our  attention.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  City  Councils  of  Keene : 

By  virtue  of  the  city  ordinances,  we  are  required  to  make 
this,  our  third  semi-annual  report  of  the  information  contained 
in  the  reports  kept  by  us,  in  relation  to  what  is  entitled,  "An 
Ordinance  for  the  Production,  Care  and  Sale  of  Milk,  Food 
and  Food  Substances, ' '  in  force  in  this  city. 

We  seem  to  have  but  very  little  authority  or  discretion 
under  the  ordinance,  being  little  more  than  clerk  for  the  city 
inspector  to  record  his  doings.  We  are  not  responsible  for  his 
acts,  nor  for  his  selection,  so  that  we  simply  report  from  our 
records  the  substance  of  what  has  been  done. 

The  first  year  this  ordinance  was  in  force  the  inspector 
reported  that  there  were  196  different  persons  engaged  in  the 
business  of  producing  and  selling  milk  in  this  city  and  that 
the  number  of  cows  kept  for  that  purpose  was  1,031.  That 
was  last  year  and  extended  up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  Decem- 
ber 1,  1911. 

This  3^ear  your  inspector  has  reported  that  there  are  only 
95  persons  engaged  in  that  business,  and  that  the  number  of 
cows  kept  for  that  purpose  is  595.  A  falling  off  of  101  persons 
in  business  and  436  cows.  That  seems  to  us  to  be  a  great  re- 
duction in  any  way  you  may  look  at  it  for  a  city  no  larger 
than  Keene.  We  have  no  reason  to  think  there  is  any  less  milk 
used  here  than  last  year,  and  the  only  thing  we  can  suggest 
or  question  is  whether  the  report  is  a  true  one.  Is  the  report 
a  true  statement  of  the  business  done  ? 

If  the  report  is  a  true  one,  then  where  are  the  cows  kept 
and  who  is  selling  the  milk?    We  give  no  opinion,  except  to 
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say,  that  unless  the  law  and  ordinances  are  faithfully  executed, 
the  whole  thing  is  a  farce  and  your  money  is  spent  for  nothing. 
A¥e  do  not  think  that  making  a  visit  to  a  person's  premises 
once  a  year  is  of  very  much  use  to  the  public  or  greatly  bene- 
fits any  one  seeking  pure  food  under  this  ordinance.  This  is 
a  law  that  requires  a  good  deal  of  faithful  labor  to  make  it 
effective,  and,  like  all  other  laws  of  similar  character,  it  must 
be  followed  up  diligently  to  get  any  good  results.  It  is  so 
easy  to  be  deceived,  and,  unless  there  is  a  good  deal  of  hard 
labor  put  into  it,  it  must  be  a  failure.  It  is  not  a  means  of 
recreation,  but  a  business. 

We  do  not  feel  called  on  to  give  an  opinion,  as  it  is  not 
asked  for,  but  we  simply  make  the  report  as  is  our  duty  to  do. 

In  all  of  the  reports  made  they  show  that  the  cows  are  in 
a  healthy  condition  and  their  surroundings  sanitary.  This 
has  reference  to  the  keeping  of  cows  simply.  No  reports  of 
any  kind  are  made  on  any  other  places  where  food  or  food 
substances  are  kept  for  sale. 

So  that  w^e  infer  that  all  places  visited  are  in  a  sanitary 
condition.

The  board  of  health  herein  makes  its  fourth  semi-annual 
report  of  the  contents  of  their  records  kept  by  them,  of  its 
doings,  and  the  action  of  the  inspector,  as  reported  to  them, 
for  the  past  six  months,  as  follows : 

There  have  been  issued  within  that  time  45  licenses  for  the 
keeping  of  260  cows  for  the  purposes  of  furnishing  milk  to  the 
people  of  this  city.

Making  in  all  for  the  year  140  licenses  for  the  keeping 
of  871  cows  for  the  purposes  of  selling  milk  within  the  city. 

Out  of  the  above  number  there  have  been  returned  to  us 
5  of  the  licenses,  which  were  for  the  keeping  of  43  cows,  by  the 
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different  postmasters,  saying  that  no  such  persons  could  be 
found  in  the  town;  so  that  the  number  of  persons  receiving 
licenses  from  this  board  for  the  year,  from  October  to  October, 
is  135,  representing  828  cows. 

In  all  cases  reported,  there  has  been  such  a  report  as  called 
for  a  license  in  each  case  and  it  has  been  made.  This  covers 
all  reports.

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REPORT  OF  FOOD  INSPECTOR. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 
As  food  inspector  I  herewith  submit  the  following  as  a 
semi-annual  report : 


Number  of  cows  found  showing  prima  facia  evidence  of 
tuberculosis  or  other  disease,  rendering  then  unfit  for 


Of  the  701  cows  inspected  there  are  about  150  which  haA^e 
been  tuberculin  tested  voluntarily  within  a  year  by  owners 
themselves,  and  it  has  been  my  aim  to  try  and  show  owners 
of  cows  the  benefit  derived  from  having  tuberculin  tested  cows. 

No  report  was  made  or  application  for  license  allowed  to 
be  sent  in  until,  in  the  mind  of  the  inspector,  the  premises 
where  cows  were  kept  were  in  a  suitable  sanitary  condition, 
which  accounts  for  sanitary  conditions  as  being  good  on  all 
reports  made  to  the  board  of  health. 

All  places  where  permits  have  been  given  to  sell  milk  have 
been  inspected  at  least  once,  and  in  some  cases  four  times 
before  permit  was  given. 

Two  new  stables  have  been  built  by  owners  of  cows  and 
four  more  have  been  renovated  by  order  of  the  inspector. 

One  milk  dealer  has  recently  built  a  cement  building  and 
equipped  it  with  all  the  latest  appliances  for  the  dispensing  of 
milk  in  a  sanitary  manner. 

Other  milk  rooms  have  been  built  where  heretofore  milk 
was  strained  in  stable  where  cows  were  kept.

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The  cause  for  the  number  of  cows  reported  inspected  being 
less  this  year  than  last  is  due  to  two  reasons,  namely:  The 
shortage  of  the  hay  crop,  which,  on  account  of  the  low  price 
paid  for  milk  at  that  time  to  the  farmers,  caused  a  number  of 
them  to  sell  off  their  new  milch  cows,  and  in  most  instances 
these  were  shipped  out  of  the  state.  The  other  reason  is  that 
a  number  of  licenses  were  granted  last  year  to  people  who 
never  sold  milk  in  our  city.  The  comparison  made  in  a  so- 
called  report  recently  sent  in  by  board  of  health  of  the  number 
of  cows  inspected  last  year  was  taken  on  the  number  inspected 
for  a  year  as  against  the  number  inspected  in  six  months  by  me. 

There  are  a  few  scattering  cows,  owned  by  private  families, 
which  have  not  been  inspected  for  the  reason  that  they  have 
not  applied  for  a  permit  and  do  not  think  they  need  one.  I 
have  asked  the  board  of  health  to  notify  such  persons  by  a 
notice  in  the  papers,  but  for  some  unknown  reason  it  has  not 
been  done  this  year  as  in  the  previous  year. 

During  the  recent  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever,  in  company 
with  one  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  health,  an  inspection 
was  made  of  all  places  where  milk  was  supplied  to  families 
where  typhoid  had  occurred,  and  in  no  case  was  it  found 
traceable  to  milk. 

Chapter  127  of  the  Public  Statutes,  as  amended  in  1901, 1903 
and  1911,  regulating  the  sale  of  milk  and  cream,  requires  a 
license  fee  of  $2,  said  license  to  be  granted  by  board  of  health, 
provided  said  applicant  gives  reasonable  assurance  that  cows 
from  which  milk  is  taken  are  healthy  and  well  cared  for, 
providing,  however,  that  any  person  selling  the  product  of 
his  own  cows  shall  be  exempt  from  paying  any  fee  for  such  a 
license.  This  law  as  yet  has  not  been  carried  out  by  our  board 
of  health,  although  application  for  such  has  been  made. 

The  hotels,  bakeries,  restaurants,  stores  and  markets  where 
food  is  sold  have  been  inspected  twice  a  month,  and  in  some 
cases  oftener  where  necessary,  and  in  my  opinion  are  in  a  good 
sanitary  condition  and  have  all  complied  with  the  state  pure 
food  law^    The  state  inspector  on  his  recent  inspection  of  the 
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places  ordered  uo  changes  whatever  and  said  that  in  no  place 
in  the  state  haci  the  law  been  so  thoroughly  lived  up  to  as  in 
our  city. 

I  stand  ready  in  the  future,  as  I  have  done  in  the  past,  to 
make  any  investigation  ordered  by  the  board  of  health,  or  in 
any  other  way  that  I  may  be  of  assistance  to  them.

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REPORT  OF 

TRUSTEES  OF  KEENE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Councils : 

The  trustees  of  the  Keene  Public  Library  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

What  has  made  the  year  1912  the  most  important  one  yet 
in  the  history  of  the  Keene  Public  Library  has  been  the  coin- 
pletion  of  the  new  stack  room,  which,  beside  adding  much  to 
the  dignity  and  appearance  of  the  building,  has  provided  the 
fire  proof  room  so  long  needed  for  the  books,  and  given  im- 
proved facilities  for  readers  and  students  in  the  open  stack 
and  larger  reference  room. 

Early  in  the  year  the  library  received  from  the  Sentinel 
Printing  company  its  valuable  recent  files  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Sentinel  completing  the  files  from  1799  to  date,  and  com- 
plete files  of  the  Keene  Evening  Sentinel,  which  are  now 
placed  on  shelves  in  the  fire  proof  stack,  easily  accessible. 

At  the  time  the  grounds  were  regraded  the  trustees  author- 
ized the  expenditure  of  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $500.00 
from  the  income  of  the  Julia  B.  Thayer  legacy  for  the  con- 
struction of  new  granolithic  walks  through  the  grounds  df  the 
library. 

In  April  the  permanent  or  Thayer  trustees  elected  Mrs. 
Charles  H.  Hersey  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  board. 

Upon  reopening  the  library,  after  it  had  been  closed  for  the 
removal  of  books  to  the  new  stack  room.  Miss  Maud  H.  Sher- 
man was  engaged  as  assistant  librarian  at  a  salary  of  $400 
a  year  from  May  1st. 
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The  trustees  have  received  as  gifts  for  the  library  a  collec- 
tion of  envelopes  in  use  at  the  time  of  the  Civil  war  from  Miss 
Emma  E.  P.  Holland  of  Concord,  Mass.,  and  a  fine  miniature 
of  the  late  Miss  Catherine  Piske  of  Keene,  painted  on  ivory  by 
Miss  Goodrich,  from  Mrs.  Eeuben  A.  Tuttle  of  Brookline,  Mass. 

Miss  Saxton.  who  was  engaged  as  librarian  in  the  spring  of 
1911,  has  continued  to  demonstrate  her  ability  and  peculiar 
qualifications  for  the  work  under  the  trying  circumstances  of 
the  past  year.  The  increased  circulation  and  use  of  the  library, 
in  spite  of  its  having  been  closed  for  three  weeks  at  what  is 
usually  the  busiest  season  of  the  year,  could  hardly  have  oc- 
curred without  some  unusual  incentive  to  stimulate  the  interest 
of  the  public  or  through  methods  which  should  demonstrate  to 
old  and  new  patrons  of  the  library  its  greater  possibilities  and 
usefulness.  This,  Miss  Saxton  has  succeeded  in  doing  in  a 
number  of  ways  with  a  result  that  must  be  at  once  gratifying 
to  the  trustees  and  to  the  public. 

Many  excellent  suggestions  for  making  the  library  of  great- 
er benefit  to  the  public  and  increasing  its  usefulness  in  the 
community  have  been  offered  by  the  librarian,  and  the  trustees 
wish  to  call  your  attention  especially  to  the  librarian's  report 
hereby  appended.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Keene  Public  Library : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  37th  annual  report  of  the 
librarian  for  the  year  ending  December  1,  1912. 

The  important  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  completion  of 
the  book  room  and  the  opening  to  the  public  of  a  well  lighted, 
well  ventilated  room,  where  they  may  see  the  books  and  select 
for  themselves.  The  opportunity  thus  provided  gives  general 
satisfaction.  It  is  now  possible  for  both  readers  and  scholars 
to  read  and  study  in  the  library  rooms  with  comfort,  and  a 
consequent  gain  in  reference  use  has  followed. 

For  the  completion  of  the  repairs,  the  cleaning  and  waxing 
of  the  floors  and  the  moving  of  the  books,  the  library  was 
closed  twenty  working  days  and  three  Sundays,  though  open 
at  certain  hours  for  reference  work  with  students  several  days 
during  that  time.  The  moving  of  the  books  was  accomplished 
easily  and  quickly  (in  four  days)  at  a  small  expense. 

The  circulation  of  books  shows  a  gain  of  2^  per  cent,  over 
the  previous  year;  the  circulation  of  non-fiction  has  increased 
nearly  10  per  cent.  Both  these*  figures  show  a  growth,  not 
phenomenal,  arising  from  curiosity  and  interest  in  the  changes 
and  additions  which  is  likely  to  decrease  at  any  time,  but  indi- 
cate a  steady  development  which  augurs  well  for  the  future. 

The  library  has  received  gifts  of  books,  pamphlets  and 
magazine  subscriptions  from  Mrs.  J.  B.  Hyland,  the  Sentinel 
Printing  Co.,  Miss  Mary  D.  Frost,  Mrs.  H.  K.  Faulkner,  Miss 
Caroline  Whitcomb,  the  local  Christian  Science  Society  and 
others;  city,  state, . government  and  library  publications;  also 
a  gift  of  Confederate  currency  from  the  V.  S.  Treasury  Depart- 
ment, through  the  courtesy  of  Secretary  Franklin  MacYeagh. 
A  framed  portrait  of  Franklin  Pierce,  with  autograph  signa- 
ture, now  hanging  in  the  newspaper  room,  is  the  gift  of  the 
Order  of  the  American  Boy,  No.  8.  of  Keene. 
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During  the  year,  an  inventory  has  been  taken  and  the  Gov- 
ernment Publications  have  been  removed  to  a  larger  room  and 
put  in  order  for  use,  and  the  cataloging  of  them  has  been 
begun. 

With  the  present  library  equipment  it  would  seem  that  the 
library  should  now  become  of  much  greater  usefulness  to  the 
community  than  ever  before. 

Only  25  per  cent,  of  the  population  of  the  city  is  at  present 
using  the  library ;  a  per  cent,  which  taken  with  the  circulation, 
makes  it  evident  that  means  of  making  the  library  and  its  re- 
sources better  known  to  the  city  at  large  should  at  once  be 
employed.  Various  methods  for  greater  publicity  immediately 
suggest  themselves. 

Short  lists  of  from  eight  to  twelve  titles,  with  a  brief  de- 
scription note,  published  in  the  local  papers  have  been  found 
the  most  effective  way  of  letting  the  reader  find  out  that  just 
what  he  wants  is  in  the  library. 

A  bulletin  'of  books  added  might  be  issued  twice  a  year, 
perhaps,  and  distributed  free  of  charge. 

Special  letters  might  be  sent  to  individuals  or  a  class  of 
individuals,  calling  their  attention  to  books  which  would  be 
of  interest  to  them. 

Posters  stating  the  location  of  the  library  and  the  hours  of 
opening  might  be  placed  in  public  places  like  the  station,  the 
rest  room,  factories,  etc. 

This  enumeration  of  means  for  library  advertising  is  suf- 
ficient to  show  the  possibilities. 

A  telephone,  considered  a  necessity  in  any  business  office 
no  matter  how  small,  would  also  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
library  service  in  many  ways. 

It  is  apparent  that  this  work  cannot  be  done  with  the 
present  hours  for  opening  and  the  number  of  workers.  I 
would  suggest  to  the  board  that  they  open  all  the  departments 
of  the  library  in  the  morning  and  employ  another  assistant. 

Indeed,  with  the  increased  circulation,  the  many  demands 
made  upon  us  by  the  students  and  others  in  need  of  help,  the 
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work  of  caring  for  the  shelves  in  the  book  room,  the  constantly 
increasing  work  of  keeping  the  books  properly  mended  and 
rebound,  some  part  of  the  work  suffers  all  the  time  and  more 
help  is  necessary. 

Under  the  arrangement  suggested  above,  the  work  would 
be  greatly  facilitated.  The  normal  school  students  many  times 
find  the  morning  the  only  convenient  time  for  their  library 
work.  Many  others  would  be  glad  to  come  for  special  re- 
search in  the  quieter  hours  of  the  morning.  The  work  would 
thus  be  distributed  through  the  day  and  the  ''rush"  hours 
avoided.  For  a  time,  at  least,  while  the  circulation  would  not 
be  large  in  the  morning,  ample  opportunity  would  be  given  for 
accomplishing  the  routine  Work  which  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  do  now  in  the  crowded  afternoon  and  evening. 

Many  requests  have  come  this  year  for  collections  of  books 
to  be  taken  to  the  school  rooms  for  a  period  varying  from  two 
to  six  weeks.  Pictures  are  also  needed  for  school  use.  These 
are  valuable  ways  of  working  with  the  teachers  and  the 
schools.  For  these,  also,  we  need  more  time,  that  is  the  help 
of  another  assistant,  and  money,  as  duplicate  copies  of  books 
now  in  the  children's  library  would  be  needed.  An  increase  in- 
appropriation,  even  a  small  one,  for  this  work  would  mean  a 
great  deal  of  good  and  would  be  appreciated  by  the  schools  in 
all  parts  of  the  city.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CEMETERIES. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 

The  undersigned  respectfully  presents  the  report  of  the 
cemetery  department  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1912, 
as  follows: 

The  affairs  of  this  department  have  progressed  in  much  the 
same  manner  as  usual. 

The"  more  favorable  season  has  done  much  to  restore  the 
lawns  that  suffered  so  severely  from  the  drouths  of  the  last 
three  or  four  years.  Each  year  adds  to  the  number  of  bequests 
of  trust  funds  for  the  care  of  lots.  This  is  gratifying,  as  every 
lot  that'  receives  special  care  adds  to  the  well-kept  appearance 
of  the  cemeteries.  During  the  past  summer  the  shallow  bridge 
at  the  southern  Lincoln  street  entrance,  which  owing  to  its 
nature  was  constantly  in  need  of  repairs,  has  been  replaced  by 
a  substantial  cement  structure  that  should  prove  practically 
indestructible. 

I  would  recommend,  (as  I  have  done  before),  that  a  portion 
of  the  wooden  fences  be  painted  each  year.  That  of  the  Wash- 
ington street  cemetery  is  in  greatest  need  of  such  repair.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER  OF  FIRE  DE- 
PARTMENT AND  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
FIRE  ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 
In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  city  ordinance, 
I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  report 
of  the  fire  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30, 
which  finds  the  department  fully  up  to  the  standard  as  regards 
apparatus  and  equipment,  and  with  a  full  quota  of  men  in 
each  company. 

You  will  note  from  the  following  table  of  fires  and  losses 
that  the  department  has  responded  to  ninety-two  calls,  divided 
as  follows :  Fifteen  bell  alarms,  seventy  still  alarms,  and  seven 
brush  fire  calls.  This  number  is  thirteen  less  than  the  number 
of  calls  in  1911.  The  loss  at  these  fires  was  $14,941.92.  The 
insurance  paid  was  $13,202.85.  The  estimated  valuation  of  the 
buildings,  where  the  fires  occurred,  is  $113,493.97. 

Improvements  and  new  apparatus  added  to  the  department: 
With  the  exception  of  the  expense  of,  and  what  pertains  to  the 
new  fire  alarm  system,  there  has  been  very  little  purchased  for 
the  fire  department.  A  much  needed  new  roof  has  been  put  on 
the  fire  station  and  other  necessary  purchases  made  to  keep  the 
department  up  to  its  usual  standard. 

Apparatus  and  Force :  The  apparatus  and  force  of  the 
department,  under  a  chief  and  three  assistant  engineers,  lo- 
cated on  Vernon  street,  is  as  follows :  The  Keene  Steam  Fire 
Engine  and  Hose  Company  (25  men)  has  Steamer  No.  1, 
Button  Steamer  No.  2,  one  combination  chemical  and  hose 
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wagon,  one  Relief  hose  wagon;  Washington  Hook  &  Ladder 
Company  (20  men)  has  one  service  truck  and  one  Relief  truck, 
Deluge  Hose  Company  (20  men)  has  one  combination  chemical 
and  hose  wagon. 

There  are  7,450  feet  of  fire  hose.  About  2000  feet  of  this 
hose  is  old  and  unreliable.  There  are  800  feet  of  chemical  hose, 
1,500  feet  of  linen  hose  at  South  Keene,  six  6-gallon  and 
four  3-gallon  extinguishers,  one  cellar  pipe,  one  three-way  East- 
man Deluge  set,  uniforms,  rubber  coats,  hats  and  boots  for  the 
department,  four  sets  of  swing  harnesses,  two  extra  Barry 
collars,  three  sleds  and  three  sets  of  Hobb 's  runners. 

I  respectfully  make  the  following  recommendations :  That 
the  city  purchase  a  triple  combination  automobile  fire  truck, 
as  the  city  is  constantly  extending  its  water  mains,  in  some 
cases  two  or  more  miles  from  the  fire  station,  making  it  almost 
impossible  for  us  to  answer  alarms  at  so  great  a  distance,  in 
time  to  render  much,  if  any,  service  without  injury  to  the 
horses ;  also  in  case  of  fire  in  sets  of  farm  buildings  located  in 
the  suburbs  of  the  city  the  automobile  fire  truck  would  spare 
the  horses  the  long  hard  runs  and  do  quicker  and  better  ser- 
vice ;  that  until  the  city  provides  the  automobile  fire  truck  the 
department  be  allowed  two  pairs  of  horses  to  be  kept  in  the  fire 
station  available  at  all  times ;  that  the  city  purchase  1000  feet 
of  new  fire  hose,  none  having  been  purchased  the  past  year  and 
much  of  that  now  in  use  being  very  unreliable. 

In  accordance  with  my  recommendation  of  last  year,  the 
city  has  purchased  and  caused  to  be  installed  a  new  up-to-date 
fire  alarm  equipment  from  the  Star  Electric  Company  of  Bing- 
hamton,  N.  Y.,  at  an  expense  of  $1,895 ;  it  has  also  purchased  a 
whistle  blowing  machine  at  a  cost  of  $350.  The  fire  alarm 
apparatus  has  been  installed  in  a  room  adequately  fitted  up  for 
it,  at  the  fire  station.  The  new  fire  alarm  system  which  re- 
places the  old  consists  of  a  repeater,  storage  battery,  automatic 
switchboard,  whistle  blowing  machine,  and  a  manual  trans- 
mitter. 
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The  board  of  engineers  has  caused  certain  numbers  to  be 
known  as  transmitter  calls.  These  calls  are  to  be  given  for 
fires  in  locations  where  there  are  no  fire  alarm  boxes  and  as- 
sistance is  called  in  by  telephone.  This  system,  which  is  in 
charge  of  Mr.  E.  B.  E-iley,  a  very  efficient  operator,  has  worked 
to  our  entire  satisfaction  since  the  date  of  installation, 
October  11.  Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  Mr.  Riley  for 
the  efhcient  care  that  he  has  given  the  new  fire  alarm  system 
since  it  was  installed.  As  all  of  the  ^Y^Te  used  in  the  system  is 
copper-covered,  with  the  exception  of  hve  miles  which  is  iron, 
I  would  recommend  that  this  wire  be  replaced  with  copper- 
covered  wire. 

There  has  been  one  new  fire  alarm  box,  number  lil,  in- 
stalled on  "Willow  street,  and  two  more  boxes  have  been  or- 
dered and  will  be  installed  in  the  near  future,  one  on  Railroad 
street,  number  113,  and  one,  number  27,  on  Washington  street, 
opposite  the  Burdett  chair  shop. 

I  take  pleasure  in  further  reporting  that  harmony  prevails 
between  officers  and  men  of  the  several  companies,  that  they 
appreciate  their  quarters  and  the  liberal  spirit  manifested  by 
the  city  councils  in  promptly  providing  for  the  needs  of  the 
department-  It  also  gives  me  pleasure  to  speak  of  the  valuable 
aid  afforded  by  the  chairmen  and  members  of  the  joint  stand- 
ing committee  on  fire  department,  the  lands  and  buildings 
committee  and  the  superintendent  of  the  streets.  A  most  cor- 
dial relation  exists  among  the  members  associated  with  me  on 
the  board  of  engineers,  who  with  the  officers,  members  of  the 
department,  and  public,  have  assisted  me  during  the  past  year, 
and  to  them  and  the  city  councils  I  extend  my  thanks  and 
hearty  appreciation.

The  following  signals  were  adopted  by  the  board  of  en- 
gineers, January^  1907,  and  are  as  follows : 

1.  The  superintendent  has  the  right  to  strike  one  blow  up- 
on the  bells  at  any  time,  to  test  the  circuit ;  also  to  ring  in  one 
round  from  any  box,  preceded  by  a  single  blow,  exactly  five 
minutes  after  the  noon  stroke,  on  Saturdays,  for  the  purpose 
of  testing  the  boxes. 

2.  Two  blows  struck  upon  the  bells  signifies  a  still  alarm. 

3.  In  case  of  a  serious  fire  the  engineers  may  cause  a 
second  alarm  to  be  sounded  from  the  nearest  box.  A  second 
alarm  is  given  by  striking  ten  blows,  followed  by  the  box 
number. 

4.  As  box  9,  which  is  located  on  city  hall,  is  still  likely  to 
be  used  for  a  general  alarm,  and  to  be  pulled  for  a  fire  which  is 
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not  in  or  near  the  Square,  the  engineers  will  ring  in  a  second 
alarm  or  four  full  rounds  from  this  box,  if  there  is  fire  of  any 
magnitude  near  the  Square. 

5.  The  old  alarm  on  city  hall  will  only  be  rung  between 
9  p.  m.  and  6  a-  m.,  except  in  case  of  serious  fire. 

6.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Beaver  Mills 
Company,  and  alarms  of  fire  will  be  given  on  their  whistle  the 
same  as  by  the  bells.

ORGANIZATION  OF  CITY  GOVERNMENT. 


Keene,  Tuesday,  January  1,  1913. 
The  members  of  the  city  government  for  the  municipal 
year  of  1913,  having  met  for  organization,  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  the  city  charter,  the  convention  was  called  to 
order  by  Mayor  Shedd,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  after 
which  Ex-Maj'-or  Austin  A.  Ellis  announced  that  Charles  Gale 
Shedd,  having  been  officially  notified  of  his  re-election  to  the 
office  of  mayor  for  the  current  municipal  term,  was  present  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  the  oath  of  office.  The  oath  of  office  by 
law  prescribed  v/as  administered  to  the  mayor-elect,  Charles 
G.  Shedd,  by  Hon.  Austin  A.  Ellis,  who  then  introduced  him  to 
the  aldermen  and  councilmen  present.  After  roll-call  by  the 
clerk,  His  Honor  i\Iayor  Shedd  administered  the  oath  of  offi<ie 
to  the  following  named  members  of  the  boards  of  aldermen 
and  councilmen,  to  wit :

PRAYER  OF  EDWARD  F.  MILLER. 

At  the  Installation  of  the  City  Government  Jan.  7th,  1913 : 

Our  Father  Who  Art  in  Heaven,  We  would  call  upon  Thy 
name  this  morning.  Nor  is  our  calling  empty  form.  AVe  do 
not  implore  divine  blessing  that  we  may  fulfill  the  custom  of 
the  Fathers,  but  verily  because  we  feel  our  need  of  Thee.  Long 
ago  the  ancients  discovered  that  there  were  forces  at  work, 
powers  above  and  beyond  their  own  determining,  and  hastily 
did  they  seek  alliance  with  such  powers.  Our  experiences  in 
life  confirm  the  judgment  of  the  ancients  and  knowing  there 
are  forces  in  the  world  powers  divine  that  are  outside  ourselves, 
and  knowing  that  these  forces  are  working  for  the  good  of  the 
world,  we  gladly  seek  alliance  with  Thyself,  Oh  God. 

We  thank  Thee,  our  Father,  for  thy  favor.  We  are  living 
in  the  midst  of  plenty.  Fortune  has  smiled  upon  our  nation; 
prosperity  is  upon  our  city ;  no  calamity  has  in  any  way  befallen 
us.  Our  Fathers  and  Mothers  in  their  evening  time  are 
tenderly  cared  for;  our  children  in  their  youth  have  good 
training  and  instruction;  we  of  middle  age  are  glad  to  have 
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a  part  of  the  world's  affairs;  we  give  Thee  hearty  thanks  for 
thy  great  favor. 

But  today.  Oh  Father  of  Life,  we  are  brought  face  to  face 
with  grave  responsibility.  To  flee  from  it  would  be  cowardly; 
to  perform  it  imperfectly  or  less  perfectly  than  we  might  is 
shameful.  If  any  man  lived  to  himself  or  died  to  himself  we 
might  be  able  to  bear  the  shame  of  our  own  folly ;  but  the 
burden  and  joy  of  life  is  that  we  are  not  only  responsible  for 
our  own  lives'  welfare  but  having  been  selected  by  our  citizens 
to  act  in  their  stead,  we  are  called  upon  to  act  for  others  and 
defend  others'  rights  and  protect  others'  homes.  Oh,  God,  to 
act  in  the  name  of  others  is  so  grave  a  matter,  we  need  thy  help. 
It  is  not  sacrilege  to  call  on  Thee ;  wilt  thou  come  into  our  lives 
and  bless  us.  Make  us  to  be  honest  of  heart  and  pure  of  motive. 
May  it  be  the  object  of  not  a  one  to  do  other  than  the  right 
thing.  Give  to  us  that  measure  of  wisdom  by  which  we  may 
always  know  the  right.  Give  us,  Oh  God,  that  portion  of 
courage  that  we  shall  never  fear  the  truth  nor  falter  at  the 
doing  of  the  right. 

Bless,  we  pray  Thee,  the  mayor  of  our  city.  We  thank 
Thee  for  his  service  already.  Help  him  this  year  to  defend  the 
city's  honor,  honor  that  implies  righteousness  and  morality. 
Bless  the  aldermen  and  common  councilmen.  Give  them  Thy 
spirit  in  all  their  deliberations.  Help  us,  our  Father,  that 
together  we  may  seek  to  make  this  the  best  year  in  our  whole 
city  life. 

May  we  not  disappoint  our  friends  who  have  given  us  this 
opportunity  of  service ;  may  we  not  disappoint  ourselves ;  may 
we  not  disappoint  Thee. 

We  ask  this  in  the  name  of  Christ,  our  Lord,  Amen. 

After  the  prayer  Mayor  Shedd  delivered  his  inaugural 
address.  After  the  prayer  and  inaugural  address  Frank  H. 
Whitcomb  was  elected  clerk  and  Albert  W.  Green  city  messen- 
ger, and  the  councils  then  adjourned  until  7.30  o'clock. 

At  7.30  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  common  council  organ- 
ized by  the  choice  of  Alfred  E.  Barnard  as  president  and 
Herbert  O.  Wardwell  clerk.

THE  MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 

One  hundred  and  sixty  years  ago,  according  to  the  original 
charter  displayed  on  the  walls  of  the  aldermanic  chamber, 
adjoining,  the  town  of  Keene  came  into  formal  existence.  The 
hardy  band  of  adventurous  settlers  who  had  for  a  number  of 
years  been  endeavoring  to  secure  a  safe  and  permanent  settle- 
ment had  at  last  achieved  strength  and  numbers  to  warrant 
them  in  entering  upon  a  career  as  a  town. 

Their  officers  consisted  of  a  moderator,  clerk,  treasurer, 
assessors  and  selectmen  with  various  committees  for  special 
purposes.  For  one  hundred  and  twenty  years  such  boards  of 
officers  administered  the  affairs  of  state  and  the  village  grew 
slowly  but  solidly  and  prospered  until  in  the  march  of  progress 
it  became  ambitious  and  embarked  upon  the  career  of  a  city. 
For  thirty-nine  years  the  business  affairs  of  the  city  have  been 
governed  by  boards  of  aldermen  and  councilmen  similar  to  the 
two  which  you  today  represent. 

During  all  this  period  of  over  a  century  and  a  half,  town 
and  city  officials  have  given  of  their  time  and  judgment  and 
experience  for  the  benefit  of  the  community  and  you  today  are 
assuming  your  position  in  the  long,  unbroken  line  of  public 
servants  to  work  for  the  public  good. 

There  is  much  agitation  at  the  present  time  everywhere 
over  changes  in  form  of  city  governments  and  many  cities  are 
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adopting  the  commission  idea;  i.  e.  centralizing  powers  in  one 
small  board  in  place  of  the  double  board  system.  This  is  un- 
doubtedly a  change  for  the  better  in  many  communities  where 
graft,  mismanagement  or  extravagance  have  prevailed,  but 
there  seems  to  have  been  no  demand  from  the  public  for  such 
change  here,  and  in  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
the  commission  appointed  in  the  city  of  Manchester  to  prepare 
a  new  charter  and  submit  the  same  to  the  legislature  has  just 
recommended  a  plan  consisting  of  a  double  board  of  one  alder- 
man and  three  councilmen  from  each  ward — exactly  the  same 
plan  we  have  used  for  thirty-nine  years.  Cities  under  commis- 
sions are  perhaps  more  apt  to  progress  rapidly  in  their  improve- 
ments and  to  be  more  up  to  date  in  their  appearance,  but  I  find 
in  a  study  of  their  various  reports  that  the  improvements  have 
to  be  paid  for,  that  the  tax  payers  have  to  foot  the  bills  and  that 
you  can  have  all  the  modern  ideas  adopted  here  under  this  form 
of  government  at  any  time  when  the  people  demand  and  will 
pay  for  the  same. 

Keene  has  ever  been  a  very  conservative  city,  proceeding  on 
the  pay-as-you-go  plan,  regarding  a  city  debt  as  a  horror  to  be 
avoided  if  possible,  insisting  on  a  low  tax  rate  and  demanding 
of  you  this  year  how  to  get  the  best  possible  results  out  of  the 
very  reasonable  sum  raised  by  taxation.  On  Jan.  1st,  1913,  the 
entire  debt  of  the  city  was  $69,000  of  which  amount  $23,000 
becomes  due  and  must  be  paid  this  year.  This  leaves  the 
bonded  indebtedness  at  $46,000  which  all  expires  by  1917  and 
is  payable  $13,000  yearly  for  1914  and  1915  and  $10,000  yearly 
for  1916  and  1917.  Of  this  entire  amount  $40,000  is  chargeable 
to  the  water  works  receipts,  and  is  not  ordinarily  classed  as  a 
regular  city  debt  from  the  fact  that  it  does  not  have  to  be 
provided  for  by  taxation.  In  1918  the  new  high  school  building 
bonds  begin  to  mature,  but  those  will  be  taken  care  of  in  the 
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amount  raised  for  school  purposes  so  that  they  also  will  not  be 
classed  in  the  direct  city  debt. 

The  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  has  been  raised 
during  the  past  year  to  over  nine  millions  of  dollars,  an  increase 
of  over  a  million  dollars  and,  following  the  directions  of  the 
state  tax  commission,  the  board  of  assessors  has  endeavored  to 
obtain  an  equitable  valuation  of  all  property  in  the  city.  There 
have  been  some  disagreements  over  revaluations,  but  practi- 
cally all  such  cases  but  one  have  been  amicably  adjusted. 

The  city  now  owns  property  including  its  water  works, 
parks,  public  buildings,  fire  department,  highway  department, 
etc.,  valued  at  $457,571.00  exclusive  of  all  its  schoolhouses  be- 
longing to  Union  district  which  are  valued  at  $175,000.00,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  over  $632,000.00  against  which  will  stand  a  debt 
of  $43,000.00. 

During  the  past  three  years  all  of  the  state  highway  sys- 
tem has  been  completed  and  four  new  bridges  constructed,  all 
of  which  have  been  paid  for  from  current  funds,  taking  some 
$38,000  from  our  working  capital,  and  drawing  so  heavily  upon 
the  treasury  that  this  year  you  will  find  it  necessary  to  borrov/ 
some  of  your  funds  to  anticipate  money  received  from  taxes. 
I  recommend  that  you  authorize  the  finance  committee  and  city 
treasurer  to  borrow  such  sums  as  may  be  required  from  time 
to  time  to  keep  all  the  necessary  bills  paid. 

T  shall  not  detain  you  at  this  time  to  review  any  of  the 
departmental  work,  as  you  have  the  reports  of  all  the  city 
officers  printed  and  before  you,  and  you  should  make  a 
thorough  study  of  each  department,  note  the  manner  in  which 
the  same  has  been  conducted  and,  if  you  have  anything  to  offer 
which  can  better  it,  promptly  present  your  ideas  before  these 
two  bodies.  I  trust  that  your  appropriate  committees  this  year 
will  pay  especial  attention  to  sidewalks,  sewers  and  drains. 
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New  sewers  should  be  constructed  upon  every  petition  for  same, 
and  water  works  extensions  should  be  granted  to  every  new 
house. 

The  financial  condition  of  Keene  is  such  that  new  buildings 
should  be  encouraged  by  the  ready  granting  of  these  privileges, 
instead  of  haggling  over  a  few  dollars  invested  in  water  and 
sewers,  and  if  we  cannot  do  this,  let  us  nail  up  the  front  door 
and  say  to  investors  and  new-comers,  ''We  cannot  use  you  or 
your  money,  for  if  you  come  here  and  try  to  spend  it  we  should 
have  to  build  you  a  sewer  or  furnish  you  with  water,  and  we 
are  so  poor  that  we  cannot  do  it."' 

Sidewalks  ought  to  be  given  especial  attention  this  year  in 
various  parts  of  the  city  and  a  new  walk  should  by  all  means 
be  constructed  on  West  street  from  Central  square  to  the  post- 
office.  The  surface  drain  system  should  receive  many  additions, 
notably  on  Main  street,  between  Winchester  and  Appleton 
streets,  at  the  eastern  end  of  Beaver  street  and  many  other 
places  where  there  is  trouble  and  inconvenience  in  winter  and 
spring  months.  The  patrol  system  now  in  operation  on  some 
of  the  outside  roads  should  be  enlarged  and  cover  still  more 
territory,  and  the  good  results  shown  in  the  past  year  will 
doubtless  be  greatly  increased  during  the  coming  season. 
Winchester,  West  and  Washington  streets  should  be  rebuilt, 
preferably  of  some  durable,  permanent  construction.  These 
roads  all  receive  a  great  amount  of  travel  and  being  some  of 
our  main  approaches,  deserve  our  careful  attention.  West 
street  has  long  been  a  source  of  trouble  and  has  been  patched 
and  slighted  and  estimated  and  left  until  it  now  is  not  in  desir- 
able condition  for  a  main  thoroughfare.  My  opinion  is  the  best 
way  to  repair  this  street  is  to  construct  the  same  brick  paving 
now  in  Central  square  out  at  least  as  far  as  School  street  and 
make  a  permanent  improvement  which  should  not  all, be  paid 
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from  one  year's  taxation.  Winchester  street  from  the  bridge 
to  Main  street,  being  part  of  the  west  side  boulevard,  should 
receive  early  attention  in  the  spring  and  some  kind  of  per- 
manent construction  should  be  used  there,  particularly  if  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire  appropriates  the  money  which  we  hope 
it  will  for  the  erection  of  new  normal  school  buildings.  Wash- 
ington street,  from  Cottage  street  to  the  new  state  highway, 
should  be  rebuilt  at  once  as  that  is  one  of  our  worst  pieces  of 
main  road. 

I  have,  in  behalf  of  Keene,  taken  up  with  a  number  of 
others  from  various  towns  and  cities  the  matter  of  a  new  state 
road  from  Keene  to  Portsmouth,  which  matter  will  be  vigor- 
ously brought  before  the  present  legislature.  This  plan  con- 
templates a  new  cross  country  road  from  the  Connecticut  river 
to  the  sea  running  from  Keene  to  Nashua,  thence  by  the  Merri- 
mac  River  boulevard  to  Manchester  and  from  there  to  Ports- 
mouth, and  if  carried  out  would  place  our  city  in  direct 
communication  over  a  first-class  road  with  the  east  side  and 
central  boulevard  systems,  and  could  not  help  but  result  in 
greatly  increased  travel  and  business. 

I  wish  to  call  your  particular  attention  to  the  present 
condition  of  one  of  our  greatest  assets  and  advertisements — our 
beautiful  shade  trees.  Many  of  them  are  getting  very  old  and 
at  a  point  when  they  need  attention  in  order  to  be  preserved. 
I  have  had  a  preliminary  examination  made  and  find  that 
considerable  work  is  necessary  to  put  them  in  good  shape.  I 
would  recommend  that  you  make  appropriation  of  at  least 
$1,500  for  this  year  to  be  expended  in  a  scientific  manner  by 
reliable  experts  upon  the  shade  trees. 

The  Keene  Gas  and  Electric  company  has  presented  to  the 
city  during  the  past  year  the  small  lot  of  land  between  Win- 
chester and  Island  streets  and  the  river  for  a  park.   This  lot  is 
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particularly  well  situated  to  be  developed  at  a  small  expense 
into  a  very  pretty  little  park,  and  situated  as  it  is  on  the  state 
highway,  would  make  an  attractive  spot  to  one  entering  the 
city.  I  recommend  that  the  same  be  fenced  with  iron  pipe 
railing,  that  it  be  graded,  some  flowering  shrubs  and  hardy 
perennials  set  out,  settees  placed  and  that  it  be  developed  for 
the  pleasure  and  comfort  of  the  people  living  near  it. 

This  might  be  used  as  a  beginning  for  the  development  of 
an  entire  park  system  using  all  the  land  now  owned  by  the 
city,  and  I  should  also  be  much  pleased  to  assist  you  in  the 
construction  of  a  public  playground  where  children  of  the  city 
could  have  all  kinds  of  athletic  sports,  swimming,  etc.,  in  the 
summer,  and  a  safe  place  for  skating  in  the  winter.  Such  a 
place  could  be  worked  out  which  would  also  serve  as  a  munici- 
pal playground  for  the  elders  where  baseball  and  football  could 
be  enjoyed  by  a  large  part  of  the  population,  where  our  Inde- 
pendence and  Labor  day  celebrations  could  be  held,  and  the 
entire  people  feel  that  they  had  a  place  for  recreation. 

We  have  been  fortunate  again  during  the  past  year  in  our 
losses  from  fires.  The  chief  engineer  recommends  the  purchase 
of  an  automobile  fire  truck,  and  I  agree  with  him  that  such  an 
apparatus  is  highly  desirable  and  must  soon  be  added  to  our 
equipment,  but  let  me  remind  you  that  before  you  install  one 
you  must  provide  a  place  for  keeping  the  same,  and  at  present 
you  have  no  accommodations.  If  you  place  one  in  the  present 
fire  station  you  must  move  the  relief  truck  and  provide  quarters 
for  that  or  else  let  it  stand  out  of  doors  with  the  highway  de- 
partment equipment.  For  two  years  the  superintendent  of 
highways  and  the  mayor  have  urged  the  purchase  of  more  land 
for  city  purposes  as  a  matter  of  necessity  and  economy.  A 
mistaken  idea  seems  to  prevail  among  many  citizens  that  all 
that  is  needed  is  a  pipe  yard  for  the  water  works  department. 
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any  place  where  land  is  cheap.  The  city  needs  more  than  this, 
it  needs  room  for  the  highway,  fire,  and  water  works  depart- 
ments. 

I  suggested  the  purchase  of  the  Carpenter  property  on 
Washington  street  as  a  temporary  relief  which  could  be  used 
advantageously  for  a  while  and  disposed  of  at  any  time  the 
city  decided.  The  councils  were  of  the  opinion  that  this  prop- 
erty was  not  large  enough  and  considered  the  adjoining 
Warren  estate,  but  at  this  time  the  building  of  the  new  high 
school  entered  into  the  calculations.  Many  people,  while  in 
favor  of  the  new  school,  were  disappointed  to  have  the  same 
erected  on  the  Coolidge  lot,  on  account  of  the  crowded  appear- 
ance they  expected  as  the  final  result.  A  proposition  looking 
toward  the  purchase  of  the  Dinsmoor  property  with  a  view  to 
utilizing  both  lots  for  schoolhouse,  park,  highway,  fire  and 
water  department  uses  was  therefore  proposed,  but  the  same 
was  never  allowed  consideration  enough  in  the  special  school 
meeting  to  start  negotiations  on  the  price  of  the  property,  and 
as  a  final  blow  to  any  such  aspirations  to  provide  suitable 
quarters  petitions  were  circulated  and  signed  by  leading 
citizens  protesting  against  the  purchase  by  the  city  of  any  land 
upon  Washington  street  for  city  purposes,  it  appearing  to  be 
the  erroneous  idea  of  said  signers  that  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  city  councils  to  establish  on  one  of  the  main  streets  an 
offensive  looking  junk  pile.  Contrast  the  crowded  appearance 
of  the  new  school  building  with  the  way  it  might  have  appeared 
on  both  lots  and  see  if  we  were  as  wise  in  1912  as  our  early 
settlers,  who  gave  up  the  front  of  their  lots  to  make  our  wide 
and  beautiful  Main  street.  Of  course  there  are  many  other 
available  sites,  but  if  you  should  purchase  an  automobile  truck 
you  must  begin  with  a  proper  place  to  keep  the  same,  and  upon 
this  question  you  have  a  chance  to  devote  considerable  study  as 
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the  fact  still  remains  that  the  highway  department  needs  and 
should  have  more  room  at  once,  and  that  when  the  water  de- 
partment A^acates  the  Coolidge  lot  there  is  no  place  for  that  de- 
partment to  locate. 

You  will  receive  many  petitions  for  new  electric  street 
lights  and  must  carefully  consider  the  granting  of  all  of  these 
that  are  possible  under  your  appropriations. 

Keene  seems  to  be  entering  upon  an  era  of  progress.  New 
business  is  coming  here  and  our  population  must  increase 
accordingly.  The  Keene  Commercial  club  and  the  Keene 
Development  company  have  been  agencies  which,  during  the 
past  year,  have  exploited  our  name  throughout  this  part  of  the 
country,  and  it  is  fitting  that  we  should  endeavor  to  sustain  the 
reputation  being  put  forth  by  them  as  to  our  advantages.  In 
this  age  of  progressiveness  we  must  advance  like  other  cities  or 
fall  back.  There  is  no  time  or  place  for  stationary  ones  in  the 
procession.  You  have  in  your  hands  for  this  year  much  to  do  in 
shaping  and  executing  the  policies  of  the  city.  You  have  to 
plan  and  maintain  the  public  health,  the  public  safety  and  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  public.  Many  problems  similar 
to  the  few  I  have  mentioned  will  confront  you  during  the  com- 
ing year.  I  trust  you  will  meet  them  all  in  a  broad  and  liberal 
spirit,  and  with  a  proper  solution  which  shall  furnish  the  great- 
est good  to  the  greatest  number. 

Let  us  have  a  full  and  frank  discussion  in  each  of  your 
boards  of  all  the  public  questions  so  that  they  may  be  thorotigli- 
ly  understood,  and  then  let  them  be-  decided  by  you  in  the  way 
you  think  is  right.  With  the  hope  that  we  may  now  inaugurate 
a  year  which  shall  be  productive  of  progress  and  prosperity  for 
the  municipality,  I  will  ask  you  to  commence  your  official 
labors  by  the  election  of  a  city  clerk.

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SITE  OF  FIRST  MEETING  HOUSE  AND  BURY- 
ING GROUND  IN  KEENE  MARKED 
BY  a  A.  R. 


GRANITE  MONUMENT,  SUITABLY  INSCRIBED,  DEDI- 
CATED AND  PRESENTED  TO  CITY  BY  ASHUELOT 
CHAPTER. 


In  the  presence  of  a  good  sized  assemblage  of  leading 
citizens  and  under  sunny  skies  and  favorable  auspices,  a  hand- 
some granite  monument  or  marker  of  cut  stone,  suitably 
inscribed  and  set  on  the  westerly  side  of  Main  street,  on  the  site 
of  the  first  meeting-house  and  burying  ground  in  Keene,  was 
formally  dedicated  and  presented  to  the  city  on  Monday, 
May  19,  1913. 

The  exercises  took  place  at  four  o  'clock  in  the  afternoon  on 
the  large  lawn  in  front  of  the  residence  of  Elisha  F.  Lane,  Esq., 
the  present  owner  of  the  property,  who  gives  to  the  city  a  deed 
of  the  land  occupied  by  the  marker  for  the  purpose  named. 
The  stone  is  of  the  best  grade  of  white  dressed  granite  from  the 
neighboring  quarries  in  Troy,  and  was  procured  and  cut  by 
John  N.  Reed  of  this  city.  It  is  four  feet  in  length,  two  feet  in 
thickness  and  somewhat  over  four  feet  in  height,  and  on  the 
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face  next  to  the  street  bears  this  inscription  cut  in  sunken 
Gothic  capitals  of  good  size : 

The  First  Meeting-House 
In  Upper  Ashuelot,  Now  Keene, 
Was  Built  on  This  Knoll 
In  1736-7. 
Here  Also  Was  Located  the 
Burying  Ground 
Of  the  Original  Settlers. 


Erected  by  Ashuelot  Chapter 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution 
In  1913. 

The  officers  of  the  chapter,  members  of  the  city  government 
and  speakers  of  the  afternoon  were  seated  on  the  portico  in 
front  of  the  residence  and  facing  them,  upon  the  lawn  the  ladies 
and  gentlemen  attending  assembled.  Thirteen  small  American 
flags  on  suitable  staffs,  epitomizing  the  thirteen  original  states 
were  placed  between  the  audience  and  the  speakers.  On  its 
staff  to  the  right  of  the  monument  was  the  D.  A.  R.  banner  and 
on  the  left  the  chapter  flag.  It  was  estimated  that  something 
over  two  hundred  ladies  and  gentlemen  and  a  goodly  number 
of  the  young  folks  were  present. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  sounding  of  the 
assembly  by  Bugler  F.  B.  Naramore  and  Drummer  John  Chap- 
man. The  regent  then  asked  all  to  join  in  singing  "Old 
Hundred, ' '  the  bugler  leading. 

The  Rev.  Rodney  W.  Roundy,  pastor  of  the  First  Congre- 
gational, formerly  the  town  church,  offered  prayer,  returning 
thanks  for  the  lessons  which  we  of  today  may  learn  from  the 
privations,  hardships,  the  steadfast  piety  and  noble  example  of 
the  forefathers  and  invoking  the  Divine  guidance  and  blessing 
on  their  assembled  descendants  and  those  who  are  to  follow 
them  and  upon  the  purposes  and  exercises  of  the  day.

THE  FIRST  CONGREGATIONAL  CHURCH  OF 
KEENE,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 


''Our  God,  our  help  in  ages  past, 
Our  help  for  years  to  come. 
Our  shelter  from  the  stormy  blast, 
And  our  eternal  home." 

We  bless  Thee,  Oh  God,  our  Father,  for  the  motive  which 
calls  us  together  here  today.  We  humbly  remember  Thy  kind- 
ness unto  the  Fathers,  and  unto  us,  their  children.  ' '  To  endless 
generations,  Thou  art  the  everlasting  Thou."  ''From  everlast- 
ing Thou  art  God,  to  endless  years  the  same." 

We  thank  Thee,  our  God,  for  the  faith  of  the  fathers.  They 
endured  as  seeing  Him  who  is  invisible.  Their  thoughts  were 
of  Thee ;  Thy  thoughts  they  thought  after  Thee.  They  believed, 
and  therefore,  they  planted.  They  realized  that  it  did  not  then 
appear  what  the  outcome  of  their  acts  should  be,  but  they  knew 
that  they  were  right  and  that  it  was  their  God  inspired  duty  to 
endure  as  seeing  Him  who  is  invisible.  They  served  as  knowing 
that  "Eye  hath  not  seen,  ear  hath  not  heard,  neither  hath  it 
entered  into  the  heart  of  man  the  things  which  God  hath 
prepared  for  them  that  love  Him."  We  thank  Thee,  our  God, 
for  the  faith  of  our  fathers. 

We  bless  Thee  for  the  fathers'  courage.  They  had  the 
daring  of  the  man  who  sowed  the  seed.  They  labored  as  those 
who  understood  that  one  generation  might  plant,  another 
generation  might  water,  but  that  it  was  God  who  would  give 
the  increase.  We  praise  Thee  that  the  desert,  the  cold  winds  of 
the  winter,  the  white  snow  mantling  the  hill  and  valley,  the 
danger  of  untried  ways,  the  uncertainty  of  the  seasons,  the 
cruelty  of  the  lurking  Indians  had  no  terror  for  them.  We 
rejoice  that  they  sowed  their  seed  boldly  beside  all  waters.  We 
thank  Thee  on  this  memorial  occasion  for  the  homespun  hero- 
ism of  our  ancestral  fathers  and  mothers. 

We  bless  Thee,  our  God,  for  the  sacrifice  of  the  men  and 
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women  who  laid  the  foundation  of  our  homes,  our  churches, 
our  cities  and  our  nation,  that  they  counted  their  lives  not  dear 
unto  themselves  but  were  ready  to  freely  give  of  their  best  and 
thereby  make  us.  in  the  course  of  the  generations,  rise  up  to 
call  them  blessed.  We  do  thank  Thee,  our  God.  for  the  sacrifice 
of  the  fathers. 

"We  bless  Thee  for  the  religion  of  the  fathers.  They  wor- 
shipped God ;  they  honored  Jesus  Christ ;  they  recognized  that 
that  people  alone  was  blessed  whose  God  was  the  Lord ;  they 
understood  that  in  having  Jesus  Christ  as  the  real  purpose  of 
men's  lives  in  the  generations  was  but  another  form  for 
Christian  living.  We  thank  Thee  that  they  looked  to  Him  as 
Lord  of  Lords  and  King  of  Kings  in  their  own  lives,  and  the 
lives  of  their  children.  We  thank  Thee  for  the  religion  of  the 
fathers. 

We  praise  Thee  for  the  foundation  of  the  Church  here  in 
this  L'pper  Valley.  We  rejoice  for  the  century  and  three- 
quarters  wherein  the  light  of  religion  has  been  so  effectually 
burning  in  this  community.  We  thank  Thee  for  the  homes  that 
have  been  builded.  the  lives  changed,  the  souls  strengthened, 
the  characters  formed  by  the  influences  of  the  institution  which 
their  devotion  and  services  here  planted.  We  thank  Thee  for 
the  Church  in  this  community,  which  may  have  mailtiplied  in 
its  places  of  worship,  but  still  seeks  to  preserve  the  essence  of 
moral  and  spiritual  forces  in  this  region  about.  We  thank  Thee 
that  its  power  through  the  generations  has  come  down  to  us. 

We  dedicate  this  memorial  to  the  ideals  for  which  they 
built  this  the  Church  of  God  on  the  lands  of  Keene.  As  we 
dedicate  this  memorial  may  we  be  dedicated  in  our  hearts  for 
the  objects  of  that  institution  whose  first  building  this  stone 
marks ;  for  the  comfort  of  those  who  mourn,  for  the  strengthen- 
ing of  those  who  are  tempted,  for  help  in  right  living,  for  the 
unloosing  of  bonds  of  ignorance  and  wrong,  for  the  welfare  of 
young  and  old.  for  those  whose  ways  are  good,  and  for  those 
whose  ways  are  evil,  for  the  strong  stooping  to  share  the  bur- 
den of  the  weak  and  defenceless,  for  the  lives  weary  and  heavy 
laden,  for  all  human  need,  for  the  strength  of  light  in  the  gen- 
erations, for  the  giving  of  hope,  courage  and  spiritual  health 
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to  all  human  hearts,  for  the  proclamation  of  truth  that  ever 
sets  men  free,  for  reverence  of  all  things  worthy  in  past,  present 
and  times  to  come,  for  the  sanctification  of  the  family,  the 
guiding  of  childhood,  the  salvation  of  men,  the  training  of  con- 
science, the  promotion  of  brotherhood,  the  purifying  of  the 
state,  for  the  bringing  in  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  For  these 
things  in  Thy  guidance  we  would  be  dedicated  as  we  remem- 
ber what  the  fathers  did  in  the  planting  of  religion  pure 
and  undefiled  in  the  wilderness  of  New  England  and  in  this 
place  now  freshly  brought  to  mind  by  the  placing  of  this 
enduring  memorial. 

We  would  seek  Thy  blessing  also,  our  God,  upon  Thy  ser- 
vants whose  thoughtfulness,  whose  interest  in  the  good  things 
of  the  past,  w^hose  devotion  to  that  which  abides,  have  moved 
them  to  this  dedication.  We  pray  that  all  of  us  who  look  and 
feel  may  be  benefited  in  our  inner  lives  richly  in  accordance 
with  the  desire  that  has  led  them  to  plant  here  this  marker. 
We  pray  for  Thy  continued  power  in  greater  measure  through- 
out the  world.  We  pray  for  our  nation,  and  its  president ;  for 
our  state  and  the  governor  and  those  associated  with  him  in 
office  and  authority,  for  our  mayor  and  all  those  who  have 
control  of  our  civic  affairs  in  city,  state  and  nation ;  may  it  be 
true  that  actions  are  so  guided  that  righteousness  exalteth 
everywhere  and  hasten  the  day  when  to  the  end  of  the  earth  it 
may  be  proclaimed  that  righteousness  and  peace  have  kissed 
each  other.  Forgive  all  that  we  do  amiss,  blot  out  our  trans- 
gressions, cleanse  us  from  bitterness  of  speech,  from  pride  of 
spirit,  from  hardness  of  heart,  and  make  us  fit  instruments  for 
Thy  service  in  the  building  of  Thy  kingdom,  which  our  fathers 
loved  and  which  increaseth  in  all  pure  things  until  the  perfect 
day  of  the  Lord. 

In  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord  and  Master,  we 
humbly  pray  Thee  to  hear  our  petition  according  to  Thy  good 
will  and  answer  us  as  best  befitteth  children  of  Thine.  Amen. 

The  regent  then  introduced  Frank  H.  Whitcomb,  Esq., 
city  clerk  of  Keene,  who  delivered  the  historical  address  as 
follows : 
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HISTORICAL  ADDRESS  BY  MR.  WHITCOMB. 

Madam  Regent,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

The  field  upon  which  our  eyes  now  rest  has  long  been 
associated,  in  the  minds  of  our  people,  with  the  hallowed 
memories  of  the  past.  On  the  completion  of  the  Keene  academy 
and  the  occupation  of  the  basement  as  a  chapel,  in  the  exercises 
comprising  his  ''century  sermon,"  the  Rev.  Zedekiah  Smith 
Barstow  read  the  following  words  from  the  132d  psalm :  ''Lord, 
remember  David :  and  all  his  trouble :  How  he  sware  unto  the 
Lord :  and  vowed  a  vow  unto  the  Almighty  God  of  Jacob : 
T  will  not  come  within  the  tabernacle  of  mine  house :  nor 
climb  up  into  my  bed:  I  will  not  suffer  mine  eyes  to 
sleep,  nor  mine  eyelids  to  slumber:  neither  the  temples 
of  my  head  to  take  any  rest,  until  I  find  out  a  place  for 
the  temple  of  the  Lord :  an  habitation  for  the  Mighty  God  of 
Jacob."  The  text  was  the  24th  verse  of  the  20th  chapter  of 
Exodus:  "In  all  places,  where  I  record  my  name,  I  will  come 
unto  thee  and  I  will  bless  thee." 

The  scripture  quoted  was  most  appropriate  to  the  occasion 
on  which  they  were  assembled.  It  was  not  only  to  consecrate  a 
chapel  to  the  Most  High  God,  for  the  purposes  of  religion,  and 
the  edifice  for  the  promotion  of  science,  but  to  speak  of  God's 
dealings  toward  the  church  and  the  people  of  Keene  during  a 
century  just  closed ;  a  century  of  mercies  and  of  trials,  that 
illustrate  the  power  and  the  providence  of  God. 

On  the  30th  day  of  September,  1736,  a  meeting  of  the 
proprietors  of  the  township  of  Upper  Ashuelot  was  opened 
according  to  appointment,  at  the  house  lot  of  Joseph  Fisher, 
but  was  immediately  removed  to  the  house  of  Nathan  Blake. 
This  house  was  erected  in  the  autumn  of  1736,  and  was  prob- 
ably the  first  built  in  the  township.  At  this  meeting  the  propri- 
etors showed  their  purpose  of  recording  God's  name  among 
them,  by  voting  to  build  a  meeting-house  at  the  south  end  of  the 
town  street,  to  be  40  feet  long  and  35  feet  Avide,  and  to  lay 
boards  for  the  fioor,  the  house  to  be  finished  by  the  26th  day  of 
June,  1737.  It  will  be  perceived  that  this  meeting-house  was 
very  nearly  the  size  of  the  old  Keene  academy  building,  which 
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had  vital  relations  with  the  First  Congregational  church,  and 
which  was  used  by  the  trustees  for  the  purposes  of  an  academy 
from  1836  to  1853,  when  it  was  leased  for  public  school  pur- 
poses and,  in  1868,  taken  by  the  selectmen  of  the  town  for  a 
high  school  building. 

The  first  meeting-house  was  removed  from  the  lot  where 
we  noAV  stand,  in  1741,  to  the  centre  of  the  main  street  a  little 
south  of  where  Mr.  Isaac  J.  Dunn's  house  now  stands,  then 
sometimes  called  meeting-house  hill.  The  roof  was  shingled, 
the  glass  set  in  wood  and  the  building  otherwise  improved.  It 
was  destroyed  by  the  Indians,  on  the  16th  day  of  April,  1747, 
when  they  burned  the  town. 

In  1736  but  three  persons  attempted  to  pass  the  winter  in 
this  place,  Nathan  Blake,  Seth  Heaton  and  William  Smeed,  but 
they  were  obliged  to  turn  their  cattle  loose  and  to  make  their 
way  to  Deerfield  or  Wrentham  before  the  winter  was  over. 
These  were  the  prospects  of  our  fair  township  in  1736,  but 
mark  the  piety  of  the  settlers,  who  immediately  upon  the  com- 
mencement of  the  summer  of  1737,  voted  to  raise  60  pounds  old 
tenor  for  the  purpose  of  hiring  a  gospel  minister.  Though  in 
the  wilderness,  and  without  comfortable  houses  for  themselves, 
they  felt  that  they  could  not  live  without  a  preacher  of  the 
gospel. 

It  is  not  known  at  what  time  the  Kev.  Jacob  Bacon  came 
into  the  township,  but  it  is  probable  that  he  came  soon  after  the 
60  pounds  above  mentioned  were  raised;  for  as  early  as  Octo- 
ber, 1737,  a  vote  was  passed  that  the  worthy  Mr.  Bacon  should 
draw  for  the  second  division  of  meadow  land.  Mr.  Bacon  was 
graduated  at  Harvard  college  in  1731,  received  a  call  to  settle 
in  this  place  May  1,  1738,  gave  an  answer  on  August  5th,  and 
was  ordained  on  October  18,  when  the  first  church  was  gath- 
ered. The  council  comprised  the  pastors  and  delegates  from 
the  churches  of  Wrentham,  Sunderland,  Northfield  and  Med- 
way,  the  Kev'ds.  Messenger,  Rand,  Doolittle  and  Buckman. 
The  church  then  gathered  comprised  nineteen  male  members, 
without  a  single  female.  The  following  named  then  constituted 
the  church :   David  Nims,  Benj.  Guild,  Jeremiah  Hall,  Joseph 
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Ellis.  David  Foster,  Joseph  Ricliardson,  William  Smeed,  Eben- 
ezer  Nims,  Setli  Heaton,  Joseph  Guild,  Nathan  Blake,  EdAvard 
Dale,  Josiah  Fisher,  Solomon  Richardson,  Joseph  Fisher,  Abner 
Ellis,  John  Bullard,  Ebenezer  Day  and  Obadiah  Blake. 

The  wives  of  many  of  the  proprietors  were  received  into 
the  church  later  by  letters  from  other  churches,  but  no  church 
record  of  those  times  has  come  down  to  us.  During  the  first 
year  of  his  residence  Mr.  Bacon  was  appointed  proprietor's 
clerk  and  by  his  hand-Avriting  one  may  judge  that  his  charactei* 
was  ''precise,  decided  and  faithful."  He  was  discharged  from 
all  obligations  to  the  people  the  day  before  the  town  was 
abandoned  by  the  settlers  and  burned  by  the  Indians,  having 
served  them  about  ten  years.  Mr.  Bacon  afterward  resided  in 
old  Rowley,  Mass.,  but  some  of  his  descendants  settled  in  New 
Ipswich  and  some  in  Jaffrey. 

The  first  meeting  under  the  town  charter  was  held  in  May, 
1753.  Immediately  after,  the  people  erected  a  meeting-house 
on  a  green  nearly  opposite  Marlboro  street  on  the  west  side  of 
the  main  street.  It  is  sometimes  described  as  near  where  Mr. 
Aaron  Appleton  lived.  It  was  built  of  slabs,  the  earth  serving 
as  a  floor.  This  was  the  house  in  which  the  Rev.  Ezra  Carpen- 
ter is  supposed  to  have  commenced  his  labors.  On  the  13th  of 
June,  1753,  the  inhabitants  of  Keene  and  Swanzey  united  in 
giving  the  Rev.  Ezra  Carpenter,  who  was  a  graduate  of  Har- 
vard college,  of  the  class  of  1720,  a  call  to  settle  with  them  in 
the  ministry.  The  connection  of  Mr.  Carpenter  with  this 
church  continued  seven  years. 

In  December  of  the  same  year  it  was  voted  to  build  a  meet- 
ing-house 45  feet  long  and  35  feet  wide.  It  was  at  first  voted 
to  place  the  church  near  where  the  Thayer  library  building  now 
stands,  but  for  greater  safety  from,  fire  and  the  attacks  of 
Indians  it  was  afterwards  voted  to  change  the  location  and  it 
was  erected  on  what  is  now  Central  square,  about  where  the 
soldiers'  monument  now  stands.  That  meeting-house  was  after- 
wards removed  to  the  west  side  of  the  common,  where  it  be- 
came the  court  house  and  afterwards  became  a  dwelling  house 
on  Washington  street.  See  note,  page  36, 
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On  June  11,  1761,  the  Rev.  Clement  Sumner  was  called  to 
the  pastorate  which  he  filled  for  eleven  years.  He  was  a  grad- 
uate of  Yale  college  in  the  class  of  1758. 

The  Rev.  Aaron  Hall  was  called  to  the  ministry  in  Keene 
on  Dec.  2,  1777.  He  had  been  laboring  here  for  some  time 
when  called  to  settle.  He  was  graduated  from  Yale  college  in 
1772,  received  his  master's  degree  at  Yale  in  1775  and  at  Dart- 
mouth college  in  1778.  He  died  Aug.  12,  1814,  in  the  37th  year 
of  his  ministr3^  It  was  during  Mr.  Hall's  ministry,  in  the 
summer  of  1786  and  the  two  following  years  that  the  present 
meeting-house  was  built.  But  it  was  no  small  work  to  build  a 
meeting-house  in  those  days,  when  money  was  scarce  and 
transportation  difficult.  The  inhabitants  were  divided  into  ten 
classes  and  each  class  was  assigned  to  some  efficient  man,  to 
see  that  his  class  provided  its  proportion  of  materials  for  the 
building.  The  pews  were  sold  in  anticipation  of  doing  the 
work,  and  were  paid  for  in  cattle,  at  a  certain  appraisement, 
but  they  were  again  sold  at  a  great  loss.  Besides,  the  difficulty 
of  procuring  lime,  glass,  nails  and  other  necessary  materials 
was  very  great,  because  previous  to  those  times  the  mother 


1754 — Meeting  house  built  on  the  Common. 

1786 — New  meeting  house  built  a  little  north  and  west  of  old  one. 

1788 — Former  meeting  house  sold  to  the  County  of  Cheshire  for  a 
court  house  and  moved  to  northwest  corner  of  the  Common. 

1796 — Cheshire  county  built  a  court  house  of  wood,  near  the  site  of 
the  old  meeting  house,  which  served  as  a  court  house  for  28  years. 
This  court  house  was  moved  to  Court  street,  but  the  old  meeting 
house,  which  had  been  used  as  a  court  house,  was  moved  to 
Washington  street. 

1824 — New  brick  court  house  built  on  west  side  of  Common.  Old 
court  house  (old  meeting  house)  moved  to  corner  of  Washington 
and  Maple  streets,  where  it  was  occupied  as  a  two-tenement  house. 
It  was  afterwards  purchased  by  John  H.  Fuller,  who  divided  it, 
using  one-half  as  a  dwelling  house  and  moving  the  other  one-half 
to  a  location  west  of  Main  street,  using  it  as  a  wool  house.  It  is 
now  the  easterly  part  of  the  building  occupied  by  J.  Cushing  & 
Co.,  grain  dealers.  The  other  half  was  subsequently  sold  to  H.  T. 
H.  Pierce,  who  afterwards  moved  it  to  No.  26  Maple  street.  Pierce 
then  built  the  brick  house  now  occupied  by  Mrs.  D.  M.  Pollard. 
The  old  building  used  for  a  meeting  house  and  later  for  a  court 
house,  was  nearly  square,  with  a  roof  sloping  in  four  directions, 
the  jet  or  eaves  being  on  all  four  sides.  The  original  jet  is  still 
in  place  on  the  front  of  the  house  No.  26  Maple  street,  not  being 
removed  when  the  new  roof  was  put  on,  and  the  old  jet  or  eaves 
can  be  seen  in  a  continuous  line  on  the  north  and  west  sides  of 
this  dwelling. 
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country  had  prohibited  industries  in  New  England  which 
would  produce  these  things  and  thus  prevent  trade  with  the  old 
country.  The  church  edifice,  so  beautiful  in  its  architecture, 
has  twice  been  remodeled. 

After  the  death  of  Mr.  Hall,  the  Rev.  David  Oliphant,  a 
graduate  of  Union  college,  in  1809,  was  invited  to  preach  and 
came  in  the  autumn  of  1814.  He  was  ordained  pastor  of  the 
church  on  May  24,  1815,  and  remained  such  till  the  autumn  of 
1817. 

The  Rev.  Zedekiah  Smith  Barstow,  a  graduate  of  Yale 
college  in  1813,  came  to  Keene  on  February  26,  1818.  He  was 
ordained  pastor  of  the  First  Congregational  church  on  July  1, 
1818,  and  remained  in  active  charge  for  fifty  years.  Dr.  Bar- 
stow  was  the  last  minister  settled  by  vote  of  the  town.  He  was 
born  in  Canterbury,  Conn.,  Oct.  4,  1790,  and  received  his  mas- 
ter's degree  at  Yale  in  1816  and  at  Hamilton  in  1817,  and  his 
degree  of  D.  D.  at  Dartmouth  in  1849.  During  his  pastorate 
782  members  were  added,  838  were  baptized,  he  preached  8,500 
sermons,  married  560  couples,  served  on  202  ecclesiastical  coun- 
cils, performed  services  at  115  ordinations,  installations  and 
dedications,  on  which  occasions  he  preached  48  sermons,  and 
recorded,  with  impartial  care  and  in  love  for  his  fellow  citizens, 
the  passing  of  2,698  persons  to  "that  undiscovered  country, 
from  whose  bourn  no  traveller  returns."  He  represented  his 
town  in  the  state  legislative  sessions  of  1866  and  1867  and  many 
times  received  public  honors  and  recognition  rarely  accorded 
to  an  individual. 

And  shall  nothing  be  said  of  the  old  parsonage,  which 
stands  today  as  one  of  the  oldest  houses  in  town?  In  the 
records  of  Dartmouth  college,  it  appears  that  the  "first  meeting 
of  the  trustees  was  held,  agreeable  to  charter,  at  Keene,  in  the 
Province  of  New  Hampshire,  Oct.  22,  1770."  It  was  held  in 
"Frink's  Tavern,"  as  it  was  then  called.  Here  the  news  of  the 
battle  of  Lexington,  April  19,  1775,  was  received;  here  Capt. 
Isaac  Wyman  gathered  the  men  to  march  to  Concord,  Mass., 
and  thus  from  the  old  parsonage  the  first  squad  of  Keene  sol- 
diers set  forth  to  fight  the  battles  of  the  Revolution.  Capt. 
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William  Wyman,  son  of  Col.  Isaac  Wyman,  lived  in  the  old 
honse  till  about  1810,  and  died  there,  while  building  the  house 
now  known  as  the  Elliot  City  hosj)ital.  The  broad  stone  step  at 
the  kitchen  door  of  the  parsonage  has  a  history,  having  been  the 
front  door  step  of  the  ''worthy  Clement  Sumner."  "Forth 
from  its  door,  in  the  hurrying  years,  have  gone  children,  and 
children's  children,  the  stranger,  fed  and  clothed  and  com- 
forted; the  friend  and  neighbor,  the  seeker  after  truth,  the 
anxious  soul,  with  its  burden  lightened  by  pastoral  prayer  and 
sympathy.  Newly  married  pairs  of  three  generations  have  set 
forth  from  its  threshold  to  begin  life's  serious  work;  the  old 
parsonage  has  seen  a  century  and  a  half  completed;  it  has 
earned  a  strong  hold  in  the  affections  of  the  community." 

.  The  Frink  Tavern  referred  to  as  the  parsonage  is  now  the 
residence  of  Mrs.  Susan  K.  Perkins. 

The  old  church-yard,  dedicated  on  the  first  settlement  of 
the  township,  where  we  now  stand,  contained  several  grave 
stones  as  late  as  1844,  at  which  time  the  town  voted,  to  select 
a  committee  to  see  what  was  to  be  done  with  the  old  burial- 
ground  on  the  farm  then  owned  by  Samuel  Robinson.  Nothing 
was  done,  however,  probably  because  the  town  had  lost  title  to 
the  real  estate.  Inscriptions  were  copied  by  Dr.  Barstow  in 
1840,  bearing  the  names  of  Miss  Olive,  a  daughter;  Elijah,  a 
son ;  and  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  Rev.  Ezra  Carpenter,  a  daughter 
of  Rev.  Thomas  Greenwood  of  Rehoboth,  Mass.,  which  list,  in 
his  handwriting,  remains  to  this  day  in  the  vault  in  city  hall. 

The  few  remaining  monuments  have  been  placed  in  a  lot, 
dedicated  by  Ashuelot  chapter.  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  on  Nov.  9,  1904,  in  the  old  Washington  street  ceme- 
tery, where  they  erected,  also,  a  boulder  in  grateful  memory  to 
the  brave  settlers  of  the  town  of  Keene. 

The  old  Romans  were  stirred  with  a  passion  of  virtue, 
when  they  looked  on  the  statues  of  their  ancestors.  For  the 
sake  of  those  who  are  to  come,  we  cannot  afford  to  forget  the 
services  of  those  who  have  gone  before. 

When  I  think  of  the  many  associations  connected  with  this 
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place,  now  dignified  by  this  tablet,  having  vital  connection  with 
the  history  of  the  First  Congregational  church  and  its  church- 
jard,  I  am  impressed  by  the  fact  that  the  history  of  our  town 
demands  that  the  early  features  of  its  life  shall  have  more 
complete  rehearsal,  for  nothing  we  can  leave  our  children  can 
be  worth  more  than  the  story  of  what  their  fathers  have  suf- 
fered and  have  accomplished. 

On  the  conclusion  of  the  address  the  audience  joined  in 
singing  "America,"  after  which  the  chapter  regent,  Mrs.  Maria 
A.  (Holt)  Howes,  formally  presented  the  monument  to  his 
Honor  Mayor  Charles  Gale  Shedd  and  members  of  the  city 
government,  the  stone  being  unveiled  at  the  close  of  her  re- 
marks.  Mrs.  Howes  spoke  as  follows : 


PRESENTATION  BY  THE  REGENT. 

Your  Honor,  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils,  Daughters  and 
Citizens : 

Today  we  meet,  again  to  call  your  attention  to  one  of  the 
objects  for  which  the  National  Society  Daughters  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution,  was  established:  To  perpetuate  the  spirit  of 
the  men  and  women  who  lived  and  labored  for  the  making  of 
our  glorious  Union;  to  preserve  historic  matter  and  to  mark 
historic  spots. 

Ashuelot  chapter,  one  of  the  thirty-two  chapters  in  our 
beloved  state,  has  already  marked  the  house  from  which  the 
men  started  on  that  April  morning  after  hearing  of  the  Lexing- 
ton fight,  and  the  road  over  which  they  passed;  has  placed  in 
the  library,  in  enduring  bronze,  that  all  may  read,  the  names  of 
all  of  Keene's  brave  sons  who  took  part  in  the  struggle  for 
liberty ;  in  two  cemeteries  has  placed  granite  stones  to  mark  the 
graves  of  early  settlers ;  marked  the  oldest  house  in  town,  and, 
in  stone  and  bronze,  the  site  of  the  old  fort. 

Main  street  was  first  laid  out  four  rods  wide  and  the  sixty- 
three  proprietors  were  allotted  land  on  either  side.    They  were 
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God-fearing,  God-loving  men,  and  they  voted  to  build  a  meet- 
ing-house and  to  widen  Main  street  from  four  to  eight  rods.  So 
to  that  meeting  held  Sept.  30,  1736,  at  the  first  house  built  in 
town,  built  on  the  site  where  Mr.  Milton  Blake 's  house  now 
stands,  we  are  indebted  for  our  first  meeting-house  and  our 
beautiful  Main  street,  or  ''town  street"  as  it  was  then  called. 

Today,  we  mark  with  this  granite  monument  the  site  of 
this  first  meeting-house  and  the  burying-ground  where  many  of 
the  early  settlers  were  laid  at  rest.  May  the  men  and  women 
of  generations  to  come  who  read  the  inscription  upon  it,  ex- 
press in  their  lives  the  same  feelings  of  loyalty  to  home  and 
country  and  reverence  to  God,  the  Father,  that  these  men  did. 

These  two  children,  descendants  of  one  of  the  early  settlers 
of  Lower  Ashuelot,  the  lad'  representing  the  energy  and  ear- 
nestness of  the  pioneer  settler,  and  the  lassie  representing  the 
faithful  companion  and  fellow  laborer  who  shared  the  burdens 
and  made  the  home,  will  now  unveil  the  monument. 

[At  this  point  the  monument  which  had  been  covered  with 
an  American  flag  was  unveiled  by  Master  Howard  Bishop  Lane 
and  Miss  Helen  Wilder  Lane,  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry 
W.  Lane,  and  grandchildren  of  Elisha  F.  Lane,  Esq.,  present 
owner  of  the  meeting-house  tract,  the  drum  sounding  a  salute.  J 

Now,  it  is  my  pleasant  duty,  in  behalf  of  Ashuelot  chapter, 
to  present  through  your  Honor  and  gentlemen  of  the  city 
councils,  this  monument  to  the  city  of  Keene  for  its  safe 
keeping. 


ACCEPTANCE  BY  THE  MAYOE. 

The  monument  was  accepted  on  behalf  of  the  city  by  His 
Honor  Mayor  Shedd,  who  said : 
Madame  Regent,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

In  the  name  of  the  City  of  Keene  and  under  authority  of  a 
joint  resolution  of  its  councils  T  accept  from  your  hands  the 
deed  of  this  land  and  its  memorial  marker. 

The  preservation  of  the  location  of  this  first  meeting-house 
and  the  transmission  of  such  knowledge  by  means  of  this 
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lasting  tablet  to  future  generations,  accomplishes  one  more  of 
the  worthy  and  patriotic  objects  for  which  your  society  is 
noted. 

In  these  days  of  rapid  development  and  stupendous 
achievement  along  all  lines  of  invention  and  science,  when  we 
are  daily  as  a  nation  making  history  at  an  undreamed  of  rate, 
it  is  well  that  such  societies  as  yours  should  cause  us  to  pause 
at  times  and  hark  back  to  the  beginning  of  our  various  com- 
munities. 

It  is  well  that  we  should  occasionally  set  apart  a  short  time 
for  such  a  ceremony  as  this,  and  give  thought  to  the  struggles 
and  hardships,  the  pluck  and  the  perseverance,  the  unwavering 
loyalty  to  God,  country  and  home,  which  inspired  the  pioneer 
settlers  of  this  and  all  other  of  our  New  England  neighbor- 
hoods. To  turn  our  thoughts  to  the  achievements  of  such 
ancestors  and  realize  how  they  toiled  on  ever,  in  the  face  of 
extreme  perils  and  under  the  greatest  disadvantages,  should 
inspire  those  of  the  present  generation  to  be  ec[ually  ambitious 
and  as  devoted  to  the  great  principles  which  actuated  them. 

By  your  action  of  today  in  this  presentation,  you  have 
established  another  connecting  link  between  the  centuries 
which  should  serve  as  a  permanent  reminder  to  all  who  follow 
us  that  as  we  have  received  and  enjoyed  the  blessings  estab- 
lished by  those  sturdy  founders,  so  may  we  transmit  the  same, 
in  more  ample  form,  to  our  successors,  with  the  hope  that  there 
shall  be  a  steadily  increasing  and  enlarging  scope  of  duties  well 
performed  and  responsibilities  well  discharged. 

It  is  doubtless  an  indisputable  fact  that  the  material 
growth  and  prosperity  of  our  city,  that  its  moral  and  educa- 
tional tone  and  the  high  character  of  its  citizens,  that  its  thrift 
and  integrity,  have  all  been  natural  developments  from  lessons 
inculcated  so  long  ago  in  the  hearts  and  daily  lives  of  the  first 
worshipers  on  this  historic  spot.  So  may  these  principles 
spread  today,  like  the  invisible  waves  of  the  wireless,  until  one 
and  all  shall  become  imbued  with  the  same  and  shoulder  to 
shoulder,  march  on  toward  the  ages,  firm  in  the  determination 
to  hold  fast  to  the  old  traditions,  to  give  service  and  loyalty  to 
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the  present  age  and  in  all  things  to  endeavor  to  accomplish  the 
greatest  good  for  the  greatest  number. 

For  the  city  of  Keene,  I  thank  you  and  your  society  for 
your  gracious  gift  and  assure  you  its  proper  protection. 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  Josiah  L. 
Seward,  D.  D.,  after  which  the  retreat  was  sounded  and  the 
assembly  dispersed.  The  drummer  and  bugler  left  the  grounds 
and  marched  up  the  street,  playing  one  of  the  old  tunes  for  the 
drum  and  fife. 


BENEDICTION. 

May  the  blessing  of  our  Father  in  Heaven,  which  rested 
upon  the  infant  colony  which  settled  near  this  spot,  and  wor- 
shipped in  the  rude  house  here  erected  to  testify  to  their  piety 
and  devotion,  that  blessing  which  sustained  and  comforted 
them  through  all  the  trials  and  dangers  to  which  they  were 
subjected  in  the  wilderness  surrounded  by  savage  foes,  be  still 
extended  to  the  citizens  of  the  prosperous  and  beautiful  city 
of  the  present  time,  guide  them  in  the  pathway  of  truth  and 
virtue,  inspire  them  with  the  spirit  of  truth  and  duty  which 
animated  the  fathers,  and  lead  them  in  the  way  of  life  ever- 
lasting. Amen.

This  list  contains  a  reference  to  all  the  streets  and  roads 
that  have  been  laid  out  in  Keene,  that  can  be  identified,  or 
located  at  the  present  time.  Prior  to  the  year  1800,  the  roads 
were  not  described  by  courses  and  distances,  therefore  are  more 
difficult  to  locate,  and  it  has  been  impossible  to  do  so  in  several 
instances. 

The  volume  and  page  noted,  refer  to  the  town  and  cit}^ 
records,  unless  otherwise  specified,  the  roads  having  been  laid 
out  by  the  selectmen  prior  to  1874,  and  by  the  board  of  mayor 
and  aldermen  since  that  time.  The  volume  marked  ''0,"  is 
the  old  record  book,  beginning  with  the  incorporation  of  the 
town  in  1753,  and  continuing  until  1826,  when  the  new  volume 
was  marked  "1."  Nearly  all  the  public  roads  in  Keene  were 
re-surveyed,  by  a  vote  of  the  town  passed  at  the  annual  town 
meeting  in  1836,  to  which  reference  is  made  in  the  following: 
Abbott  road — See  Wyman  road. 

Adams  street — Formerly  called  East  Main  street,  laid  out  from 
Elliot  to  Baker  street,  July  1,  1887,  vol.  2,  page  235.  Dis- 
continued Nov.  1,  1888.  Laid  out  in  nearly  the  same 
location,  Nov.  21,  1888,  vol.  2,  page  320.  From  Elliot  to 
Marlboro  street  it  was  laid  out  as  part  of  Elliot  street, 
which  see.   It  is  50  feet  wide. 
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Adams  court — A  name  formerly  given  to  that  part  of  Wilson 
street  north  of  Emerald  street.  Now  a  court,  not  laid  out 
by  the  city,  running  westerly  from  Adams  street. 

Allen  court — A  part  of  the  old  Cheshire  turnpike,  which  see. 
There  is  no  recent  layout  of  this  court. 

Appian  Way — The  location  of  one  of  the  original  Proprietors' 
roads,  laid  out  Oct.  2,  1738,  running  westerly  from  the  main 
street  between  house  lots  Nos.  41  and  42.  A  road  was  laid 
out  in  the  same  location,  crossing  Ashuelot  river,  Feb.  16, 
1756,  vol.  0,  page  398.  It  was  extended  southerly,  Sept. 
28,  1761,  vol.  O,  page  400,  and  was  probably  on  or  near  the 
present  location  of  Winchester  street.  At  the  town  meet- 
ing, March  12,  1833,  voted  to  appoint  a  committee  to  in- 
vestigate the  title  of  the  town  to  this  road,  running  from 
Main  street,  near  the  residence  of  Miss  Catherine  Fiske,  to 
the  Ashuelot  river.  A  marginal  note  on  the  record  says, 
''sold  to  John  G.  Bond  by  the  Proprietors."  The  present 
Appian  Way  was  laid  out  Aug.  17,  1885,  vol.  2,  page  155,  48 
feet  wide.  A  grade  was  established  on  the  south  walk,  Oct. 
26,  1898,  vol.  3,  page  266. 

Appleton  street — An  early  road  was  laid  out  from  the  ''Meet- 
inghouse plat,"  to  the  river  and  Ash  Swamp,  a  little  south 
of  the  present  street,  and  passing  the  old  burying  ground. 
It  was  changed  from  the  south  to  the  north  side  of  lot  54 
in  1741.  It  was  laid  out  by  the  selectmen  to  the  river,  Sept. 
28,  1761,  vol.  O,  page  400.  Was  laid  out  in  its  present  loca- 
tion by  the  selectmen,  as  a  private  road  to  the  bridge  over 
the  river,  July  1,  1820,  vol.  O,  page  463.  Laid  out  as  a 
public  highway  Nov.  27, 1897,  vol.  3,  page  234.  It  is  30  feet 
in  width,  except  along  the  river  bank,  where  it  is  33  feet 
wide. 

Arch  street — A  name  recently  given  to  a  part  of  the  Chester- 
field road,  which  see. 

Armory  street — Laid  out  to  Spruce  street,  June  26,  1869,  vol. 
1,  page  235,  and  included  part  of  what  is  now  Baldwin 
street.  Extended  to  North  street,  July  12,  1872,  vol.  1, 
page  400.   Again  extended  June  24,  1891,  vol.  3,  page  39. 
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and  to  its  present  terminus  June  12,  1905,  vol.  4,  page  84. 
The  street  is  40  feet  wide. 

Ashuelot  street — Laid  out  Dec.  5,  1857,  vol.  1,  page  192,  in  con- 
nection with  Castle  street.   Three  rods  wide. 

Ashuelot  court — A  private  way  to  houses  of  the  Faulkner  & 
Colony  Mfg.  Co. 

Ash  Swamp  road — See  West  street,  also  Meadow  roads. 

Baker  street — One  of  the  earliest  roads.  Laid  out  by  the  Pro- 
prietors in  1740,  from  the  toAvn  street,  through  lands  of 
Capt.  Hall  and  others,  to  Lieut.  Heaton 's,  at  the  south  part 
of  Beech  Hill.  Laid  out  by  the  selectmen,  March  5,  1754, 
vol.  O,  page  398,  to  Lieut.  Seth  Heaton 's  and  beyond.  Was 
probably  the  beginning  of  the  road  to  Townsend  that  was 
laid  out  by  the  Proprietors  in  1737,  and  was  the  beginning 
of  the  old  road  to  Boston.  It  formerly  ran  more  to  the 
south,  at  the  east  end,  as  did  Marlboro  street  from  thence 
to  Beech  Hill.  The  course  of  Baker  street  was  changed, 
and  made  straight,  March  1,  1803,  vol.  O,  page  370,  or  soon 
after  the  Third  New  Hampshire  Turnpike  was  built.  Was 
re-surveyed  as  "Isaac  Gray's  road"  in  1836,  vol.  1,  page  55, 
two  rods  wide. 

Baldwin  street — From  Elm  to  Armory  street,  it  was  laid  out 
in  connection  with  Armory  street,  June  26,.  1869,  vol.  1,  page 
325.  Extended  to  Forest  street,  Aug.  6,  1870,  vol.  1,  page 
344.   It  was  laid  out  40  feet  wide. 

Barcomb  street — A  private  road  leading  easterly  from  Sullivan 
street. 

Barker  street— Laid  out  Sept.  13,  1875,  vol.  2,  page  32,  40  feet 
wide. 

Beaver  street- — Laid  out  from  the  southwest  corner  of  land  of 
David  Nims,  to  Beaver  brook,  Feb.  20,  1758,  vol.  0,  page 
399.  Was  discontinued,  March  11,  1806.  Was  again  laid 
out  from  Prison  street  to  Beaver  brook,  Dec.  1,  1810,  vol. 
O,  page  442,  and  again  discontinued,  April  19,  1815.  Was 
again  laid  out  in  the  same  location,  Nov.  12,  1818,  vol.  O, 
page  460.  At  a  town  meeting,  March  19,  1824,  the  select- 
men were  authorized  to  dispose  of  the  interests  of  the  town 
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in  this  road.   This  Avas  probably  not  done,  for  on  March  5, 

1835,  vol.  1,  page  30,  alterations  were  made  and  recorded  at 
the  west  end  of  this  street.  Extended  to  the  east  line  of 
Woodland  cemetery,  May  21,  1855,  vol.  1,  page  181,  west 
part  of  this  extension  33  feet  wide,  and  the  rest  40  feet. 
Widened  on  the  north  side  from  Washington  street  to 
Beaver  brook,  June  30,  1863,  vol.  1,  page  237.  Widened 
on  the  south  side  from  Washington  street  to  John  Ben- 
nett's, Sept.  30,  1865,  vol.  1,  page  265,  making  it  two  rods 

*  and  thirteen  links  wide  at  Washington  street.  Extended 
to  Oak  street,  Feb.  5,  1866,  vol.  1,  page  271,  40  feet  wide. 
Extended  to  Terrace  street,  July  2,  1880,  vol.  2,  page  103, 
40  feet  in  width.  Grade  of  the  north  walk  established, 
and  concrete  ordered  in  1888. 

Beaver  Brook  road — See  Gilsum  road  via  Beaver  brook. 

Beech  street — Was  laid  out  May  21,  1855,  vol.  1,  page  181,  40 
feet  wide. 

Beech  Hill  middle  road — See  Roxbury  middle  road. 
Beech  Hill  summit  road — See  Nurse  road. 
Belvedere  road — See  Wilder  road. 

Benford  place — A  private  way  southerly  from  Winchester 
street. 

Blake  street — The  south  end  of  this  street  was  laid  out  as  a 
court  leading  northerly  from  Appian  Way,  June  7,  1894, 
vol.  3,  page  164,  and  the  north  end,  formerly  called  "Mid- 
way," May  31,  1895,  vol.  3,  page  171.  It  was  extended 
southerly  to  Winchester  street  Sept.  26,  1910,  vol.  4,  page 
187,  and  to  the  above  mentioned  court  Dec.  1,  1910,  vol.  4, 
page  191.   The  street  was  laid  out  40  feet  wide. 

Blossom  street.  West  Keenf) — Laid  out  June  3,  1912,  vol.  4,  page 
226,  40  feet  wide. 

Boston  place — Leading  southerly  from  Baker  street,  laid  out 
May  12,  1913,  vol.  4,  page  258,  40  feet  wide. 

Bradford  avenue — Formerly  called  Daniel  Bradford's  road, 
running  from  Arch  street  to  West  street.  No  early  layout 
of  this  road  has  been  identified.    It  was  re-surveyed  in 

1836,  vol.  1,  page  49,  two  rods  in  width. 
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Branch  road — From  the  Marlboro  road,  up  the  North  branch, 
through  part  of  Keene  and  Roxbury,  to  the  Concord  road. 
Laid  out  in  part,  from  the  Roxbury,  or  old  Packersfield 
road  to  the  house  of  Ebenezer  Page,  March  7,  1786,  vol.  0, 
page  411.  Laid  out  between  the  Roxbury  south  and  middle 
roads,  March  10,  1796,  vol.  0,  page  419.  Relaid  from  the 
bridge  on  the  Roxbury  road  to  the  house  of  Ebenezer  Page, 
Feb.  8,  1803,  vol.  0,  page  426.  Laid  out  by  the  court  the 
entire  length,  in  1848,  Court  records,  vol.  2,  page  382.  Part 
of  old  road  discontinued  Nov.  2,  1852.  Was  laid  out  three 
rods  wide. 

Branch  Turnpike  and  Bridge  Corporation — See  Main  street. 

Bridge  court — A  private  way  leading  southerly  from  West 
street,  west  of  the  Ashuelot  river  bridge. 

Bridge  road — From  the  Sullivan  road,  east  of  Beaver  brook, 
to  the  old  Sullivan,  or  Sawyer  road.  Laid  out  from  Elisha 
Ellis'  to  the  old  Sullivan  road.  May  27,  1823,  vol.  O,  page 
475.  This  included  part  of  the  present  Sullivan  road.  Was 
re-surveyed  in  1836,  vol.  1,  page  57,  and  discontinued 
March  9,  1841. 

Brook  street — The  south  end  of  this  street  was  laid  out  as 
Spring  court,  Oct.  16,  1884,  vol.  2,  page  139.  Was  extended 
to  Beaver  street,  Nov.  5,  1891,  vol.  3,  page  63.  It  is  33  feet 
wide.  Grade  established  on  the  east  sidewalk,  Aug.  17, 
1898,  vol.  3,  page  249. 

Brown,  Ammi,  road — From  the  original  location  of  the  old  No. 
12  schoolhouse,  to  the  house  of  Ammi  Brown.  Laid  out  in 
April,  1825,  vol.  0,  page  481,  two  rods  wide.  Alterations 
made  Nov.  1826,  vol.  0,  page  482. 

Burr  avenue — A  private  way  leading  northerly  from  Park 
avenue. 

Butler  court— Laid  out  Dec.  28,  1876,  vol.  2,  page  63,  33  feet 
wide. 

Carpenter  street — Laid  out  May  12,  1894,  vol.  3,  page  152,  40 
feet  wide. 

Carroll  street — Laid  out  Jan.  5,  1861,  vol.  1,  page  228,  40  feet 
wide. 
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Castle  street — Laid  out  in  connection  with  Ashuelot  street,  Dec. 
5,  1857,  vol.  1,  page  192,  three  rods  wide. 

Cemetery  streets — Two  streets  laid  out  from  Woodland  ceme- 
tery to  George  street.  The  first  was  laid  from  the  north 
end  of  Summit  Avenue,  Sept.  13,  1877,  vol.  2,  page  69,  30 
feet  wide.  The  second  from  the  northwest  gate  of  the 
cemetery,  June  15,  1878,  vol.  2,  page  71,  33  feet  wide. 

Central  avenue — At  Edgewood.  Laid  out  April  21,  1913,  vol. 
4,  page  244,  50  feet  wide. 

Central  Square — Formerly  called  the  Common.  There  has  been 
no  formal  layout  of  Central  Square,  except  as  much  as  is 
covered  by  the  laying  out  of  Washington  street  on  the  east, 
and  Court  street  on  the  west.  It  is  the  natural  space 
formed  by  the  intersection  of  the  radiating  streets,  and 
seems  to  have  been  dedicated  to  public  use,  and  the  lines 
defined  by  the  lines  of  the  adjoining  lands.  These  lines  fol- 
low the  lines  of  the  buildings  on  the  west  side,  about  six 
feet  south  of  the  building  line,  or  a  few  inches  south  of 
the  buttresses  of  the  First  Congregational  church,  on  the 
north  side,  and  along  the  line  of  the  buildings  on  the  east 
side,  except  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the  Bank  block, 
where  the  building  stands  back  about  three  feet  from  the 
line.  It  contains,  within  these  lines  a  little  more  than  two 
acres  in  area.  Curb  line  on  the  west  side,  from  West  to 
Winter  streets,  and  grade  in  front  of  the  Russell  block  and 
Ashuelot  Bank,  established  Nov.  21,  1895,  vol.  3,  page  205. 
In  1786  the  town  purchased  of  Capt.  Josiah  Richardson  for 
the  sum  of  twenty  pounds  about  one  acre  of  land  north 
and  west  of  the  meeting-house,  bounded  south  and  east  on 
the  roads  as  then  established,  and  west  on  Mr.  Richard- 
son's garden.  This  land  together  with  the  roads  comprised 
a  larger  part  of  our  Central  square.  In  1824,  Joseph  Dorr 
and  wife  sold  to  the  town  of  Keene  a  triangular  strip  of 
land  west  of  the  Common  ' '  for  the  use  of  the  Common  and 
no  other  purpose."  This  conveyance  established  the  west 
line  of  Central  square  as  now  occupied  and  with  the  previ- 
ous conveyance  includes  the  entire  area. 
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Centre  street — Partly  laid  out  from  Court  street,  westerly  Aug. 
25,  1866,  vol.  1,  page  282,  23  feet  wide.  Extended  to  Mid- 
dle street,  May  28,  1875,  vol.  2,  page  25.  Seven  feet  of  the 
easterly  end  of  the  extension  was  laid  out  23  feet  wide  and 
the  rest  29  feet.  Widened  at  the  east  end,  Oct.  2,  1884,  vol. 
2,  page  134,  34.2  feet  wide  at  Court  street  and  29  feet  at 
the  northeast  corner  of  the  High  school  lot. 

Chapman  road — From  the  Marlboro  road,  near  schoolhouse  No. 
2,  over  Beech  hill  to  the  Roxbury  road.  Laid  out  about  the 
year  1775,  passing  the  houses  of  David  Willson,  Davis  How- 
lett  and  Benjamin  Osgood,  to  the  Packersfield  road,  vol.  O, 
page  407.  Re-surveyed  in  1836,  vol.  1,  page  42,  two  rods 
wide.  Course  changed  near  the  Cheshire  railroad,  March 
13,  1848,- vol.  1,  page  116.  Old  road  near  the  Cheshire  rail- 
road discontinued  Aug.  13,  1868. 

Cheshire  Turnpike — From  Court  street,  northerly,  on  the  east 
side  of  the  river,  to  Surry  and  thence  to  Drewsville  and 
Charlestown.  Charter  granted  in  1805.  The  present  Allen 
court  is  a  part  of  this  road.  That  part  from  the  north 
house  on  Allen  court  to  the  Holbrook  house,  near  Goose 
pond,  was  discontinued  by  the  Court  in  1848,  Court  records, 
vol.  2,  page  377.    See  Surry  east  road. 

Chesterfield  road — The  first  road  to  Chesterfield  was  over  the 
Daniels  Hill  road,  passing  by  the  southwest  corner  of 
Keene.  See  West  street  and  the  Daniels  Hill  road.  The 
first  layout  identified  as  describing  the  present  Chesterfield 
road  was  made  by  the  Court  from  the  Keene  meeting-house 
to  Chesterfield,  in  1801,  Court  records,  vol.  1,  page  80.  This 
road  was  laid  through  a  corner  of  Westmoreland.  Altera- 
tions were  made  near  the  Westmoreland  line  Sept.  24. 
1804,  vol.  0,  page  430,  and  again  changed  by  the  Court 
in  1815,  Court  records,  vol.  1,  page  163.  Course  changed 
by  the  town,  October,  1818,  vol.  0,  page  462.  Correspond- 
ing part  of  the  former  road  was  discontinued  by  the  Court 
in  1819,  Court  records,  vol.  1,  page  215.  Re-surveyed  from 
the  Common  to  the  line  of  Westmoreland  in  1836,  vol.  1, 
page  58,  four  rods  wide.   Again  laid  out  by  the  Court  from 
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the  new  bridge  over  the  Ashuelot  river,  in  Keene,  to  Nor- 
cross  ferry  in  Chesterfield,  through  a  corner  of  Westmore- 
land, in  1840,  Court  records,  vol.  2,  page  183,  four  rods 
wide.  Alterations  made  from  Jotham  Parker's,  easterly, 
Oct.  29,  1844,  vol.  1,  page  91,  three  rods  wide.  Part  of  the 
road  from  Dickinson's  Mills  to  Chesterfield,  laid  out  in 
1840,  discontinued  by  the  Court  in  1844,  Court  records,  vol. 
2,  page  294.  Road  changed  near  the  Lincoln  tavern,  near 
the  top  of  the  hill,  June  8,  1846,  vol.  1,  page  98.  Discon- 
tinued from  Stephen  Russell's  to  the  Whitcomb  Mills  road 
in  1846,  vol.  2,  page  326.  Part  of  the  old  road  up  Chester- 
field hill  discontinued  in  1846,  as  well  as  that  portion  from 
the  Lincoln  tavern,  up  the  hill  to  the  line  of  Westmoreland, 
vol.  2,  page  327.  The  rest  of  the  old  road  east  of  the  Lin- 
coln tavern  was  discontinued  in  1848,  vol.  2,  page  377.  The 
road,  as  originally  laid  out,  ran  in  almost  a  straight  course, 
without  regard  to  grade,  from  the  base  of  the  hill  to  the 
top,  the  numerous  changes  noted  a.bove  finally  established 
it  in  its  present  course. 
Chestnut  street — Laid  out  June  28,  1895,  vol.  3,  page  174,  35 
feet  wide. 

Church  street — Called  on  old  deeds,  "Frog  lane."  Laid  out  to 
Beaver  brook,  March  26,  1811,  vol.  O,  page  444,  30  feet 
wide.  Extended  to  Lincoln  street,  Feb.  4,  1860,  vol.  1,  page 
221,  three  rods  wide.  Widened  and  straightened  from 
Main  street  to  Beaver  brook,  July  24,  1869,  vol.  1,  page  328, 
30  feet  wide.  Grade  established  and  concrete  ordered  on 
the  north  and  south  walks,  Main  street  to  Beaver  brook, 
Sept.  22,  1890,  vol.  3,  page  30.  Widened  on  the  south  side 
between  Main  and  Wells  streets.  May  12,  1894,  vol.  3,  page 
144,  making  it  33.9  feet  wide. 

Clover  street — A  former  name  given  to  Grant  street. 

Colorado  street — Laid  out  July  16,  1870,  vol.  1,  page  340.  It  is 
30  feet  wide  at  West  street,  33  feet  at  Castle  street,  and  of 
various  widths  between  those  points.  Grade  of  east  and 
west  walks  established  May  27,  1895,  vol.  3,  page  181. 

Commercial  street — A  private  way  belonging  to  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad  Company. 
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Common,  The — See  Central  Square. 

Concord  road — From  Washington  street  to  the  line  of  Roxbury, 
towards  East  Sullivan.  The  early  layout  of  this  road  from 
Beaver  brook,  up  Beech  hill,  to  the  junction  of  the  old 
Sullivan  or  Sawyer  road  has  not  been  identified.  From 
that*  point  it  was  included  in  a  layout  made  in  February, 
1775,  vol.  O,  page  407.  A  road  was  laid  from  the  James 
Wright  place  easterly,  in  February,  1775,  vol.  O,  page  407. 
Laid  out  from  the  bridge  over  B'eaver  brook  to  Ephriam 
Wright's,  near  the  top  of  the  hill,  November,  1826,  Vol.  O, 
page  480,  four  rods  wide.  Laid  out  and  altered  from 
James  Wright's  to  the  Roxbury  line,  Sept.  15,  1827,  vol.  1, 
page  2,  four  rods  wide.  This  layout  was  over  the  course  of 
the  present  Sullivan  road,  northeasterly,  to  near  the 
Nahum  Wright  place,  then  occupied  by  Amos  Wood, 
thence  southeasterly  to  the  Branch,  and  up  the  Branch  as 
now  travelled,  to  the  line  of  Roxbury.

Kelleher  street — Laid  out  June  3,  1858,  vol.  1,  page  205,  32  feet 
wide.  Extended  to  Baker  street,  Dec.  2,  1871,  vol.  1,  page 
370,  40  feet  wide.  Widened  and  straightened  on  the  east 
side  Nov.  25,  1908,  vol.  4,  page  163. 

Kenworth  avenue,  at  Edgewood — Laid  out  April  21,  1913,  vol. 
4,  page  244.  The  northerly  end  is  50  feet  and  the  southerly 
end  40  feet  wide. 

Kingman  road,  part  of  Elm  street — See  Joseph  Rugg  road. 

Kingsbury  street — Laid  out  May  6,  1901,  vol.  3,  page  351,  40 
feet  wide. 

Kingsbury,  Capt.  Samuel,  road — From  the  Gilsum  road,  east  of 
Levi  Pond's  to  the  Capt.  Samuel  Kingsbury  house,  former- 
ly Nathaniel  Kingsbury,  later  the  Ruffle  place.    Laid  out

Ex- 
tended to  George  street,  May  20,  1886,  vol.  2,  page  198,  35 
feet  wide.  Grade  of  the  west  walk  north  from  Beaver 
street  established,  Oct.  12,  1898,  vol.  3,  page  260.  Widened 
near  the  residence  of  Joseph  E.  Shattuck,  Feb.  20,  1896, 
vol.  3,  page  209. 

Lincoln  street,  South — Laid  out  Feb.  4,  1860,  vol.  1,  page  221, 
three  rods  wide. 

Linden  street — Laid  out  Oct.  4,  1875,  vol.  2,  page  34,  40  feet 
wide. 

Lynwood  avenue,  at  Edgewood — Laid  out  April  21,  1913,  vol. 
4,  page  244,  50  feet  wide. 
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Madison  street— Laid  out  Sept.  20,  1870,  vol.  1,  page  348.  Ex- 
tended to  Wyman  AVay,  Oct.  26,  1898,  vol.  3,  page  263.  It 
is  40  feet  in  width. 

Mmn  street — Projected  by  the  early  proprietors  as  a  road  be- 
tween the  two  rows  of  original  house  lots,  and  extending 
southeasterly  to  the  "Nine  Lot  Plain,"  near  the  Swanzey 
line,  four  rods  wide.  It  was  widened  to  eight  rods,  Oct.  1, 
1736,  by  taking  four  rods  from  the  east  end  of  the  west 
row  of  lots,  the  owners  being  compensated  by  adding  the 
same  amount  to  the  west  end.  This  established  the  present 
width  of  Main  street,  and  explains  the  present  offset  of 
four  rods  near  the  house  of  E.  F.  Lane,  that  being  the  south 
line  of  the  south  lot.  It  was  formally  laid  out  and  recorded, 
Oct.  2,  1738,  from  the  line  of  Lower  Ashuelot,  passing  the 
lots  on  the  Nine  Lot  Plain,  thence  through  the  low  land  and 
between  the  original  house  lots,  and  thence  up  Beaver 
brook  to  the  place  selected  for  a  saw  mill.

Widened  and  straightened  from  the  Branch  bridge  to  the 
line  of  Swanzey,  Oct.  14,  1865,  vol.  1,  page  268,  three  rods 
wide.  Grade  of  the  east  sidewalk,  and  concrete  voted,  from 
the  railroad  to  Elliot  street,  June  12,  1886,  vol.  2,  page  222. 
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Grade  and  concrete  voted  on  the  west  walk  to  Winchester 
street  the  same  year.  Grade  established,  and  concrete 
ordered  on  the  west  walk  from  Winchester  street  to  J.  B. 
Elliot's,  June  15,  1888,  vol.  2,  page  285.  Grade  of  the  center 
line  established  to  E.  F.  Lane's,  Dec.  19,  1889,  vol.  2,  page 
362.  Widened,  and  the  line  and  grade  established  on  the 
west  side  from  West  street  to  the  railroad,  Dec.  8,  1892, 
vol.  3,  page  100.  Grade  of  the  west  walk  changed,  Keene 
Five  Cents  Savings  Bank  to  the  railroad,  June  15,  1903, 
vol.  3,  page  130.

Grade  established  and  new  concrete  sidewalks 
ordered  on  the  east  side  from  the  Eagle  Hotel  to  Water 
street,  and  on  the  west  side  from  Emerald  to  Davis  street, 
April  28,  1911,  vol.  4,  pages  196  to  199. 
Maple  avenue — Formerly  called  Woodward's  road.  Laid  out 
March,  1789,  vol.  O,  page  414.  Alterations  made  Jan.  11, 
1817,  vol.  O,  page  455.  Re-surveyed  in  1836,  vol.  1,  page 
56,  two  rods  wide.  A  triangular  piece  of  land  on  the  cor- 
ner of  Maple  and  Park  avenues,  was  conveyed  to  the  city 
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of  Keene  by  Martha  M.  AYoodward,  to  be  used  as  a  bicycle 
path,  Oct.  24,  1898. 

Maple  street — Laid  out  Sept.  1,  1853.  vol.  1,  page  171,  two  rods 
and  nine  links  wide. 

Marlboro  street — Partly  laid  out  in  connection  with  Baker 
street,  in  1740,  to  Lieut.  Heaton's,  at  the  south  part  of 
Beech  hill.  Also  on  March  7,  1754,  vol.  0,  page  398,  to 
Lieut.  Seth  Heaton's  and  beyond.  A  road  was  laid  out 
from  the  nine  lot  plain,  easterly,  and  up  the  valley  of  the 
Branch  to  the  line  of  Monadnock,  No.  5,  now  Marlboro, 
]\[arch  5,  1761,  vol.  0,  page  401.  A  road  was  laid  from 
Lieut.  Seth  Heaton's  to  the  east  Branch,  May  15,  1771, 
town  records,  page  57.  Third  New  Hampshire  Turnpike, 
of  which  this  road  was  a  part,  chartered  Dec.  25,  1799.

Again 
laid  out  June  18,  1896,  vol.  3,  page  212,  to  the  line  of 
Thomas  T.  Russell's  land.  Extended  to  Russell  street, 
Nov.  5,  1896,  vol.  3,  page  216.  The  last  course  of  this 
extension  is  a  part  of  Russell  street.  McKinley  street  is  40 
feet  wide. 

May  street.  West  Keene — Laid  out  June  3,  1912,  vol.  4,  page

Meadow  road,  to  Ash  Swamp  meadows — Laid  out  from  West 
street,  southerly  and  southwesterly  to  Ash  Swamp  mead- 
ow, June  7,  1823,  vol.  O,  page  476,  one  and  one-half  rods 
wide.  A  part  of  this  road  has  since  been  laid  out  as  Pearl 
street.  A  road  was  laid  from  the  house  of  Ebenezer  Clark, 
now  the  Colonj^  farm,  to  the  southeast  part  of  the  meadows 
in  August,  1823,  vol.  0,  page  477,  22  feet  wide.  The  former 
road  intersected  with  this.  Another  road  was  laid  through 
the  meadow,  intersecting  with  the  former,  in  Aug.  1830, 
vol.  1,  page  18,  one  and  one-half  rods  wide.

The  street  is  33  feet 
wide  between  Court  and  Elm  streets,  about  35  feet  wide  to 
Pleasant  street,  37  feet  at  the  east  line  of  Pleasant 
street  about  45  and  three-fourths  feet  at  Washing- 
ton street,  and  up  to  54  feet  between  Washington  and 
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Pleasant  streets.  Grade  of  north  sidewalk  established,  and 
concrete  ordered.  Court  to  Elm  street,  Sept.  10,  1890,  vol. 
3,  page  9,  and  to  Pleasant  street,  Oct.  26,  1891,  vol.  3, 
page  71. 

Middle  street — Laid  out  Nov.  14,  1832,  vol.  1,  page  21,  two  and 
one-half  rods  wide. 

Midway— Laid  out  May  31,  1895,  vol.  3,  page  171,  40  feet  wide. 

Monadnock  street — The  name  has  recently  been  assigned  to 
that  part  of  South  street  running  easterly  from  Adams 
street.  See  South  street.  A  street  is  now  used  for  travel 
from  South  to  Kelleher  street,  but  has  not  been  laid  out. 

Myrtle  street — Laid  out  Nov.  11,  1871,  vol.  1,  page  367,  to  a 
point  east  of  Foster  street.  Extended  Nov.  12,  1882,  vol.  2, 
page  113.  First  layout  40  feet  wide  and  the  extension  33 
feet  in  width.  That  part  lying  southeasterly  from  the 
east  side  of  the  bridge  over  Beaver  brook  was  discontinued 
Nov.  1,  1906.  Grade  and  location  established  for  a  spur 
track  for  C.  L.  Russell  &  Sons,  July  1,  1910. 

Mystic  place — A  private  way. 

Nelson  street— Laid  out  May  2,  1912,  vol.  4,  page  222.  That 
part  extending  northwesterly  from  Fairview  street  is  40 
feet  wide,  and  from  thence  to  Roosevelt  street  the  width 
is  35  feet. 

Nims  road,  formerly  called  the  Esty  road — From  the  Roxbury 
middle  road  northerly  to  the  Concord  road,  near  the  old 
James  Wright  place,  now  Woodbury.  Laid  out  in  part, 
Aug.  30,  1790,  vol.  0,  page  415.  Extended  Feb.  26,  1796, 
vol.  0,  page  418.  The  latter  discontinued  March  17,  1797, 
vol.  0,  page  283.  Laid  out  from  James  Wright's  to  Ros- 
wellNims',  June  8,  1818,  vol.0,  page  459.  Re-surveyed 
in  1836,  vol.  1,  page  41,  two  rods  wide.  Alterations  be- 
tw^een  the  Wright  and  Nims  places,  Sept.  5,  1857,  vol.  1, 
page  187,  three  rods  wide. 

Ninety-third  street — Laid  out  Dec.  16,  1875,  vol.  2,  page  36,  20 
feet  wide. 

North  street — Laid  out  between  Carroll  and  Elm  streets,  Jan.  5, 
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1861,  vol.  1,  page  228.  From  Gilsum  to  Carroll  street, 
Sept.  30,  1871,  vol.  1,  page  364.  Extended  to  Court  street, 
July  12,  1872,  vol.  1,  page  400.   It  is  40  feet  wide. 

North  Lincoln  street — See  Lincoln  street.  North. 

Norway  avenue — A  street  was  laid  out  from  Church  to  Rox- 
bury  street,  near  the  west  bank  of  Beaver  brook,  Oct.  31, 
1848,  vol.  1,  page  126.  This  was  discontinued  in  March, 
1850.  No  layout  has  been  found  of  Norway  avenue  in  its 
present  location. 

Nourse  road — Sometimes  called  the  Beech  hill  summit  road,  or 
Jordan  road.  Formerly  called  the  Proprietors'  road,  as  it 
was  reserved  for  a  road  by  the  early  proprietors  between 
the  two  ranges  of  thirty  acre  lots  laid  out  in  1763.  It  runs 
along  the  summit  of  Beech  hill,  from  the  Roxbury  to  the 
Concord  road.  It  was  laid  out  March  6,  1770,  vol.  O,  page 
405,  four  rods  wide.  Re-surveyed  in  1836,  vol.  1,  page  57, 
four  rods  wide. 

Oak  street — Laid  out  in  connection  with  an  extension  of 
Beaver  street,  Feb.  5,  1866,  vol.  1,  page  271,  50  feet  wide. 

Olcott  road — From  the  Summit  road,  near  the  railroad,  south- 
westerly, to  the  old  Olcott  place.  Laid  out  Aug.  29,  1834, 
vol.  1,  page  27. 

Page  street — Formerly  called  East  Washington  street.  Laid 
out  in  connection  with  Greenlawn  street,  July  28,  1885, 
vol.  2,  page  153.  Re-surveyed  and  laid  out  Nov.  30,  1889, 
vol.  2,  page  357,  30  feet  wide.  Grade  established  April  10, 
1907,  vol.  4,  page  146. 

Park  avenue — This  was  included  in  the  road  laid  out  from  Dr. 
Obadiah  Blake's  to  the  "Causey,"  Nov.  12,  1760,  vol.  O, 
page  400.  Also  in  a  road  laid  out  from  John  Colony's, 
July  7,  1774,  vol.  0,  page  410.  Straightened  about  1790, 
vol.  0,  page  416.  Alterations  made  from  John  Colony's 
toward  the  village,  in  August,  1829,  vol.  1,  page  7.  In- 
cluded in  the  re-survey  of  the  Chesterfield  road  in  1836, 
vol.  1,  page  58,  and  of  the  Westmoreland  Summit  road. 
Alterations  made  from  John  Colony's  to  Daniel  Fisher's, 
Oct.  10,  1843,  vol.  1,  page  80.    Widened  near  the  junction 
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of  West  street,  Oct.  21,  1901,  vol.  3,  page  366.  Re-surveys 
were  four  rods  wide  to  the  junction  of  the  Chesterfield 
road,  or  Arch  street,  and  three  rods  beyond  that  point. 

Park  street— Laid  out  Aug.  15,  1892,  vol.  3,  page  87.  It  is  40 
feet  wide  at  each  end,  and  62.63  feet  in  the  middle  portion. 

Pearl  street — The  northerly  end  was  first  laid  out  as  part  of  the 
Meadow  road,  which  see.  Laid  out  as  a  street,  Aug.  16, 
1858,  vol.  1,  page  208,  42  feet  wide.  Extended  to  Winches- 
ter street,  Dec.  3,  1860,  vol.  1,  page  225.  Extension  three 
rods  wide. 

Pemberton  road — From  the  Chesterfield  road,  southeasterly,  to 
the  old  Pemberton  place.  This  road  has  been  maintained 
by  the  town  and  city,  but  no  record  of  the  layout  has  been 
found. 

Perham  street— Laid  out  Aug.  1,  1887,  vol.  2,  page  242,  33  feet 
wide. 

Pine  street — Laid  out  March  1,  1851,  vol.  1,  page  140,  one  rod 
and  seventeen  links  wide  at  Washington  street,  one  rod 
and  twenty  links  at  Cross  street.  A  triangular  piece  of 
land  on  the  south  side  near  Washington  street  was  added 
to  this  street  by  purchase  from  Robert  C.  Shelly,  about  the 
year  1871. 

Pine  avenue — Laid  out  July  14,  1902,  vol.  3,  page  384,  40  feet 
wide.  Extended  from  Wheelock  street  to  Park  avenue 
Oct.  11,  1906,  vol.  4,  page  93,  40  feet  in  width. 

Pitcher  street — Laid  out  July  6,  1882,  vol.  2,  page  109,  as  an 
additional  road  to  the  Ash  Swamp  Meadows,  connecting 
with  the  early  meadow  road.  It  is  40  feet  wide  to  the 
north  line  of  the  railroad  land  and  24  feet  elsewhere.

two  rods  wide.

Avide.  That  part  of  the  street  running  easterly  from 
Adams  street  has  recently  been  named  Monadnock  street.

Sullivan,  old  or  Sawyer  road — From  the  Concord  road  near  the 
Ephraim  AVright  place,  now  F.  0.  Wright,  to  the  Sullivan 
line  near  the  former  house  of  James  Sawyer.  A  road  was 
laid  out  March  6.  1768.  vol.  0,  page  404,  from  the  hill  on 
the  east  side  of  ''Mill  brook"  (Beaver  brook),  and  cross- 
ing ''Ferries  brook  near  the  falls  of  said  brook"  and  to

It  was  first  laid  out  as 
a  part  of  the  road  "up  the  river"  to  the  land  of  Ebenezer 
Day,  March  5,  1754.  vol.  0,  page  398.  Was  extended 
through  lands  of  Day  and  others  to  the  town  line,  March  4, 
1760,  vol.  0.  page  399.

W^alker  street,  at  Edgewood — Laid  out  April  21,  1913,  vol.  4, 
page  244,  50  feet  wide. 

AValpole  road — From  the  Four  Corners  to  the  line  of  Surry, 
part  of  the  old  third  New  Hampshire  turnpike.   No  layout 
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of  the  first  road  to  Walpole  has  been  found.  It  was  laid 
from  the  old  Surry  road,  north  of  the  Four  Corners,  and 
ran  north  of  the  present  road,  passing  the  house  later 
occupied  by  Aaron  Reed,  as  well  as  the  house  of  Abijah 
Willson,  and  crossed  the  present  road  near  the  old  Good- 
no  w  tavern,  now  the  Winchester  place.  Traces  of  the  road 
are  still  visible.  The  present  AValpole  road  was  laid  out  by 
the  court,  from  Capt.  Richardson's  store  in  Keene,  to  the 
Surry  line,  and  Walpole,  in  1796,  Court  records,  vol.  1,  page 
5-1.  The  third  New  Hampshire  turnpike,  of  which  this 
road  is  a  part,  was  chartered  Dee.  25,  1799.  Old  road  from 
Wm.  Goodnow's  to  the  Surry  line  discontinued  Aug.  26, 
1805,  vol.  0,  page  394.  The  old  Walpole  road,  noted  above, 
discontinued  March  10,  1812,  also  a  road  leading  from  the 
latter  to  the  turnpike,  near  the  house  of  Silas  Perry,  March 
13,  1810.  Changes  were  made  by  the  Court  from  Walpole 
to  Keene  in  1817,  Court  records,  vol.  1,  page  187.  Altera- 
tions, and  a  new  road  laid  northerly  from  the  Goodnow 
tavern,  by  the  Court  in  1823,  Court  records,  vol.  1,  page 
262.  Laid  out  by  the  selectmen  in  the  same  course  as  the 
turnpike,  which  had  been  discontinued,  Dec.  6,  1824,  vol. 

0,  page  480.  Changes  made  near  the  Goodnow  tavern, 
Sept.  23,  1830,  vol.  1,  page  16.  Re-surveyed  in  1836,  vol.  1, 
page  37,  four  rods  wide. 

Washington  avenue — A  road  was  laid  out  in  this  location,  Feb. 

1,  1851,  vol.  1,  page  135.  25  feet  wide.  The  present  road 
Avas  laid  out  Aug.  15,  1857,  vol.  1,  page  184,  two  and  one- 
half  rods  wide.  Widened  at  each  end,  by  taking  land  from 
the  corners  of  the  county  lot,  Jan.  2,  1890,  vol.  3,  page  1. 

Washington  street,  formerly  called  Prison  street — In  connec- 
tion with  Main  street,  this  was  the  first  road  laid  out  by 
the  original  Proprietors,  Oct.  2,  1738,  as  a  road  to  the  site 
of  the  sawmill,  on  Beaver  brook,  near  where  the  Chellis 
mill  now  stands.  This  road  was  probably  located  farther 
east  than  the  present  street,  at  the  south  end,  entering  the 
present  course  near  the  county  lot.  A  road  was  laid  out 
from  the  ''Causeway"  near  the  junction  of  the  Ash  swamp 
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road,  a  little  north  of  the  present  railroad  on  Main  street, 
to  the  sawmill,  and  beyond,  Sept.  28,  1761,  vol.  O,  page  400. 
This  road  was  laid  eight  rods  wide  to  the  sawmill  lot,  and 
four  rods  beyond.  March  14,  1815,  it  was  voted  to  sell  one 
rod  in  width  from  the  w^est  side  of  the  road,  from  the  jail 
to  the  junction  of  the  new  road  to  Gilsum.  Lines  estab- 
lished on  the  east  and  west  sides,  from  the  Common  to  the 
glass  factory,  Sept.  25,  1818,  vol.  0,  page  464.  Re-sur- 
veyed, and  the  lines  established  from  Roxbury  street  to  the 
jail,  Jan.  28,  1825,  vol.  O,  page  482.  Re-surveyed  in  con- 
nection with  the  Sullivan  road  in  1836,  vol.  1,  page  59, 
four  rods  wide.  Laid  out  by  the  Court  in  connection  with 
the  Gilsum  brook  road  in  1836,  Court  records,  vol.  2,  page 
91,  four  rods  wide.  Grade  of  the  east  sidewalk  established, 
and  concrete  voted.  Central  square  to  the  schoolhouse, 
June  18,  1887,  vol.  2,  page  238.  Grade  and  concrete  voted 
on  the  west  walk,  Central  square  to  Warren's  block,  June 
18,  1887,  vol.  2,  page  245.  Grade  and  concrete  extended 
on  the  west  walk  to  High  street,  Nov.  26,  1888,  vol.  2,  page 
311.  Grade  of  the  center  line  established  to  George  L. 
Burdett's  house,  Dec.  19,  1889,  vol.  2,  page  373. 
Straightened  from  the  house  of  Julia  A.  Rice,  northerly, 
near  Woodbury's  mills,  Nov.  2,  1891,  vol.  3,  page  56,  three 
rods  wide.  Corresponding  part  of  the  old  road  discontined 
Dec.  17,  1891.  Grade  and  concrete  extended  on  the  east 
walk  to  Cottage  street,  Oct.  1,  1891,  vol.  3,  page  59.  Grade 
and  concrete  extended  on  the  west  walk  to  Maple  street, 
July  20,  1895,  vol.  3,  page  188.  Widened  and  straigtened 
from  Washington  avenue  to  the  house  of  Julia  A.  Rice, 
May  20,  1897,  vol.  3,  page  229,  three  rods  wide.  Grade  and 
concrete  walk  extended  on  the  east  side  to  George  street, 
May  12,  1899,  vol.  3,  page  289.  The  present  street  is  about 
81.5  feet  wide  at  the  city  hall,  104.5  feet  at  the  north  line 
of  the  cemetery  and  72  feet  at  the  south  line  of  Greenlawn 
street. 

Water  street — Formerly  called  the  road  to  Packersfield.  The 
first  road  running  easterly  from  Main  street  was  laid  out 
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in  October,  1738.  between  honse  lots  Xos.  13  and  14.  which 
locates  it  near  the  present  Elliot  street,  or  between  that 
and  Proctor  court.  This  was  probably  the  location  ol' 
"Washburn's  lane"  which  is  mentioned  in  history.  The 
first  layout  of  Water  street  in  its  present  location  appears 
in  vol.  0,  page  401.  ]March  5.  1762.  from  the  west  end  of 
house  lot  No.  21,  to  east  Beech  hill  (continuing  up  the  hill, 
and  connecting  with  the  south  end  of  the  old  Proprietors' 
road,  so  called,  (the  Nourse  road).  Another  layout  is  re- 
corded from  the  same  lot.  Aug.  19,  1762.  vol.  0,  page  401. 
The  old  road  leading  to  Beech  hill  was  discontinued  March 
13,  1810.  This  was  pr()ba))ly  the  road  first  laid  out  between 
lots  13  and  14.  Laid  out  by  the  Court  from  ]\Iain  street  to 
the  Roxbury  road  in  1850,  Court  records,  vol.  2.  page  457. 
Two  rods  wide  at  the  west  end,  40  feet  in  the  middle  por- 
tion and  three  rods  at  the  east  end.  Widened  at  the  west 
end  to  40  feet  by  the  Court  in  1854.  Court  records,  vol.  2, 
page  541.  East  end  relaid  by  the  selectmen.  July  3,  1867, 
vol.  1.  page  299.  Grade  of  the  north  walk  to  Crossfield 
street  established,  and  concrete  voted,  also  on  the  south 
walk  to  Willow  street.  Aug.  4.  1888,  vol.  2.  page  299.  Spur 
track  for  John  P.  Eust  located  by  joint  resolution  of  the 
councils.  Nov.  20. 1902.  Grade  of  spur  track  for  Charh'S 
L.  Russell  established  June  1.  1903.  vol.  4.  page  61.  Grade 
established  for  a  spur  track  for  C.  L.  Russell  &  Sons.  April 
8.  1908.  vol.  4.  page  156. 

Water  street  court — A  part  of  Willow  street,  which  see. 

Wells  street — Originally  reserved  as  a  private  right  of  way.  24 
feet  wide.   Has  never  been  laid  out  as  a  public  street. 

West  Hill,  base  road — From  the  Daniels  Hill  road  southerly 
at  the  base  of  West  Hill  to  Swanzey  line,  formerly  called 
the  Foster  road.  This  road  was  probably  included,  in 
part,  in  the  layout  March  6.  1759.  vol.  0.  page  399.  Also 
it  seems  to  have  been  laid  out  to  the  Swanzey  line  in  1782, 
vol.  0.  page  409.  Re-surveyed  in  1836.  vol.  1.  page  52.  two 
rods  wide.  Widened  and  straightened  May  31.  1889.  vol  2, 
page  327,  two  rods  wide. 
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AVest  Hill  Summit  road — See  Daniels  Hill  road. 

West  street — Formerly  called  Pleasant  street.  There  is  evi- 
dence that  this  was  one  of  the  early  roads,  probably  laid 
out  about  1740,  with  the  road  that  ran  up  the  river.  The 
first  record  of  its  being  laid  out  was  on  March  5,  1754,  vol. 
0,  page  398  running  from  the  old  causeway  over  the  river 
and  "brook"  to  Amos  Foster's  land,  which  was  on  or  near 
West  hill.  This  road  ran  "where  the  road  is  now  drawn," 
showing  the  existence  of  a  road  prior  to  that  date.  The 
course  of  this  road  was  from  the  causeway,  a  little  north 
of  the  present  railroad  crossing  on  Main  street,  thence 
northwesterly,  across  the  house  lots  now  on  the  south  side 
of  West  street,  and  entered  the  present  course  of  the  street 
near  the  present  corner  of  School  street.  The  course  was 
changed  near  the  east  end,  March  6,  1759,  vol.  0,  page  399. 
A  layout  made  Nov.  12,  1760,  vol.  O,  page  400,  to  the 
"( Causey,"  includes  this  road,  with  part  of  the  Westniore- 
land  road.  Alterations  were  made  to  Jesse  Clark's,  June 
21,  1763,  vol.  O,  page  402,  being  turned  to  the  right  upon 
"Maccany  plain,  so  called,  and  run  a  straight  course  as 
the  land  will  allow  to  the  saw  mill  near  Jesse  Clark's." 
The  saw  mill  was  where  Willson's  mill  now  stands,  and 
Jesse  Clark's,  the  first  house  to  the  west.  Previous  to  this 
time  the  road  ran  to  the  south,  along  the  low  land.  The 
name  Maccany  plain  appears  on  some  old  deeds,  and  seems 
to  refer  to  the  plain  on  w^hich  West  Keene  is  built.  At  a 
town  meeting  held  Sept.  15,  1773,  old  records,  page  74,  a 
vote  was  passed  "to  allow  Josiah  Richardson  to  alter  the 
road  leading  from  the  Meeting  House,  to  Ichabod  Fisher's, 
and  to  remove  said  road,  and  to  turn  out  on  the  south  side 
of  the  Meeting  House  with  a  straight  line  to  Ichabod 
Fisher's,  in  the  place  which  the  said  Richardson  has 
chosen."  This  located  the  street  in  its  present  position, 
from  Central  square,  westerly.  The  former  road  which 
this  replaced  was  called  Poverty  lane.  It  was  straightened 
to  the  "great  bridge,"  June  3,  1801,  vol.  0,  page  423,  at 
which  time  the  creek  at  the  mill  was  filled,  and  the  road 
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raised  one  fool  above  the  highest  water  mark.  The  old 
part  of  the  road  was  discontinued  March  12.  1805.  page 
893.  Included  in  the  layout  hy  the  Court,  Keene  meeting- 
house to  Chesterfield  in  1801.  Court  records,  vol.  1.  page  80. 
^Yidened  and  straightened  from  the  Common  to  Faulkner 
&  Colony's  mill.  May  25,  1818.  vol.  O.  page  457.  Included 
in  the  re-survey  of  the  Chesterfield  road  in  1836,  vol.  1, 
page  58,  four  rods  wide,  and  of  the  Daniels  Hill  road,  page 
51,  three  rods  wide.  Also  included  in  a  new  layout  by  the 
Court,  from  the  Ashuelot  river  to  Chesterfield,  in  1840. 
Court  records,  vol.  2.  page  183.  Alterations  were  made 
near  Isaac  Rand's.  Oct.  25.  1842.  vol.  1.  page  78.  Widened 
on  the  south  side,  from  Main  street  to  the  Faulkner  house, 
Oct.  1,  1864,  vol.  1.  page  247.  Grade  of  the  north  walk 
and  concrete  voted.  Central  square  to  Colorado  street. 
June  7,  1886.  vol.  2,  page  206.  Grade  of  the  south  walk 
established,  and  concrete  ordered  to  the  Cooke  lot.  July  1. 
1889.  vol.  2.  page  335.  Grade  of  the  center  line  to  Ashuelot 
river  established.  Dec.  19.  1889,  vol.  2.  page  366.  Grade 
and  walk  on  the  north  side  extended  to  Faulkner  &  Colo- 
ny's office.  Sept.  10.  1890.  vol.  3.  page  22.  AVidened  and 
the  north  line  established.  Central  square  to  Colorado 
street.  June  15.  1893.  vol.  3.  page  125.  Grade  of  the  nortii 
walk  and  curb  line  established  near  Central  scpiare.  Nov. 
21,  1895.  vol.  3,  page  205.  Widened  on  the  south  side  at 
the  ''Cooke  elm.''  :\Iay  1.  1900.  vol.  3.  page  308.  Widened 
and  straightened  from  Ashuelot  street  to  near  Pearl 
street,  to  accommodate  the  new  steel  bridge.  June  18,  1900. 
vol.  3,  page  327.  Widened  at  the  mill  pond,  by  agreement, 
and  retaining  wall  built  in  1900. 

Westmoreland,  Glebe  road — From  the  old  Westmoreland  road 
to  the  town  line,  southerly  of  the  northwest  corner  of 
Keene.  Laid  out  in  1781,  vol.  0,  page  408.  Re-surveyed  in 
1836.  vol.  1.  page  47.  two  rods  wide.  Discontinued  Nov.  9. 
1869.  This  road  ran  nearly  south  through  the  east  part  of 
Westmoreland  to*  or  through  the  old  Glebe  lands. 

Westmoreland.  Grimes  road,  also  called  the  Glebe  road — From 
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the  Chesterfield  road,  near  the  house  of  John  R.  Russell, 
to  the  AVestmoreland  line.  Laid  out  from  the  Westmore- 
land line  to  the  house  of  John  Grimes,  "where  it  strikes  the 
old  road,"  Apr.  16,  1806,  vol.  O,  page  438.  The  record  of 
the  "old  road"  has  not  been  identified.  Re-surveyed  in 
1836,  vol.  1,  page  54,  two  rods  wide.  Discontinued  from 
David  B.  Stearns's  to  the  line  of  Westmoreland,  March, 
1870. 

Westmorela,nd,  old  road,  or  the  Hurricane  road — From  the  Ches- 
terfield road,  near  Willson's  mill,  to  the  Westmoreland 
line,  easterly  of  the  northwest  corner  of  Keene.  Laid  out 
from  Jesse  Clark's  to  the  Westmoreland  line,  Sept.  28, 
1761,  vol.  0,  page  400.  A  branch  was  laid  from  this  road, 
westerly  to  the  Westmoreland  line  in  1781,  see  Westmore- 
land Glebe  road.  Alterations  made  from  Oliver  Metcalf 's 
log  house,  March  15,  1793,  vol.  0,  page  417.  Road  accepted 
from  Jesse  Clark's  to  the  W^estmoreland  line,  Nov.  5,  1804, 
vol.  0,  page  388.  Laid  out  by  the  Court,  Westmoreland  to 
Keene,  passing  John  Snow's,  and  running  to  the  Chester- 
field road  and  thence  to  the  meeting-house  in  1808,  Court 
records,  vol.  1,  page  118.  Re-surveyed  in  1818,  vol.  O,  page 
465.  Alterations  were  made  near  "Foster's  store,"  July 
28,  1821,  vol.  0,  page  467.  Part  of  the  road  laid  out  in 
1 808  discontinued  by  the  Court  in  1824,  Court  records,  vol. 
1,  page  296.  Alterations  made  in  three  places  July  27, 
1830,  vol.  1,  page  16.  Part  of  road  laid  out  in  1830,  dis- 
continued March  12,  1832.  Re-surveyed  in  1836,  vol.  1, 
page  46,  three  rods  wide.  Part  of  the  old  road  near  Thayer 
Knight's  discontinued  in  March,  1843.  Alterations  near 
Wm.  Dickinson's,  Nov.  15,  1847,  vol.  1,  page  110,  three  rods 
wide.  Old  road  near  Dickinson's  discontinued  March  14, 
1848. 

Westmoreland,  Summit  road — Formerly  called  the  County 
road,  including  Park  avenue,  from  the  junction  of  West 
street,  to  the  line  of  Surry,  near  the  Summit.  Laid  out 
from  the  Chesterfield  road  to  John  Colony's,  July  7,  1774, 
vol.  0,  page  410.   Laid  out  from  Obadiah  Blake's  to  Elijah 
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Baker's  in  June.  1777.  vol.  0.  page  407.  Straightened 
about  1790.  vol.  O.  page  116.  Alterations  made  from  John 
Colony's  toward  the  village  in  Aug.  1829,  a^oI.  1.  page  7. 
Laid  out  by  the  Court  in  1831.  Court  records,  vol.  2.  page  2. 
from  AVestmoreland  to  the  old  road  near  Thomas  Baker's, 
three  rods  wide.  Re-surveyed  in  1836.  from  the  Chester- 
field road  to  the  Surry  line.  vol.  1.  page  50.  old  part  of  the 
road,  to  Thomas  Baker's,  two  and  one-half  rods  wide,  from 
thence  to  the  Surry  line  three  rods  wide.  Laid  out  by  the 
Court  from  Thomas  Baker's  to  John  Colony's  in  1837, 
Ccrurt  records,  vol.  2.  page  129.  Laid  out  by  the  selectmen 
from  John  Colony's  to  Elijah  Blake's.

March  7,  1912. 

AVheeler,  Joseph,  road — This  seems  to  be  the  road  leading 
southerly  from  the  Daniels  Hill  road,  near  the  house  of 
Mary  A.  Edson.  Probably  laid  out  in  March.  1789.  vol.  O. 
page  413.   Was  discontinued  Oct.  18.  1888. 

Wheelock  street— Laid  out  Nov.  24.  1896.  vol.  3.  page  219.  in- 
cluding part  of  Russell  street.   It  is  40  feet  Avide. 

Whitcomb's  mills  road,  or  Slyfield  road — From  the  Chesterfipld 
road,  southerly  to  the  Daniels  Hill  road.  Laid  out  in  July, 
1784.  A^ol.  0.  page  410.  Re-surveyed  in  1836.  vol.  1,  page 
53.  tAvo  rods  wide. 

Whitcomb,  Oliver,  road — From  the  AYestmoreland  road,  liy  the 
old  cemetery,  southerly,  to  the  former  house  of  Oliver 
AA^hitcomb.  No  layout  found.  Discontinued  March  19. 
1813. 
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Wilber  street — Laid  out  July  -J,  1886,  vol.  2,  page  164,  two  rods 
wide.  A  triangular  piece  of  land.  8.25  i'eet  wide  on  South 
Lim-oln  street,  was  added  to  the  south  side  of  the  street 
I'rom  the  school  lot,  by  agreement,  in  1901.  No  layout 
made. 

WihU'r  street — The  soutli  end  of  the  street  was  laid  out  Nov.  5, 
1908,  vol.  4.  page  159.  40  feet  wide.  It  was  extended  May 
12,  1909,  the  same  widtli,  vol.  4.  page  168.  The  north  end 
of  the  street  has  not  been  laid  out.  but  was  conveyed  to 
the  City  of  Keene  as  a  right  of  way  at  the  time  of  the  sec- 
ond extension.  The  right  of  way  is  27  feet  wide  at  Park 
street,  and  of  various  w^idths  elsewhere. 

AVilder  road — Latelj^  called  Belvedere.  From  the  Gilsum 
brook  road,  northwesterly,  to  the  Gilsum  line.  Laid  out  by 
the  Court  in  1879.  Court  records,  vol.  3,  page  349,  three 
rods  wide. 

Wilford  street— Laid  out  Nov.  9,  1898,  vol.  3,  page  274,  40  feet 
wide. 

Willow  street — Laid  out,  in  part,  as  AVater  street  court,  Aug.  2, 
1876,  vol.  2.  page  47,  40  feet  wide.  Extended  to  Marlboro 
street  May  22.  1886,  vol.  2,  page  210,  40  feet  wide.  AVidened 
on  the  west  side,  from  Marlboro  street  to  the  first  angle. 
Nov.  9,  1898,  vol.  3,  page  277,  to  42  feet  in  width. 

AVillow  court,  formerly  called  Howard  place — Laid  out  Nov. 
19,  1885,  vol.  2,  page  196,  30  feet  wide. 

Wilson  street — Laid  out  north  of  Emerald  street,  Sept.  21,  1853, 
vol.  1,  page  173.  44  feet  wide.  This  part  was  formerly 
called  xVdams  court.  Anotlier  layout  of  the  same  appears 
Oct.  23,  1880,  vol.  2,  page  106,  44  feet  wide.  Laid  out  to 
Davis  street.  Nov.  22,  1888,  vol.  2.  page  307,  45  feet  wide.

A  JOINT  RESOLUTION  relating  to  a  tax  deed  to  James 
Leahy. 

Resolved  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene,  as 
follows : 

That  whereas  the  city  of  Keene  through  its  agent.  Frank 
H.  AVhitcomb.  has  acquired  title  by  deed  from  Clarence  A, 
AYardwell,  collector  of  taxes  for  said  city  of  Keene.  for  the 
year  1909.  upon  the  payment  of  $11.75.  to  a  certain  tract  o1 
land  situated  on  the  easterly  side  of  Island  street,  in  said 
Keene,  being  No.  58  on  said  street,  a  more  particular  descrip- 
tion of  said  land  being  contained  in  said  deed  and  to  which 
reference  is  hereby  made. 

Resolved,  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene  that 
the  finance  committee  for  the  city  of  Keene  be  and  they  hereby 
are  authorized  to  convey  to  James  Leahy  on  behalf  of  said  city 
of  Keene  a  proper  quitclaim  deed  to  said  premises  upon  the 
payment  to  said  city  of  the  sum  of  $22.53.

AN  ORDINANCE  relating  to  the  Ladies'  Wildwood  park. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene,  as 
follows : 

The  mayor  shall  appoint  at  the  beginning  of  each  muni- 
cipal year,  one  alderman,  and  one  lady  donor  of  the  Ladies' 
Wildwood  park,  or  a  descendant  of  one,  who,  with  the  mayor, 
shall  constitute  the  Ladies'  Wildwood  Park  commission,  and 
shall  hold  office  until  the  first  Tuesday  of  January  next  ensuing 
and  until  others  are  appointed  as  their  successors. 

The  Ladies'  Wildwood  Park  commissioners  shall  take 
charge  of  the  the  Ladies'  Wildwood  park,  held  in  trust  by  the 
city,  and  may  expend  appropriations  or  other  incomes  from 
said  Wildwood  park  funds  in  ornamenting  and  protecting  said 
park;  may  dispose  of  dangerous  or  objectionable  trees;  fix 
bounds,  repair  fences  against  pastures,  or  other  lands  and  shall 
report  to  the  city  councils  annually.

1.  That  the  joint  standing  committee  on  water  works, 
sewers  and  drains  is  hereby  instructed  to  purchase  on  behalf 
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of  the  city  from  E.  B.  Ellis  of  Northfield,  Vermont,  for  a  sum 
not  exceeding  sixty-tive  hundred  dollars,  all  the  Cass  and  East- 
man property  and  quarry,  so  called,  situated  in  Roxbury,  New 
Hampshire,  it  being  all  the  real  estate  which  said  Ellis  bought 
of  Carlton  G.  Dorman,  Admr.,  ^bout  two  years  ago,  and  that 
said  property  shall  be  paid  for  from  the  water  works  appro- 
priation. 

2.  That  upon  the  completion  of  the  purchase  of  said  prop- 
erty  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  sixty-five  hundred  dollars  the 
city  solicitor  is  ordered  to  discontinue  the  condemnation  pro- 
ceeding against  this  property  now  pending  in  the  superior 
court.

AN  ORDTNAN('E  in  amendment  of  Chapter  VITI  and  in  repeal 
of  Chapter  JX  of  (  -ity  Ordinances. 

Be  it  ordained  ])y  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene,  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  Chapter  IX  of  City  Ordinances  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sect.  2.  ('hapter  VIII  of  City  Ordinances  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  following  sections  thereto : 

Sect.  11.  The  chief  engineer  shall  have  the  care  and  gen- 
eral supervision  of  all  lines  and  apparatus  connected  with  the 
electric  fire  alarm  circuits  belonging  to  the  city. 

Sect.  12.  The  chief  engineer  shall  keep  the  circuits  and 
apparatus  in  good  working  order,  at  all  times,  and  shall 
promptly  repair  or  renew  all  work  or  interruptions  to  the  cir- 
cuits or  the  apparatus  connected  therewith.  He  shall  see  that 
all  electric  or  other  wires  are  kept  at  a  safe  distance  from  the 
fire  alarm  circuits.  In  cutting  or  removing  such  wires  or  other 
obstructions,  he  shall  act  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor  and 
aldermen.  All  materials  and  supplies  and  assistance  needed 
for  making  repairs  and  maintaining  the  fire  alarm  he  shall 
procure  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen 
who  shall  see  that  proper  supplies  for  ordinary  repairs  and 
maintenance  are  kept  on  hand  by  the  city.  He  shall  carefully 
inspect  or  cause  to  be  properly  and  carefully  inspected  all 
portions  of  the  fire  alarm  circuits  and  apparatus  each  month 
and  report  all  repairs  or  changes  needed,  to  the  committee  on 
fire  department. 

Sect.  13.  The  chief  engineer  shall  have  the  assistance  of 
a  city  electrician,  who  may  ])e  nominated  by  him  and  who  shall 
be  elected  by  the  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  hy  a  majority 
vote,  and  who  shall  have  a  salary  not  exceeding  $'780.00  per 
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year,  and  who  shall  have  the  immediate  care  of  the  electric  fire 
alarm  telegraph,  under  the  direction  of  the  chief  engineer,  but 
who  shall  perform  such  other  duties  in  connection  with  the  lire 
department  as  said  chief  engineer  may  direct,  and  shall,  when 
practicable,  answer  still  alarms. 

Sect.  14.  He  shall  carefully  inspect  or  cause  to  be  proper- 
ly inspected  each  fire  alarm  box  and  test  the  same  as  often  as 
once  in  every  month,  keeping  a  record  of  all  such  tests  with 
the  date  and  number  of  the  box  tested.  He  shall  cause  one  cir- 
cuit to  be  used  on  Saturday  of  each  week  as  provided  by  the 
regulations.  The  boxes  shall  be  pulled  alternately,  and  a 
record  kept  of  the  same. 

Sect.  15.  Whoever  shall  maliciously  interfere  or  tamper 
with  any  of  the  boxes  or  wires  connected  with  the  fire  alarm,  or 
shall  intentionally  ring  in  any  false  alarms,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  and  the  costs  of 
prosecution. 

Sec.  16.  Any  person  or  persons  giving  information  which 
shall  lead  to  the  detection  and  conviction  of  any  person  or  per- 
sons violating  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  shall  be 
entitled  to  one-half  of  the  fine  imposed.

AN   ORDINANCE    amending   Chapter   YIII    and  Chapter 
XXXIII.  city  ordinances. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Keene.

Section  1.  Amend  Chapter  VIII,  Section  3  of  the  City 
Ordinances  by  striking  out  the  words  ''twenty-seven"  in  the 
second  line  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "forty-seven"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows  :  ' '  Section  3.  Each  member  of  every  company  in  the 
fire  department  shall  receive  for  his  services  at  the  rate  of 
forty-seven  dollars  per  year  in  addition  to  the  sum  allowed  by 
law;  but  no  member  shall  be  paid  for  less  than  three  months' 
service,  unless  sooner  discharged  from  his  company  by  the 
proper  authority,  for  cause  other  than  his  own  request,  nor 
unless  he  shall  have  performed  his  duties  in  a  manner  satisfac- 
tory to  the  company  officer,  and  responded  to  all  calls  made 
upon  him,  or  given  satisfactory  excuse  for  any  failure  to  do 
so.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  compensation,  each  fireman 
or  other  person,  who,  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of 
engineers,  answers  a  telephone  or  still  alarm,  not  exceeding 
four  persons,  or  performs  service  at  a  brush  fire,  shall  receive 
thirty-five  cents  per  hour  in  full  payment  for  such  service.  The 
names  of  such  persons  as  may  perform  the  foregoing  services, 
with  the  place  visited,  time  employed,  and  compensation  due. 
set  opposite  their  respective  names,  shall  be  certified,  within 
lifteen  days  from  the  end  of  the  month,  as  a  pay-roll  by  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  engineers  to  the  city  clerk,  who  shall 
certify  the  same  to  the  auditor  and  disburse  the  amount 
specified  to  the  employees,  taking  their  receipt  therefor." 

Sect.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  April  1,  1913.

The  chief  engineer 
of  the  fire  department  shall  receive  the  sum  of  two  hundred

There  shall  be  elected  by  the  city  councils  in 
joint  convention  and  by  joint  ballot,  in  the  month  of  January 
in  each  year,  or  whenever  any  vacancy  may  exist,  a  solicitor 
for  the  city  of  Keene  who  shall  be  a  resident  citizen  thereof  and 
an  attorney  and  counsellor  of  the  courts  of  this  state  who  shall 
hold  office  until  the  first  Tuesday  of  January  next,  ensuing  or 
until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  who  may  be  removed  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  city  councils. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  city  solicitor  to  draft 
all  bonds,  deeds,  obligations,  contracts,  leases,  conveyances, 
agreements,  and  other  legal  instruments,  of  whatever  nature, 
which  may  be  required  of  him  by  any  ordinance  or  order  of  the 
mayor  and  aldermen,  or  which  may  be  requisite  to  be  done  and 
made  by  the  city  of  Keene  and  any  person  or  persons  contract- 
ing with  the  city  in  its  corporate  capacity,  and  which,  by  law. 
usage  and  agreement,  the  city  is  to  be  at  the  expense  of  draw: 
ing;  to  commence  and  prosecute  all  actions  and  suits  to  be 
commenced  by  the  city  before  any  tribunal  in  this  state, 
whether  in  law  or  in  equity;  and  also  to  appear  in,  defend  and 
advocate  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  city,  in  any  suit  or 
prosecution,  wherein  any  estate,  right  privilege,  ordinances,  or 
acts  of  the  city  government,  or  any  breach  of  any  ordinance, 
may  be  brought  in  question.  Said  solicitor  shall  commence  and 
prosecute  before  the  police  court  any  suit  or  complaint  that 
may  be  brought  by  him  upon  the  request  of  the  mayor,  city 
marshal  or  police  commissioners  before  said  court  for  the  viola- 
tion of  any  ordinance  or  statute.  And  said  solicitor  shall  also 
appear  when  directed  by  the  city  councils  before  the  legislature 
of  this  state,  or  before  any  committee  thereof,  whether  of  either 
or  both  branches  of  the  same,  and  there,  in  behalf  of  the  city, 
represent,  answer  for,  defend  and  advocate  the  interests  and 
welfare  of  said  city,  and  he  shall  in  all  matters  do  all  and  every 
professional  act  incident  to  the  office  which  may  be  required  of 
him  by  the  city  government,  or  by  any  joint  or  special  commit- 
tee thereof,  and  he  shall,  when  required,  furnish  the  mayor  and 
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the  board  of  aldermen,  or  any  special  committee  of  said  board 
and  any  officer  of  the  city  government  who  may  require  it  in 
the  official  discharge  of  his  duties,  with  his  legal  opinion  on 
any  subject  touching  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sect.  3.  In  full  compensation  for  all  services  of  said 
solicitor,  he  shall  receive  a  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars  a 
year,  payable  semi-annually.  In  all  cases,  however,  when  his 
attendance  may  be  required  out  of  the  city,  his  reasonable  trav- 
elling expenses  shall  be  allowed  him ;  and  in  all  suits  and  prose- 
cutions he  shall  account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  city  treasurer, 
once  in  six  months,  all  moneys  received  from  adverse  parties, 
when  the  city  shall  recover  the  same."

MARLBORO  STREET  BRIDGE. 

The  only  permanent  bridge  work  done  the  past  year  was 
the  Marlboro  street  bridge  near  Beaver  brook,  for  which  a  plan 
of  Engineer  Wadsworth's  was  accepted  for  a  bridge  with  an 
entire  cement  floor  supported  by  steel  I-beams  and  other  rein- 
forcements, all  incased  in  cement.  The  contract  was  let  to  the 
Keene  Artificial  Stone  Co.  for  $1,600. 

Aside  from  the  above  expense,  the  highway  department 
was  to  remove  old  bridge,  maintain  and  light  a  foot  bridge 
during  construction;  also  to  remove  stumps,  etc.,  costing  ap- 
proximately $100.00.  The  grade  being  raised  somewhat,  the 
street  had  to  be  resurfaced  at  this  point.

The  first  of  the  season,  one  car  of  Calcium  Chloride,  one 
tank-car  Tasscoil  were  used  with  varying  results. 
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About  the  middle  of  July,  it  was  deemed  best  to  accept  the 
Standard  Oil  Company's  proposition  to  furnish  and  apply  their 
40  per  cent,  asphalt  oil  at  1.2  cents  per  square  yard,  the  city 
to  thoroughly  clean  all  streets  in  a  suitable  manner  to  receive 
the  oil.

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REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONER, 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 

The  park  commissioner's  report  for  the  year  1913  must  be 
of  the  same  general  character  as  those  that  have  preceded  it. 

Fully  the  usual  amount  of  work  has  been  performed  in 
Wheelock  park.  Late  in  the  season,  it  was  found  that  the 
smaller  cherry  trees  in  different  sections,  were  infested  with 
brown  tail  moths;  these  were  all  promptly  cut  and  burned. 

Scattered  about  are  a  number  of  trees,  that  in  the  near 
future,  will  require  considerable  trimming,  and  a  few  must  be 
removed,  on  account  of  decay. 

In  Robin  Hood  forest,  a  substantial  road  has  been  con- 
structed from  the  entrance  on  Roxbury  street  nearly  to  the  top 
of  the  hill  at  the  entrance  of  the  Elliot  lot,  through  which  the 
city  enjoys  the  right  of  way. 

Several  pine  trees  that  had  fallen  have  been  removed,  also 
a  very  few  others  in  the  driveway,  for  which  the  city  has  re- 
ceived $54.19.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  City  Councils  of  Keene : 

The  board  of  health  of  this  city  have  been  aware  for  some 
time  that  there  should  be  some  more  permanent  way  of  dis- 
posing of  the  waste,  which  must  come  from  every  family,  which 
is  known  under  the  general  name  of  ''garbage."  This  way 
should  be  uniform,  such  as  can  be  depended  on.  In  the  summer 
time  more  especially,  there  have  been  made  to  us  a  good  many 
complaints  of  the  existence  of  so  called  nuisances  on  account 
of  this,  which  we  are  called  on  to  abate. 

The  customs  of  some  families  to  burn  such  waste  in  their 
cooking  stove  is  very  offensive  to  their  neighbors,  and  creates 
another  nuisance.  Some  families  bury  it,  but  we  think  there 
are  not  many  such,  some  times  it  is  spread  on  the  garden  where 
there  is  such,  but  that  is  not  the  proper  way  to  dispose  of  it,  and 
many  complaints  are  made  because  of  such.  In  such  cases  there 
is  a  neglect  of  doing  even  that.  Then  there  are  other  cases, 
which  is  the  more  common  way,  is  to  have  a  person  collect  the 
waste  and  carry  it  away,  to  be  used  to  feed  to  their  stock.  That 
may  go  well  for  a  time,  but  after  a  while  the  collector  disposes 
of  his  stock  and  therefore  has  no  further  use  for  the  waste  and 
ceases  to  call  for  it.  In  that  case  the  waste  accumulates,  and 
the  necessity  arises  of  finding  a  new  man  to  collect  it.  A  good 
deal  of  delay  and  trouble  is  thus  caused  and  the  waste  accumu- 
lates and  becomes  a  nuisance  even  to  the  owner.  There  is  noth- 
ing permanent  and  such  a  state  of  things  cannot  be  depended  on. 

In  the  summer  time,  more  especially,  such  waste  as  we  have 
spoken  of,  should  be  removed  every  day  from  the  hotels,  res- 
taurants and  other  places  in  and  around  the  more  thickly  set- 
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tied  parts  of  the  city,  and  in  other  parts,  two  or  three  times 
each  week.  Many  persons  on  or  near  the  centre  of  the  city  have 
no  place  even  to  store  a  day's  waste  and  so  it  should  be  taken 
daily.  If  such  waste  is  not  looked  after  it  becomes  a  great 
resort  for  flies  in  the  hot  weather  and  should  not  be  allowed. 

We  would  suggest  to  the  city  councils,  if  it  would  not  be 
for  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned,  to  pass  an  ordinance,  ap- 
propriating a  sum  not  exceeding  $1,000.00  yearly,  giving  to 
some  suitable  person  the  control  of  the  whole  matter  of  collect- 
ing such  waste,  to  extend  through  the  whole  city,  where  neces- 
sary, which  means  the  whole,  except  in  the  remote  parts,  and 
make  such  person  responsible  for  the  work,  and  in  that  way  do 
away  with  the  condition  of  things  which  now  exist,  from  neces- 
sity. 

We  are  satisfied  that  it  can  be  done  for  the  aforesaid  sum, 
not  by  one  team,  but  by  such  help  and  such  teams  as  such  per- 
son may  be  able  to  procure,  to  work  under  his  directions,  and 
in  that  way  systematize  the  business  and  make  it  a  permanent 
and  uniform  part  of  the  work  of  the  city. 

This  does  not  refer  in  any  way  to  the  removal  of  ashes, 
papers  or  any  other  thing  or  substance  than  what  would  come 
under  the  head  of  waste  liable  to  decay  and  become  a  nuisance 
or  injurious  to  the  public  health. 

To  be  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  your  councils 
may  impose.

To  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Keene : 

During  the  past  year  from  October  1,  1912,  to  the  first  day 
of  October,  this  year,  there  have  been  141  applications  to  this 
board  by  as  many  persons  for  the  right  to  sell  milk  in  this  city. 
The  whole  number  of  cows  they  represented  as  keeping  for  that 
purpose  was  940. 

The  inspector  has  reported  that  he  has  examined  each  cow 
as  well  as  each  place  where  they  were  kept,  and  has  called  them 
all  in  a  healthy  condition  and  every  place  sanitary.  Upon  his 
representations  there  have  been  issued  to  each  person  applying, 
a  license  to  sell  as  he  wished.  The  applications  were  filed  with 
this  board  and  licenses  issued  as  follows,  viz:

To  tlie  City  Coimeils  of  the  City  of  Keene : 

In  making  our  report  for  the  year,  we  record  the  usual 
amoimt  of  the  ordinary  bnsiness.  so  called,  which  we  hare  had 
to  consider. 

As  far  as  we  know,  the  aSairs  of  this  deparrziTz:  ::i~r 
been  eondncted  in  as  satisfactory  a  manner,  as  it  is  jissijlr 
under  the  eircTrm  stances,  and  we  consider  the  city  in  many  re- 
speete,  a  dean  city,  and  the  health  of  the  citizens  as  good  as 
eould  he  expected.  There  haTe  heen  less  contagions  diseases 
than  usual,  certainly  less  than  last  year.  There  will  always  be 
some,  hut  considering  the  nnmher  of  sacli  eases,  we  may  con- 
sider onrselTes  Tery  forttmare, 

In  the  ordinary  matters  : :  ~iiich  our  attention  has  been 
called,  there  is  nothing  to  be  reported  as  being  of  special  in- 
terest, nor  hsisre  we  any  snggestions  to  make. 

In  the  matter  of  eontageons  diseases,  so  called,  there  have 
been  for  the  past  year  iieported  to  this  board  as  follows,  viz: 
Seailet  fever  eases,  12 ;  measles.  8 ;  diphtheria.  1 :  typhoid  fever, 
9,  making  30  in  alL  From  among  that  nnmber.  there  has  been 
one  ease  that  proved  fataL  That  was  a  ea^  ci  -  7 1.  :i  fever. 
There  are  five  eases  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  city  : ;  day.  bnt  we 
hoi>e  aH  are  in  a  fair  way  of  recovery.  All  of  the  fever  eas^ 
have  been  since  the  £rst  of  October,  except  one.  Some  of  them 
we  tlunk  were  contracted  out  of  the  city,  bnt  perhaps  not  alL 
The  cause  of  those  oeeurring  here  has  not  been  ascertained. 
These  things  are  sometimes  hard  to  trace. 

We  wish  to  call  attention  of  the  diSerent  physieians  to  the 
importance  of  reporting  every  diseage,  where  the  law  requires 
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il;,  to  the  local  board  of  health,  at  once.  It  is  not  always  done 
and  it  seems  to  us  there  can  be  no  excuse  for  it.  The  state 
board  of  health  are  very  exacting  on  that  point  as  they  have 
the  right  to  be.  Unless  that  is  done  the  law  places  a  fine  of 
$100.00  as  a  penalty  for  not  complying  with  the  law  in  each  and 
every  case.  And  although  nothing  has  been  done  so  far  to  en- 
force the  implicit  obedience  in  that  matter,  we  see  that  it  may 
be  necessary,  where  disobedience  is  the  rule,  if  persisted  in. 

We  must  have  the  facts  in  each  and  every  case  if  we  are 
to  act  intelligently  and  promptly.

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REPORT  OF 
TRUSTEES  OF  KEENE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

The  trustees  of  the  Keene  Public  Library  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

Since  the  completion  of  the  new  stack  room  the  work  at 
the  library  has  run  along  very  smoothly.  The  privilege  of  the 
open  stack  has  been  very  much  appreciated  by  the  library 
patrons. 

The  larger  reference  room  has  been  especially  useful,  and 
many  times  has  required  the  constant  attention  of  one  of  the 
librarians.  It  is  often  taxed  to  its  limit  and  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  add  extra  chairs.  The  reading  rooms  have  also  had  a 
large  patronage. 

In  June  and  July  it  was  thought  advisable  to  open  the 
library  from  10  o'clock  in  the  morning  to  9  at  night  and  Miss 
McGregor  was  engaged  as  an  assistant  librarian.  As  this  was 
not  the  most  favorable  time  of  the  year  to  judge  of  the  benefit 
to  the  public,  the  same  plan  was  adopted  for  three  months  be- 
ginning September  1.  This  has  been  very  much  appreciated  by 
students  and  club  members;  the  average  circulation  has  been 
very  satisfactory.  The  expense  of  this  experiment  has  been 
met  from  the  interest  upon  the  Thayer  fund.  Work  at  the 
library  really  requires  the  extra  assistant  and  if  at  the  same 
time  the  library  can  be  made  more  useful  and  of  more  benefit 
to  the  community  by  the  longer  hours  it  is  desirable  to  keep  it 
open. 

Miss  Saxton  has  done  splendid  work  in  bringing  the  young 
people  into  closer  touch  with  the  library.    She  formed  a  Sum- 
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mer  Vacation  Reading  club,  which  was  joined  by  75  children, 
and  in  the  fall  those  who  had  been  successful  in  finishing  the 
course  of  reading  received  a  certificate  which  the  trustees  had 
prepared.  The  children  were  entertained  in  Library  hall  by 
the  librarian,  assisted  by  Miss  Wright  and  Miss  Stevenson  of 
the  model  schools,  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  being  pres- 
ent. This  is  leading  up  to  the  Children's  room  which  the  trus- 
tees hope  can  be  brought  about  in  the  near  future. 

The  trustees  have  appreciated  very  much  the  painstaking 
and  efficient  work  of  Miss  Saxton  and  her  assistants  in  bring- 
ing about  greater  service  on  the  part  of  the  library  to  its 
patrons.  This  has  been  accomplished  not  only  through  increas- 
ing the  hours  in  which  the  library  is  open,  but  by  assistance 
offered  and  frequently  rendered  in  reference  and  research 
work,  and  in  constantly  placing  before  the  patrons  of  the  insti- 
tution the  new  books  and  suggestions  leading  to  a  wider  use  of 
the  volumes  on  its  shelves. 

The  librarian's  report  hereby  appended  gives  further  and 
interesting  statistics.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Keene  Public  Library : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  38th  annual  report  of  the 
librarian  for  the  year  ending  December  1,  1913. 

Statistics  are  usually  less  rather  than  more  interesting,  but 
to  the  librarian  they  are  very  important  since  they  indicate  the 
activities  of  the  library  and  while  they  cannot  measure,  they  at 
least  suggest  the  influence  the  library  is  exercising  in  the  com- 
munity. The  statistics  this  year  will  surely  have  an  interest, 
and,  lest  in  the  tabulated  form  in  which  they  are  arranged  at 
the  end  of  the  report  they  fail  to  receive  a  due  reading,  I  beg 
to  call  your  attention  to  a  few  facts  regarding  them. 

The  total  increase  in  circulation  over  last  year,  which  was 
greater  than  that  for  any  previous  year,  is  practically  5,000 
(only  lacking  2)  ;  the  number  of  reader's  cards  issued  exceeds 
that  of  last  year  by  97 ;  there  has  been  an  increase,  also,  in  the 
use  of  the  reading  rooms  on  Sunday  afternoons,  especially  for 
the  last  two  months ;  the  reference  work  has  required  the  time 
of  one  assistant  for  several  hours  daily  throughout  the  fall, 
and  while  there  are  no  definite  figures,  it  is  apparent  that  the 
reading  rooms  also  are  receiving  a  larger  patronage. 

Desirable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  reference  de- 
partment in  the  new  edition  of  The  Century  Dictionary  and 
Cyclopedia.  Euoff's  Standard  Dictionary  of  Facts,  Baker's 
Guide  to  the  Best  Fiction;  Six  volumes  of  the  Census  Report 
for  1910  and  The  Book  of  Knowledge  or  Children's  Encyclo- 
paedia. 

Gifts  of  books,  pamphlets  and  magazine  subscriptions  have 
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been  received  from  Mr.  H.  S.  Mackintosh,  Miss  Mary  B.  Dins- 
moor,  Mrs.  William  H.  Elliot,  the  local  Christian  Science  soci- 
ety ;  also  city,  state,  U.  S.  government  and  library  publications. 

In  the  report  of  last  year,  several  methods  w^ere  indicated 
by  which  the  library  w^ork  might  become  more  effective.  The 
most  important  of  these  suggestions  by  consent  of  the  directors, 
the  administration  committee  has  acted  upon  and  for  a  part  of 
the  year  (five  months)  a  second  assistant  has  been  engaged  and 
all  the  departments  of  the  library  have  been  opened  to  the  pub- 
lic for  the  greater  part  of  the  day.  The  statistics  given  above 
will  make  it  apparent  to  you  that  the  help  of  a  second  assistant 
is  necessary,  and  that  the  public  appreciate  the  improved  ser- 
vice, both  in  needed  help  and  in  the  hours  of  opening. 

Not  all  of  the  methods  for  library  advertising  which  were 
mentioned  last  year  have  yet  been  put  into  practice,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  much  more  may  be  accomplished  in  the  coming  year. 

A  little  special  work  with  the  children  has  been  attempted 
this  year  by  interesting  them  in  a  "Vacation  Reading  List,"  as 
it  was  called,  of  especially  good  books.  Not  all  of  the  young 
people  who  began  reading  from  this  list  succeeded  in  reading 
a  sufficient  number  of  books  to  receive  the  certificate  awarded 
by  the  trustees  to  those  reading  six  or  more,  but  many  children 
who  had  never  before  visited  the  library  became  borrowers  and 
are  still  enjoying  the  library  privileges. 

A  suggestion  made  last  year  I  would  repeat:  that  we  start 
a  special  collection  of  books  to  be  loaned  to  the  schools.  It 
would  not  require  a  large  addition  to  the  present  appropriation, 
and  there  is  a  need  of  this  help  from  the  library  felt  in  nearly 
all  the  schools  of  the  city. 

The  telephone  greatly  facilitates  our  work. 

Material  for  a  picture  collection  has  been  accumulating  for 
several  years  and  through  the  help  of  the  principal  and  the 
pupils  of  the  Elliot  school,  a  beginning  has  been  made  in  mount- 
ing and  classifying  this  material,  which  should  form  the  basis 
of  a  useful  loan  collection. 

The  librarian  has  attended  two  library  meetings  during  th^

year  and  has  enjoyed  the  privilege  and  has  gained  many  useful 
suggestions.

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REPORT  OF 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CEMETERIES. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

The  undersigned  respectfully  presents  his  report  for  the 
cemetery  department  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1913. 

The  affairs  of  this  department  are  in  good  condition.  The 
receipts  for  the  year  are  slightly  in  advance  of  pervious  years, 
and  the  expenditures  somewhat  heavier.  This  is  in  part  owing 
to  the  building  of  a  cement  floor  of  substantial  construction  on 
the  iron  bridge  connecting  Woodland  and  Greenlawn  ceme- 
teries. This  will  prove  to  be  a  permanent  improvement  and 
also  an  economy.  The  fence  around  Washington  Street  ceme- 
tery has  been  painted  with  two  coats  of  paint  in  a  workmanlike 
manner.  This  was  a  much  needed  repair  that  adds  materially 
to  the  appearance  of  this  cemetery. 

I  would  recommend  that  in  the  coming  year  a  cement  floor 
similar  to  the  one  on  the  carriage  bridge  be  built  on  the  iron 
footbridge  between  Woodland  and  Greenlawn. 

This  will  make  all  the  bridges  in  a  condition  that  will 
bring  their  up-keep  to  the  minimum.  I  would  also  recommend 
the  painting  of  at  least  a  part  of  the  Greenlawn  fence  the  com- 
ing year,  if  possible.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER  OF  FIRE  DE- 
PARTMENT AND  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
FIRE  ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlement  of  the  City  Councils : 

As  required  by  the  city  ordinance  governing  the  fire  de- 
partment, I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  eighth  annual  report 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30,  1913. 

You  will  note  from  the  following  tables  of  fires  and  losses 
that  the  department  has  responded  to  16  bell  alarms,  80  still 
alarms,  and  5  brush  fire  calls.  This  is  an  increase  of  1  bell 
alarm  and  10  still  alarms  over  the  calls  of  1912.  The  estimated 
value  of  the  buildings  damaged  by  fire  was  $165,200.00.  The 
damage  to  said  buildings  was  $3,702.21.  The  insurance  paid 
was  $3,702.21.  The  value  of  the  contents  of  these  buildings  was 
$61,857.00.  The  damage  to  said  contents  was  $7,994.15,  and 
the  insurance  paid  was  $4,119.02.  The  actual  loss  on  buildings 
and  contents  in  excess  of  insurance  was  $3,875.13. 

Improvements  and  new  apparatus  added  to  the  depart- 
ment :  There  have  been  purchased  1,000  feet  of  2J-inch  doable 
jacket  rubber  lined  fire  hose,  rubber  coats  and  boots,  and 
general  supplies  required  to  keep  the  department  up  to  its  usual 
standard.  New  quarters  are  being  provided  for  the  relief  hook 
and  ladder  truck  and  when  ready  will  greatly  relieve  the 
crowded  quarters  at  the  fire  station,  besides  providing  room 
for  the  new  auto  truck  when  purchased  (the  purchase  of  tlie 
same  now  being  considered  by  the  city).  During  the  past  year 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  firemen's  pay  for  which  1 
wish  to  extend  to  the  city  councils  the  thanks  and  appreciation 
of  the  department  (or  firemen). 
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Apparatus  and  force :  The  apparatus  and  force  of  the  de- 
partment, under  a  chief  and  three  assistant  engineers,  located 
on  Vernon  street,  is  as  follows :  The  Keene  Steam  Fire  Engine 
and  Hose  Company,  J.  H.  Simpson,  Captain  (25  men),  has 
Steamer  No.  1,  Button  Steamer  No.  2,  one  combination  chemical 
and  hose  wagon,  one  Relief  hose  wagon ;  Washington  Hook  and 
Ladder  Company,  G.  C.  Simonds,  Captain  (20  men),  has  one 
service  truck  and  one  Relief  truck;  Deluge  Hose  Company,  E. 
H.  Applin,  Captain  (20  men),  has  one  combination  chemical 
and  hose  wagon. 

There  are  now  7,300  feet  of  fire  hose  of  which  2,500  feet  are 
old  and  unreliable,  300  feet  of  chemical  hose,  1,500  feet  of 
linen  hose  at  South  Keene,  six  6-gallon  and  four  3-gallon  ex- 
tinguishers, one  cellar  pipe,  one  3  way  Eastman  Deluge  set, 
uniforms,  rubber  coats,  hats  and  boots  for  the  department,  four 
sets  swing  harnesses,  two  extra  Barry  collars,  three  sleds,  and 
three  sets  Hobb 's  runners. 

There  has  been  400  feet  of  hose  not  fit  for  fire  service 
turned  over  to  the  water  works  department  and  300  feet  to  the 
highway  department. 

I  respectfully  make  the  following  recommendations :  That 
the  city  purchase  a  triple  combination  automobile  truck,  and 
as  the  past  city  government  has  provided  quarters  for  this 
much  needed  apparatus  I  sincerely  trust  the  present  city  gov- 
ernment will  purchase  the  same  without  delay;  that  until  the 
city  does  purchase  the  auto  fire  truck  the  department  be 
allowed  two  pairs  of  horses  to  be  kept  in  the  fire  station  avail- 
able at  all  times. 

The  new  fire  alarm  telegraph  system  which  has  been 
operated  in  a  most  careful  and  efficient  manner  by  Mr.  E.  B. 
Riley,  has  given  excellent  satisfaction.  The  expense  of  main- 
taining the  system  the  past  year  has  been  very  slight  outside  of 
the  line  work  which  has  been  more  than  in  the  past  year  on 
account  of  the  telephone  company  resetting  many  of  their  poles, 
this  change  necessitating  our  putting  on  new  arms.  This  work 
Avas  done  by  Mr.  Riley,  the  fire  alarm  electrician.  I  would 
recommend  that  all  of  the  iron  wire  now  in  use  which  is  about 
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five  miles  be  replaced  by  insulated  copper  wire,  also  that  one 
new  fire  alarm  box  be  installed  on  upper  Elm  street  and  that 
all  fire  alarm  boxes  purchased  in  the  future  be  of  the  non-inter- 
fering type. 

Three  new  fire  alarm  boxes  have  been  installed  during  the 
past  year,  one  on  Railroad  street  No.  113,  one  on  Washington 
street  opposite  the  Burdett  Chair  shop  No.  27,  and  one  on  the 
corner  of  Beaver  and  North  Lincoln  streets  No.  28. 

I  take  the  pleasure  in  further  reporting  that  harmony  pre- 
vails between  officers  and  men  of  the  several  companies,  that 
they  appreciate  their  quarters  and  the  liberal  spirit  manifested 
by  the  city  councils  in  promptly  providing  for  the  needs  of  the 
department.  It  also  gives  me  pleasure  to  speak  of  the  valuable 
aid  afforded  by  the  chairman  and  members  of  the  joint  stand- 
ing committee  on  fire  department,  and  the  superintendent  of 
the  streets.  A  most  cordial  relation  exists  among  the  members 
associated  with  me  on  the  board  of  engineers,  who  with  the 
officers,  members  of  the  department,  and  public,  have  assisted 
me  during  the  past  year,  and  to  them  and  the  city  councils  I 
extend  my  thanks.

The  following  signals  were  adopted  by  the  board  of 
engineers,  January,  1907,  and  are  as  follows : 

1.  The  superintendent  has  the  right  to  strike  one  blow 
upon  the  bells  at  any  time,  to  test  the  circuit;  also  to  ring  in 
one  round  from  any  box,  preceded  by  a  single  blow,  exactly 
five  minutes  after  the  noon  stroke,  on  Saturdays,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  testing  the  boxes. 

2.  In  case  of  a  serious  fire  the  engineers  may  cause  a 
second  alarm  to  be  sounded  from  the  nearest  box.  A  second 
alarm  is  given  by  striking  ten  blows,  followed  by  the  box 
number. 

3.  As  box  9,  which  is  located  on  city  hall,  is  still  likely  to 
be  used  for  general  alarm,  and  to  be  pulled  for  a  fire  which  is 
not  in  or  near  the  Square,  the  engineers  will  ring  in  a  second 
alarm  or  four  full  rounds  from  this  box,  if  there  is  fire  of  any 
magnitude  near  the  square. 

4.  The  old  alarm  on  city  hall  will  only  be  rung  between 
9  p.  m.  and  6  a.  m.,  except  in  case  of  serious  fire. 

5.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Beaver  Mills 
Company  and  alarms  of  fire  will  be  given  on  their  whistle  the 
same  as  by  the  bells.

During  the  past  year  the  city  has  been  free  from 
litigation.  The  petition  for  the  condemnation  of  the  quarry 
property  in  Roxbury,  N.  H.,  belonging  to  E.  B.  Ellis  of  North- 
field,  Vermont,  was  settled  by  the  city  by  purchasing  the  prop- 
erty of  Mr.  Ellis  so  that  now  the  city  is  the  owner  of  the  Cass 
quarry  property.
